In  behalf  of  the  Whitin  Machine  Works, 
I  am  very  glad  to  send  you  our  best  re- 
gards and  greetings  from  the  Home  Front. 
We  are  right  out  to  back  you  up  in  every 
way  we  can  from  Whitinsville. 

This  machine  shop  which  was  formerly 
making  textile  machinery  is  now  produc- 
ing ammunition,  magnetos,  turbines,  tor- 
pedo parts,  steam  engines,  pumps,  blower 
sets,  generator  sets,  aeroplane  parts,  gov- 
ernors, tool  parts  and  assemblies,  castings 
and  other  work,  all  necessary  and  impor- 
tant for  our  war  effort.  If  you  were  at 
home  you  would  be  busy.  We  are  not  work- 
ing any  forty  hours — the  shop  is  working 
on  sixty-hour  shifts — and  we  want  you  to 
feel  proud  of  the  shop  from  which  you 
have  come  and  the  work  that  it  is  doing  to 
back  you  up  in  the  field. 

It  has  not  been  an  easy  job  to  go  off  tex- 
tile machinery  and  make  things  which  we 
never  built  before.  We  have  had  to  jig  up 
or  rig  up  and  reorganize  practically  all 
departments  of  the  Shop,  and  when  you 
come  in  when  you  are  on  furloughs,  as 
we  hope  you  will,  you  will  be  amazed  at  the 
transformation  of  a  great  many  of  the 
departments.  The  men  who  have  been  left 
behind  here  are  giving  you  loyal  and  en- 
thusiastic cooperation  in  their  effort  to  see 
that  we  do  our  part  in  supplying  the 
armed  forces. 

What  you  would  be  interested  in,  in  go- 
ing through  the  Shop,  is  to  see  the  large 
number  of  ladies  who  have  been  taking 
your  places  in  part  at  the  tools.  Our  latest 
records  show  that  600  men  have  been  re- 
leased from  the  Whitin  Machine  Works  to 
enter  the  armed  forces.  Our  last  figures 
show  that  we  are  employing  516  women  in 
the  shop  and  as  we  organize  better  and 
better  for  production,  more  and  more 
women  are  going  to  come  in.  I  would  not 
be  at  all  surprised  to  see  one  thousand 
women  employed  in  the  Whitin  Machine 
Works  within  a  six  months'  period.  I  think 
you  would  enjoy  seeing  the  way  these 
women  and  girls  are  taking  hold  of  the 
work.  In  the  first  place,  they  are  getting 
into  a  uniform  which  consists  of  dark  blue 
jumpers  and  light  blue  shirts;  also  they 
have  to  wear  hairnets  on  account  of  mov- 
ing machinery  and  we  are  trying  to  sell 
them  the  idea,  instead  of  using  open-toed 
shoes  and  delightful-looking  sandals,  to 
put  on  safety  shoes  with  reinforced  toes 
and  low  heels.  I  cannot  report  much  prog- 
ress as  yet  but  the  Safety  Committee  is  on 
their  trail. 

We  are  all  very  much  pleased  today  in 
hearing  that  the  U.  S.  Maritime  Commis- 
sion has  given  us  the  much  coveted  Mari- 
time "M"  Pennant,  Victory  Fleet  Flag 
and  Labor  Merit  Award  which  they  state 
has  been  awarded  to  us  in  recognition  of 
our  outstanding  production  achievement. 
You  will  be  interested  in  knowing  to  date 
3  here  has  only  been  a  few  such  awards  in 


the  whole  country  and  we  are  the  second 
concern  to  receive  it  in  New  England. 

In  closing,  I  would  say  that  we  are  in- 
terested in  each  and  every  one  of  you  who 
have  gone  from  this  Shop.  We  will  be  glad 
to  hear  from  you  and  hope  that  you  will 
always  feel  the  Whitin  Machine  Works  is 
home  when  you  come  back  on  your  occa- 
sional furloughs. 

With  all  good  wishes,  in  which  each  and 
every  one  of  the  employees  here  in  the 
Whitin  Machine  Works  join  me,  I  remain

You  are  probably  wondering  about 
Basketball?  It  looks  very  doubtful  this 
year  if  there  will  be  any.  Clark's  Indies 
are  broken  up,  the  only  ones  left  of  that 
crowd  are  Art  Kershaw  and  Norm  Light- 
bown.  Fred  Tattersall  is  over  in  Pales- 
tine the  last  we  knew,  Frank  Lightbown 
and  Eddie  Baldwin  are  in  Mississippi  or 
where?  With  the  gas  situation  as  it  is 
there  will  not  be  much  travelling  this 
winter,  so  that  will  make  it  harder  for 
outside  teams  to  play  here.  However,  if 
there  is  enough  demand,  a  league  made  up 
of  local  players  may  be  organized  again. 
It  may  be  so  that  the  High  School  will  not 
be  able  to  play  this  winter,  and  if  so, 
enough  players  would  be  available  for  a 
good  team.  A  league  of  high  school  girls 
and  boys  may  be  formed  but  as  yet,  this 
is  still  a  tentative  plan.

The  scrap  metal  drive  in  Town,  Bob 
Wood,  chairman,  netted  between  60  and 
70  tons  of  scrap,  a  very  good  average  for 
a  Town  of  this  size. 

About  174  men  will  go  to  Fort  Devens 
from  this  District  shortly  for  pre-induc- 
tion  into  the  Army.  This  is  the  largest 
body  of  men  at  one  time  to  get  called  so 
far. 

More  and  more  cars  are  going  off  the 
road  each  week  owing  to  the  gas  and  tire 
shortage.  We  all  should  be  willing  to 
make  this  sacrifice  as  it  cannot  be  com- 
pared to  the  one  you  "out  there"  are 
making. 

This  week  a  large  flag  pole  was  erected 
in  the  center  of  the  lawn  in  front  of  the 
Gym.  It  is  about  forty  feet  high. 

The  committee  which  sponsored  the 
Barn  Dance  of  last  year  met  again  this 
week  and  have  made  tentative  plans  for 
another  dance  to  be  held  Oct.  30th.  They 
are  planning  to  have  old-fashioned  and 
modern  dancing.

The  company  wishes  to  assure  you  that 
you  are  very  much  in  our  thoughts,  and 
that  we  are  solidly  behind  you  and  are 
doing  everything  we  can  and  getting  out 
all  the  war  work  possible  to  assist  you. 

You,  doubtless,  are  more  interested  in 
village  news  than  in  kindly  sentiment, 
and  I  am  giving  you  some  of  the  recent 
changes. 

We  all  go  to  work  now  thru  the  south 
gate,  where  we  have  an  armed  guard  who 
looks  at  our  badges  before  admitting  us. 
We  built  him  a  little  brick  house  to  watch 
from,  and  no  one  can  enter  the  mill  with- 
out a  badge.  There  are  three  guards,  one 
for  each  shift,  and  their  uniforms  are 
made  from  Paul  Whitin  Mfg.  Co.'s  cloth. 

The  Electric  Pond  was  drained  this  fall, 
and  a  new  crib  put  in  the  center  in  place 
of  the  old  decayed  one.  The  mud  was  en- 
tirely scooped  out  and  replaced  along  the 
east  side  by  clean  sand,  making  a  more 
attractive  swimming  place  for  the  young- 
sters next  summer.  The  water  was  con- 
siderably deepened  each  side  of  the  crib, 
and  spring-boards  were  put  on  the  crib 
for  the  boys  who  like  to  dive.  The  pond 
filled  up  to  a  very  unattractive  coffee  color 
from  the  new  bottom,  but  we  expect  that 
this  will  all  settle  and  clear  so  that  we 
will  have  attractive  clean  water  for  bath- 
ing next  summer. 

The  interiors  of  both  the  Catholic  and 
Protestant  churches  have  been  renovated 
and  brightened  up  from  gifts  made  by  the 
Company. 

The  coca-cola  machines,  in  which  you 
and  other  employees  used  to  put  your 
nickles  in  the  mill,  have  turned  out  a 
profit,  all  of  which  the  management 
turned  over  to  the  Employees  Welfare 
Fund,  administered  by  a  committee  of 
employees.  From  this  fund,  you  each  will 
receive  a  Christmas  remembrance  to  show 
you  that  we  all  have  you  in  our  minds 
and  hearts. 

At  the  latest  accounts,  there  were  69 
employees  who  had  joined  the  service,  and 
a  total  of  205  from  our  little  village.  This 
is  against  a  total  of  99  only  in  the  last  war. 

On  Saturday,  November  14th,  we  had 
quite  a  social  evening  which  was  paid  for 
by  the  Employees  Welfare  Fund.  The  Vil- 
lage Hall  was  turned  over  to  the  employees 
of  the  Paul  Whitin  Manufacturing  Co., 
and  each  employee  was  entitled  to  bring 
a  guest  to  a  free  dance.  A  very  large 
crowd  attended,  estimated  at  between 
eight  hundred  and  nine  hundred  people. 
Bowling,  pool  and  refreshments  (both 
solid  and  liquid)  occupied  the  lower  floor, 


and  Eddie  Dolbert's  orchestra  furnished 
music  for  dancing  in  the  upper  hall.  C.  H. 
Ferris,  of  the  Navy,  was  promptor  for  the 
old-fashioned  dancing  (the  jitter-bugs 
needed  no  prompting),  and  a  good  time 
was  enjoyed  by  all. 

With  reference  to  the  work  in  the  mill : 
There  is  scarcely  a  single  operative  who 
does  not  have  something  to  do  on  some 
part  of  the  war  effort,  and  we  are  making 
and  experimenting  with  many  new  cloths 
which  we  have  never  made  before.  Every- 
one is  taking  hold  with  a  will,  and  we  are 
all  trying  to  do  our  very  best  in  every 
possible  way  to  help  you  win  the  war.  We 
realize,  however,  how  small  our  contribu- 
tion is  compared  to  yours. 

A  Service  Flag  has  been  ordered  to  fly 
on  the  common,  under  'Old  Glory'  to  show 
our  thought  of  you.  May  we  see  you  all 
back  soon! 


Northbridge  High  School 

November  30,  1942 

Northbridge  high  school  football  team 
climaxed  their  football  season,  Thanks- 
giving Day  by  a  19  to  0  win  over  their 
rivals  Millbury  high  and  thereby  clinched 
the  State  Class  D  championship. 

Northbridge  and  Holden  high  elevens 
are  rated  as  the  best  in  the  Worcester 
county  and  from  the  middle  of  the  season 
it  was  apparent  that  the  Northies  and 
Holden  were  going  to  be  in  the  race  for 
the  leading  team  in  this  vicinity.  And, 
since,  the  Northbridge  gridiron  machine 
was  selected  as  Class  D  champions  by  the 
Boston  Newspaper  Writers  Ass.  it  is  as- 
sumed that  the  locals  are  the  team. 

Holden  high  concluded  their  season 
November  11th  undefeated  and  was  chal- 
lenged by  Coach  Leo  Smith's  of  the 
Northies  for  a  game  but  no  response  was 
given.  A  week  ago  (November  27)  a 
letter  appeared  in  the  sporting  page  of  the 
Worcester  Gazette  by  Coach  Smith  again 
challenging  the  Holden  team  but  to  no 
avail.

Being  a  veteran  of  World  War  No.  1, 
I  have  been  asked  to  write  an  article  for 
our  News  From  Home.  Trying  to  com- 
pare, in  a  little  way,  the  difference  in  the 
service-men  of  today  and  us  fellows  of 
another  day. 

To  begin  with  I  believe  you  are  a  better 
army  in  every  way,  better  trained,  better 
equipped  and  better  prepared  to  do  the 
job  better  than  we  were  in  1917. 

We  were  young  fellows,  full  of  pep, 
maybe  a  little  wild,  but  rearing  to  go. 
That  seemed  to  be  the  plan,  get  us  in  a 
uniform  and  get  us  "over  there".  I  don't 
think  there  is  any  question  about  our 
making  good  and  I'll  never  believe  but 
what  you  boys  will  do  "a  hell  of  a  lot 
better".  I  should  say  that  your  train- 
ing far  exceeds  ours  and  that  is  as  it 
should  be. 

Now,  of  course,  the  trip  across  seems  to 
be  the  next  comparison.  The  Division  I 
sailed  across  with,  went  in  British  ships 
of  the  Cunard  Line.  The  food  was  not  fit 
to  eat,  in  fact  it  was  putrid.  Fourteen 
days  to  make  the  trip  from  New  York  to 
Liverpool.  The  trip  was  otherwise  un- 
eventful. I  can  imagine  that  your  trans- 
port was  very  crowded  but  the  food  must 
have  been  better,  being  good  old  Ameri- 
can. American  things  being  kept  up  to  a 
pretty  good  standard. 

Fourteen  days  in  England  and  then 
across  the  Channel,  across  on  a  cattle 
boat.  Rough  weather  and  slept  in  horse 
spatterings  all  the  way,  but  that  didn't 
hurt  anyone  either.  You  will  have  plenty 
of  those  things  to  tell  us  too. 

Arriving  in  France,  the  land  of  sun- 
shine and  MUD,  we  entrained  for  inland 
parts.  Very  well  do  I  remember  the 
freight  cars,  40  hommes  and  8  cheveaux. 
The  first  time  the  train  stopped  at  a  small 
town,  the  boys  all  purchased  a  bottle  of 
Vin  Rouge  or  Vin  Blanc.  Of  course  that 
was  in  order.  I  imagine  the  boys  in  North 
Africa  are  tasting  that  now.  Please  let 
us  know. 

We  then  trained  in  France  for  a  little 
while  and  then  to  the  front.  Trenches, 
mud  and  cooties.  Have  you  fellows  got 
cooties  yet?  or  something  else?  Hey? 

Shell  fire,  machine  gun  fire  and  dog 
fights  in  the  air.  Anti-aircraft  making 
dark  bursts  somewhere  near  their  targets 


kept  us  all  too  inquisitive  according  to 
our  French  officers.  You  boys  will  see 
more  air  activity  by  far  than  we  old- 
timers  did. 

Then  came  Chemindes  Dames — North- 
west of  Toul— Chateau  Thiery  and  then 
a  trip  to  Paris. — 48  Hours — (censored)? 
Oh  you  would  have  done  the  same.  St. 
Mihiel,  Meuse  Argonne  and  then  the  Ar- 
mistice. Was  that  heaven?  You  will  have 
one  some  day. 

We  then  marched  back  from  the  lines 
for  about  twenty  days.  Tired  boys  with 
sore  feet.  Spirits  way  up  though.  Finally 
arriving  at  an  area  where  it  seemed  to  be 
our  jobs  to  get  cleaned  up  for  our  home 
going.  Cootie  inspections  every  day,  pun- 
ishments for  this  and  that,  until  finally 
the  embarkation  area. 

More  inspections,  more  discipline,  more 
threats.  On  board  a  boat  sailing  for  home. 
Arrival  in  Boston  was  certainly  one  great 
thrill  which  I  can  not  put  into  words. 
Boats  came  out  to  meet  us.  Sweethearts, 
Mothers,  Brothers,  Sisters  and  Dads  were 
on  those  boats  to  welcome  us.  The  air  was 
full  of  the  smell  of  chocolate,  popcorn, 
cigarettes  and  everything  you  could  think 
of.  The  soil  of  the  U.  S.  A.  felt  grand  to 
us.  You  have  all  got  this  thrill  coming 
to  you  one  of  these  days. 

Then  camp  and  getting  ready  to  be  dis- 
charged from  the  army. — HOME. 

Back  to  civilian  life  with  a  feeling  of  a 
job  well  done.  How  proud  you  are,  how 
high  you  hold  your  heads.  No  bragging, 
no  boasting,  but  deep  inside  you  a  wonder- 
ful feeling  of  a  job  well  done. 

Now,  Boys,  I  hope  I  haven't  fallen  down 
on  this  job.  It  is  brand  new  to  me.  I  feel 
so  proud  of  you  all,  knowing  that  you  will 
measure  up  to  all  things  American.  From 
your  record  on  Bataan,  Guadalcanal,  New 
Guinea  and  North  Africa  you  have  al- 
ready proved  the  calibre  of  the  American 
Boys. 

Hoping  that  you  will  all  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  as  much  or  more  than  I 
did  and  hoping  that  you  will  come  home 
and  be  proud  so  that  we  can  show  you  how 
proud  we  are  of  you.

Force  ground  crew,  been  in  since  first 
part  of  December  and  spent  a  while  in 
Miami,  Fla.,  and  is  now  attending  Army 
Air  Force  Tech.  Training  School  at  Lam- 
bert Field,  St.  Louis,  Miss.  Danny  says 
I  may  quote  him  in  telling  about  all  the 
beautiful  girls  that  are  in  the  territory.

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  a  great  many 
of  the  boys  who  have  gone  into  the  service 
have  not  been  able  to  get  home  on  fur- 
loughs fcr  various  lengths  of  time  and 
must  wonder  just  what  changes  have  un- 
dergone here  on  the  Home  Front.  I  have 
spoken  with  many  parents  who  have  told 
me  that  they  have  not  seen  their  son  or 
sons  for  periods  of  time  running  up  to  a 
year  and  more  in  some  cases. 

We  at  home  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
receiving  letters  from  the  different  boys 
and  also  reading  various  commentators' 
reports  of  the  many  types  of  experiences 
that  you  boys  undergo  to  adapt  yourselves 
to  your  new  mode  of  living.  It  is  not  un- 
likely that  you  all  have  received  letters 
from  your  families  and  friends  in  which 
they  have  told  incidents  regarding  the 
changes  we  have  had  to  make  in  our  way 
of  living.  However,  this  applies  mainly  to 
you  lads  stationed  far  from  your  home 
town,  when  my  turn  came  around  to  write 
the  editorial,  I  sincerely  felt  that  an  im- 
partial report  on  this  subject  would  be  of 
interest. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the  most 
drastic  change  in  our  way  of  living  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  you  and  you  and  you  are  in 
the  Fighting  Service  of  Uncle  Sam.  There 
are  very  few  families  living  in  this  town 
today  who  have  not  one  or  more  members 
in  the  service.  It  is  somewhat  difficult  to 
say  and  yet  it  is  a  fact  that  there  is  a  con- 
stant ache  in  the  hearts  of  most  of  us.  It 
is  a  hard  thing  to  put  your  finger  on  and 
clearly  describe  and  yet  it  is  clearly  no- 
ticeable, especially  when  the  conversation 
veers  around  to  the  last  letter  received 
from  you  or  you  as  it  invariably  does.  As 
the  time  since  that  last  letter  stretches 
into  weeks  or  longer  it  is  more  and  more 
apparent.  We  have  been  told  time  and 
time  again  to  keep  up  our  flow  of  letters  to 
our  men  in  the  Service  as  a  letter  from 
home  is  better  than  a  tonic  to  most  of  you 
lads.  This  is  an  apparent  truth  that  most 
of  us  recognize  and  several  people  in  this 
town  are  spending  a  lot  of  their  time  in 
writing  letters  to  various  boys  in  the  Serv- 
ice. However,  remember  this  fact,  that 
such  a  program  works  both  ways  and  that 
your  letters  are  looked  forward  to  with 


perhaps  even  more  longing  by  your  fam- 
ilies because  they  date  your  health  and 
wellbeing  by  your  "last  letter  received". 
Make  this  "last  letter"  arrive  as  often  as 
possible. 

The  physical  changes  that  we  have  had 
to  acclimate  ourselves  to  have  not  been  too 
hard  for  most  of  us  to  swallow.  The  short- 
ages and  scarcity  of  the  various  commod- 
ities has  in  a  great  many  cases  been  made 
to  appear  worse  than  it  actually  was.  I 
know  of  no  family  in  this  section  that  at 
any  time  has  not  had  sufficient  to  eat  and 
sufficient  fuel  to  keep  them  warm.  It  is  no 
longer  possible  to  eat  certain  foods  until 
we  have  to  let  our  belts  out  a  few  notches. 
Those  of  us  who  heat  with  oil  could  not 
maintain  a  temperature  of  75  or  80  de- 
grees but  we,  myself  included,  learned  that 
a  suit  of  long  B.V.D.s  is  worth  at  least  10 
degrees  of  heat.  These  changes  in  our  way 
of  living,  as  compared  to  certain  other 
parts  of  this  world  are  so  trivial  that  I 
definitely  feel  that  anyone  who  complains 
cannot  be  fully  aware  of  what  you  boys 
are  fighting  for,  and  what  you  have  given 
up  in  order  that  you  could  fight. 

Every  day  we  read  truisms  and  plati- 
tudes that  have  been  embroidered  and 
paraphrased  until  they  sound  smug  and 
complacent.  However,  deep  in  the  hearts 
of  most  of  us  on  the  Home  Front  is  a  fer- 
vent hope  that  we  be  worth  and  worthy  of, 
the  tremendous  sacrifice  that  you  make 
for  us.

There  are  times  when 
we  have  to  wait  days  for  the  bonds  to  be 
delivered,  so  well  are  the  people  respond- 
ing. 

We  have  our  Civilian  Defense  Organ- 
ization in  first  rate  shape,  and  functioning 
every  day.  Under  its  leadership  are  the 
Block  Leaders.  These  ladies  cover  all 
houses  in  the  town,  gathering  and  formu- 
lating data  required  by  the  Civilian  De- 
fense. They  have  just  recently  completed 
their  survey  of  the  citizens  in  the  matter 
of  Victory  Gardens.  Everyone  was  sur- 
prised at  the  great  number  of  new  farmers 
we  are  going  to  have  this  year.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  that  "fools  rush  in  where  angels 
fear  to  tread"  it's  a  pretty  good  bet  that 
on  the  whole  the  gardens  will  be  a  success 
if  good  intentions  and  the  excellent  guid- 
ance which  will  be  given  by  the  Home  Food 
Production  Committee  have  any  fertiliz- 
ing virtue.

Linwood  News  from  Home 


(By  J.  Harold  Baszner) 

Well,  fellows,  I  promised  to  give  you 
some  little  stories  in  this  issue  and  I'll  try 
to  live  up  to  it. 

Attention,  boys  in  North  Africa:  This 
will  more  than  interest  you  because  it  is  a 
story  concerning  someone  who  lives  there 
now. 

Date— 1918. 

Place — La  Ferte  sous-Jouarre,  on  Border 

of  the  Marne. 
Characters — Mrs.  Suzanne  Rouillon,  43 
Ave  de  La  Marne,  Blida,  Algeria. 
Louis  Laferrierre,  Hill  Street,  Whit- 
insville,  Mass.,  who  is  employed 
on  Packing  Job  for  Whitin  Ma- 
chine Works. 
During  the  year  1918  Mrs.  Suzanne 
Rouillon,  who  at  that  time  in  France,  lived 
on  the  border  of  the  Marne,  befriended 
Louis  Laferriere's  brother  and  Louis 
wanted  to  thank  her  for  it.  He  received  a 
10-day  furlough  and  being  close  to  where 
she  lived  went  to  visit  her  and  thank  her 
for  all  she  did  for  his  brother.  She  lived  on 
a  fine  little  farm,  very  neat  as  all  French 
farms  at  that  time  were,  and  she  was  quite 
pleased  to  have  him  call  and  pay  his  re- 
spects. Then  and  there  started  a  friend- 
ship that  has  lasted  through  the  years. 
At  the  close  of  the  war  Louis  stayed  over 
with  the  Army  of  Occupation,  and  re- 
turned to  this  country  in  1919.  He  wrote 
to  her  and  in  a  short  space  of  time  received 
an  answer.  In  1929  she  married  and 
moved  to  Algeria,  with  her  husband.  She 
wrote  to  Louis  and  gave  her  new  address 
and  hoped  that  he  would  find  time  to  write 
to  her  there.  This  he  did,  for  the  last  let- 
ter he  received  was  in  March,  1943.  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  reading  this  splendid  let- 
ter, and  though  it  was  in  French,  I  man- 
aged to  break  it  down  in  English.  She  said 
that  it  was  such  a  warm  feeling  to  once 
again  see  the  boys  in  U.  S.  Army  uniform 
back  on  French  soil  to  help  them  regain 
their  freedom  and  happiness.  It  reminded 
her  so  much  of  the  last  time,  and  she  is 
very  sure  of  the  results,  which  will  be  Vic- 
tory and  Peace. 

One  of  her  sons  is  a  prisoner  of  the 
Nazis  at  the  present  time  and  she  doesn't 
know  where  he  is  or  anything  about  him, 
just  that  he  is  being  held.  Apparently  she 
isn't  very  far  from  one  of  our  airfields  and 
only  30  miles  from  the  city  of  Algeria 
itself. 

This  message  I'm  sending  is  to  any  of 
you  men  who  read  this:  If  you  are  near 
where  she  lives  and  can  spend  a  few  min- 
utes, or  maybe  in  most  cases,  hours,  would 
you  drop  in  on  her  and  pay  your  respects? 
She'll  more  than  welcome  you,  and  you'll 
make  her  very  happy  and  in  turn  you'll  be 
more  than  repaid.  Tell  her  that  Louis  La- 
ferriere  is  sending  his  regards  through 
you,  and  if  you  want,  bring  this  little  pa- 
per along  and  show  her  the  reason  for 
your  visit.  It  will  more  than  explain  it- 
self and  she'll  be  able  to  tell  you  more  of 
the  story  than  I  have  printed  here.  I'm 
sure  that  it  will  be  most  interesting  and 
you  will  have  formed  a  new  friendship 
that  will  live  forever.  Good  luck.  Here's 
hoping.

I  hope  that  whatever  I've  written  this 
month  has  made  you  all  laugh  a  little,  and 
helped  to  pass  away  some  hours  that 
seemed  hard  to  fill.  My  deepest  apprecia- 
tion to  all  the  men  who  sent  me  their  new 
addresses  and  the  words  of  thanks  for  the 
paper.  Also  to  the  mothers  and  sisters, 
wives  and  sweethearts  who  called  me  up 
or  dropped  a  post  card  with  addresses  of 
men  in  service.  Keep  on  sending  them  to 
me  for  we  want  all  the  boys  to  get  this  pa- 
per. Thanks  a  million. 

So  until  next  month  chums,  Keep  us  all 
informed  of  how  you're  doing,  for  we're 
all  interested.  Believe  it  or  not,  every 
word  from  you  men  helps  keep  morale  up 
at  home,  because  they  have  so  much  faith 
in  all  of  you.  So  what  Kate  Smith  says 
every  day  when  she  finishes  her  broadcast, 
applies  to  you  as  well  as  the  folks  at  home.

Those  of  us  associated  with  this  paper 
consider  ourselves  fortunate  to  be  favored 
by  our  presence  on  the  staff.  I  have  no 
definite  theme,  as  you  will  quickly  notice, 
but  you  men  will  remember  me  as  a  pill 
roller,  and  not  as  a  newspaper  correspond- 
ent. 

Your  little  town  is  still  the  same,  inso- 
far as  material  appearances  are  con- 
cerned. It  has,  however,  changed  consid- 
erable in  its  "Status  Quo".  By  that  I 
mean  the  War  has  made  many  changes  in 
the  individual  and  the  families.  Everyone 
is  overworked,  but  there  is  little  complain- 
ing. Rationing  of  food  and  various  items 
has  made  many  articles  more  plentiful. 
The  children  still  have  ample  ice  cream. 
Candy  and  gum  can  always  be  found  at 
some  store  in  town.  The  only  people  that 
complain  are  those  we  might  consider 
"newly  rich",  and  they  are  a  very  small 
minority.  There  is  no  need  for  any  boy  in 
the  services  to  be  concerned  about  his  folks 
back  home  as  far  as  privations  are  con- 
cerned, because  there  is  plenty  of  every- 
thing here  for  all. 

At  this  writing,  Winston  Churchill  and 
our  President  are  planning  more  action 
against  the  Axis.  This  is  their  third  meet- 
ing, and  as  you  men  will  remember,  the 
first  was  known  as  "The  Atlantic  Char- 
ter"; the  second  was  the  "White  House 
Conference"  at  Casa  Blanca.  It  is  a  sur- 
prising fact  that  out  of  the  Atlantic  Char- 
ter came  a  revelation  to  the  American  peo- 
ple. Both  of  these  famous  men  drafted  the 
four  freedoms.  I,  personally,  believed  that 
the  Atlantic  Charter  couldn't  hold  water, 
because  they  forgot  the  most  important 
freedom  —  the  "Freedom  of  Religion". 
Such  an  oversight  could  raise  havoc  here 
at  home,  not  to  mention  the  effect  on  other 
countries  of  the  world.  I  mention  this  as  a 
warning  to  you  service  men  to  be  always 
vigilant  of  the  cause  that  carries  you  onto 
foreign  soil.  Of  course,  the  error  has  been 
rectified,  and  we,  as  Americans,  can  now 
truthfully  say  "Live  the  American  Way". 
We  Americans  sometimes  believe  our- 
selves to  be  inspirational  for  other  na- 
tions,— if  this  be  true,  we  have  a  lot  of 
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housecleaning  to  do  at  home.  We  cannot 
convert  the  world  to  our  way  of  living  un- 
less we  teach  and  not  force  our  way  into 
their  daily  lives.  We  simply  have  to  prac- 
tice what  we  preach. 

This  present  World  War  has  taught  me 
the  blessing  of  living  in  a  country  so  far 
from  the  turmoil  of  Europe  that  we  cannot 
become  contaminated  with  their  "isms". 
The  Creator  has  placed  distances  too  great 
for  the  hordes  of  mad  men  from  across 
both  oceans  to  reach  us  without  our  know- 
ing it.  Our  war  factories  are  running  day 
and  night  without  being  molested.  Our 
children  are  free  to  play  in  the  way  in 
which  they  have  been  accustomed.  We 
have  and  always  will  have  pacifists,  but 
what  we  need  more  is  the  fist  on  the  end 
of  that  word  pacifist.  In  every  war  there 
are  those  boys  who  are  left  at  home.  I 
mean  boys  who,  through  no  fault  of  their 
own,  are  not  suited  for  service.  Many  of 
them  have  tried  to  enlist  in  the  Red  Cross 
Ambulance  Corps,  only  to  be  turned  down 
for  some  defect.  When  you  men  come 
home  on  leave  and  you  see  some  of  these 
boys,  remember  that  they  are  the  unfor- 
tunate ones  that  had  to  stay  at  home.

When  Captain  Eddie  Rickenbacker 
came  home  after  his  heroic  victory  over 
the  Pacific  ocean,  he  made  the  statement 
that  if  the  soldiers  who  were  suffering 
the  "green  hell"  of  the  South  Pacific  were 
running  the  machines  of  war  production 
at  home  our  output  would  more  than 
double.  No  one  could  deny  the  truth  of 
this  statement  simply  because  it  was  true. 
People  began  to  think  into  this  business 
of  war  and  their  own  relationship  to  it. 

This  was  as  it  should  be  because  no 
nation  can  win  a  war  unless  the  people  be- 
hind the  lines  are  conscious,  at  least  to  a 
small  extent,  of  what  war  means  to  the 
fighting  men  and  the  civilians  at  the  scene 
of  action.  In  addition  to  the  increase 
of  fighting  spirit  among  our  civilians  at 
home  there  was  a  new  feeling  of  coopera- 
tion among  our  officials  in  Washington. 
We  were  a  nation  with  a  healthy  spirit  on 
the  road  to  victory. 

These  conditions  were  what  we  might 
call  perfect  for  a  nation  at  war.  However, 
as  you  well  know,  the  past  few  months 
have  brought  changes.  The  untimely  coal 
strike  and  the  Nazi  inspired  Race  war  in 
Detroit  have  caused  much  bitter  fighting, 
not  against  our  common  enemy  but  among 
ourselves.  These  events  have  detracted 
from  our  war  spirit  have  left  us  wanting. 
Wanting  psychological  lift  back  to  our 
former  spirit.  This  lift  must  come  now. 
We  must  not  let  down  for  a  day  or  for  an 
hour.  Tunis  was  not  the  end  of  the  war. 
It  was  the  beginning  and  there  is  a  long 
hard  road  ahead.  We  at  home  must  realize 
now  as  never  before  that  we  were  a  part 
of  the  victory  in  North  Africa  and  that 
we  also  have  a  major  role  in.  the  struggle 
ahead. 

In  the  major  part  of  this  war  that  lies 
ahead  we  should  again  look  to  the  battle- 
front  for  inspiration.  It  would  be  a  good 
idea  if  each  of  us  would  think  seriously 
for  a  few  moments  each  day  about  what 
our  own  reactions  would  be,  if,  by  some 
means,  we  suddenly  found  ourselves  under 
the  Nazi  heel  in  Greece.  It  is  not  easy  to 
imagine  suffering,  but  if  we  try  we  might 
be  able  to  picture  ourselves  fighting  in 
the  gutters  of  Athens  for  a  scrap  of  bread, 
not  for  ourselves  but  for  our  children.  We 
might  be  able  to  picture  our  wives,  our 
mothers,  our  brothers  or  even  ourselves 
before  a  Nazi  firing  squad  to  satisfy  the 
drunken  whim  of  a  Nazi  officer. 

If  any  of  us  were  one  of  these  starving, 
fear-crazed  Greeks  and  we  were  given  the 
opportunity  to  breathe  fresh  air,  to  eat 
good  food  and  to  work  for  the  destruction 


of  the  brutes  that  murdered  our  family 
and  our  friends,  would  we  complain? 
Would  we  strike?  Would  we  support  a 
black  market?  Would  we  give  open  aid 
to  our  enemies  by  fighting  our  own  coun- 
trymen. No!  We  wouldn't  even  think  of 
it.  We  would  be  so  grateful  for  our  free- 
dom that  it  would  compensate  for  ten 
million  times  the  inconveniences  we  might 
be  caused. 

I  don't  mean  for  one  minute  to  give  you 
the  idea  that  the  home  front  is  going  to 
pieces.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  getting 
stronger  and  stronger.  It  is  only  a  few 
who  spoil  the  good  work  of  the  rest  of  the 
nation.  To  these  people,  you  and  I  and 
the  rest  of  the  nation  must  raise  a  protest- 
ing voice,  not  in  the  ugly  manner  of  De- 
troit's Race  War  but  by  calm  denunciation 
of  all  that  is  unpatriotic  or  unAmerican. 


Bonus  For  Men  Inducted 
During  Past  Year 


(By  "Scoop"  Kennedy) 

In  an  exclusive  interview  with  News 
From  Home  reporters,  Mr.  E.  Kent  Swift, 
president  of  The  Whitin  Machine  Works, 
announced  that  all  men  without  vacation 
privilege  who  have  left  the  Company  to 
enter  the  service  between  June  20,  1942 
and  June  11,  1943  will  receive  a  Vacation 
Bonus  on  the  same  basis  as  if  they  were 
still  on  the  payroll.  Mr.  Swift  stated  that 
he  was  very  happy  that  the  bonus  could 
be  paid  to  these  men  and  promised  that 
checks  would  be  forthcoming  in  the  very 
near  future. 

The  bonus  will  be  paid  on  the  following 
basis : 

1.  A  full  week's  pay  to  those  in  the 
Company's  employ  for  six  months  or 
more  previous  to  induction. 

2.  A  haif  week's  pay  to  those  in  the 
Company's  employ  not  less  than 
three  months  nor  more  than  six  at 
time  of  induction. 

Men  to  whom  a  vacation  allowance  was 
made  at  time  of  induction  will,  of  course, 
not  be  included  in  the  bonus. 

A  similar  bonus  was  paid  a  year  ago  to 
those  entering  the  service  between  Jan- 
uary 1,  1942  and  June  20,  1942.

I  have  a  letter  from  Pryce  Spencer  but 
I  have  seen  him  during  the  past  month, 
so  Mr.  Spencer,  don't  expect  a  letter  un- 
less you  would  like  me  to  give  you  a  few 
pointers  on  handball.  It's  like  this  fel- 
lows, Pryce  came  in  the  gym  one  a.  m.

S.  Coast  Guard  Academy  32-0  last  week. 
Holy  Cross  has  a  freshman  in  the  back- 
field  who  is  really  putting  on  a  show  in 
every  game.  Koslowski  is  the  name  and 
you  will  be  hearing  more  and  more  of  him 
before  the  season  has  folded. 

The  number  one  team  of  the  country  to 
date  is  Notre  Dame  by  virtue  of  their  35- 
12  win  at  the  expense  of  Michigan. 
Eighty-six  of  ninety-nine  experts  ranked 
N.  D.  first  in  an  A.  P.  poll.  None  of  the 
remaining  thirteen  ranked  them  lower 
than  third  place.  Army  was  voted  second 
place  with  Navy  following  in  third.

He  must  have 
plenty  he'd  like  to  say  but  of  course  can't 
because  of  the  censorship.  He  sad  he  had 
some  very  exciting  things  but  they'd  have 
to  wait  until  he  got  back  to  be  able  to  tell 
us  about  some  of  them.  He  had  quite  a 
surprise  out  there.  Who  did  he  run  across 
but  his  cousin  Everett  Forsythe.  He 
claims  it's  a  small  world  and  I  agree  with 
him,  because  so  many  of  the  fellows  over- 
seas have  said  the  same  thing  time  and 
time  again.  There  is  one  paragraph  in 
his  letter  that  gives  a  little  boost  to  our 
Home  Front  morale.  He  said  and  I  quote : 
"I  assure  you  that  everything  will  turn 
out  all  right."  Well  Jimmie  we  are  all 
praying  it  will  and  I  wish  to  assure  you 
out  at  the  fighting  front  that  we  people 
back  home  are  not  going  to  let  down  for 
one  instant.  As  a  matter  of  fact  we  want 
to  double  it  now  that  we  can  see  daylight 
ahead.  We  know  that  if  we  get  the  things 
to  you  that  you  and  all  like  you,  will  take 
care  of  the  situation  very  nicely.  You're 
all  doing  a  splendid  job,  fighting  along 
side  our  Allies  and  where  you're  fighting 
alone.  Write  again  if  you  can  Jimmie  and 
the  gang  wants  to  say  hello  and  good  luck. 

I  had  quite  an  interesting  half  hour 
this  past  month.  It  seems  as  though  Cpl. 
Henry  G.  Houle,  was  on  furlough  visit- 
ing his  folks  and  friends.  Well  this  Sun- 
day morning  my  telephone  rang  and 
Western  Union  wanted  to  know  if  I  could 
reach  him  as  they  had  a  telegram  for  him. 
I  started  looking  for  him  and  I  guess  all 
his  folks  did  too.  One-half  hour  later  he 
drove  into  the  yard  all  aflutter  and  we 
called  the  operator.

This  Boy  Conner  that  ran 
against  Houle  ran  in  the  Marathon  in 
Boston  in  1941.  I  think  this  boy  de- 
served this  victory  for  he  practiced 
for  five  long  weeks  after  his  school- 
ing, with  G.  I.  shoes  that  weigh  about 
8  pounds.  Houle  is  offered  a  tryout 
by  Coach  Jack  Rilley  of  Boston,  who 
incidently  trained  Gill  Dodds.

He  said  Japan  was 
their  destination  and  they  are  getting 
there  slowly  but  surely.  Yes,  Raymond, 
from  all  indications,  that  is  very  true. 
They  seem  to  be  getting  a  little  of  the 
rat  jitters.  Let's  hope  it  gets  them  so 
bad  that  they  can't  even  TALK.  Good 
luck  Ray  and  thanks  for  writing.

Uncle  Sam  didn't  tell  me,  but  I 
thought  that  since  most  of  you  over  there 
might  be  visiting  clubs,  etc.,  in  your  off 
hours,  probably  you  could  inquire  and 
maybe  by  that  way  might  run  across  him 
or  someone  who  knows  where  he  can  be 
found.  It  certainly  would  cheer  him  no 
end  to  see  some  of  you.  So  here's  wishing 
that  you  all  get  a  chance  to  meet  soon.

Well,  Frank,  this  isn't  a  large  news- 
paper syndicate,  but  it  does  reach  a  few 
thousand  of  our  boys,  so  I'm  going  to  say 
here  and  now,  from  the  bottom  of  my 
heart,  and  I'm  sure  I  speak  for  millions 
like  me, —  "General,  Sir,  may  we  extend 
our  sincere  Thanks  and  Congratulations 
to  you  and  all  your  men,  for  one  of  the 
finest,  clean  cut  victories  of  the  present 
war.  Accomplished  under  the  most  try- 
ing of  conditions,,  against  a  numerically 
stronger  enemy,  who  by  now  I'm  sure, 
knows  what  it  means  when  one  says, — A 
United  States  Marine.  Good  luck  and  God 
bless  you  sir." 

We  also  at  this  time  Frank,  extend  to 
you  and  Mildred,  our  sincere  best  wishes 
for  your  happiness  and  success  together 
in  life.  I  want  you  to  know  it  was  a  pleas- 
ure to-  meet  you  both,  and  hope  that  we 
may  meet  again  soon.  The  honor  of  this 
meeting  was  certainly  ours,  and  my  wife 
certainly  agrees  with  me,  so  there  can- 
not be  any  doubt  about  it  Good  luck 
friend. 

Well,  fellows  I  guess  I've  rambled  on 
enough,  and  by  the  time  you  read  this 
you  may  be  saying — "He  should  have 
stopped  long  ago."  But  nevertheless  I've 
got  to  get  my  five  cents  worth  in  here 
somehow.  We  do  hope  you  enjoy  this 
issue,  because  after  all  fellows,  this  is 
your  paper,  and  if  there  is  anything  we 
can  write  about  that  we  haven't,  and  that 
would  be  of  great  interest  to  you,  please 
let  us  know  and  we'll  do  our  best  to  make 
it  as  you  all  want  it  to  be.  You  know  some- 
times we  folks  get  short-sighted,  and  for- 
get that  you  fellows  may  have  something 
which  would  add  a  little  more  interest  to 
this  paper.

Never  have  I  been  associated  with  any 
enterprise  that  was  received  with  more 
thanks  and  appreciation  than  that  shown 
by  the  recipients  of  this  paper.  In  mute 
testimony  of  this  fact  is  the  several  hun- 
dreds of  letters  which  have  been  received 
by  the  committee  collectively. 

In  my  honest  opinion  the  publication  of 
News  from  Home  for  its  thirteenth  con- 
secutive time  is  mainly  due  to  the  efforts 
of  two  people.  We  are  now  sending  out 
almost  two  thousand  copies  to  you  guys 
and  gals  besides  selling  to  the  public  a 
greater  number  each  month.  The  burden 
of  maintaining  the  records  and  especially 
the  addresses  and  changes  of  addresses 
has  come  to  be  a  tremendous  job. 

Without  the  unstinting  work  that  has 
been  done  by  our  Editor-in-Chief,  Law- 
rence (Larry)  Keeler  and  (Miss  Gussie 
Lorenz)  there  is  no  question  but  that  this 
paper  would  have  collapsed  by  its  own 
weight  except  for  these  two,  and  what 
ever  gratitude  you  feel  for  receiving  this 
paper  should  be  tended  99  per  cent  to 
them. 

A  lot  of  water  has  passed  under  the 
bridge  in  the  last  twelve  months,  but 
the  general  outlook  for  the  next  is  far 
brighter.

To  News  from  Home: 

Your  editor  has  asked  me  to  contribute 
to  this  Christmas  issue. 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  needless  for  me 
to  add  that  our  thoughts  and  hopes  are 
with  all  of  you,  who  have  left  Northbridge 
for  service  in  our  armed  forces,  for  an 
early  and  safe  return  home.  Our  hearts 
are  with  you,  and  we  know  that  you  are 
doing  your  job  well  in  whatever  capacity 
you  are  placed.  We  can  report  also  to  you 
that  we  at  home  are  doing  our  part  as 
well. 

I  am  reporting,  particularly,  as  regards 
the  Whitin  Machine  Works.  The  other 
concerns  in  this  community  are  doing 
their  jobs  well  and  are  busy.  Naturally, 
as  a  machine  shop,  we  come  to  the  front 
by  being  able  to  manufacture  war  mate- 
rials. Very  few  Liberty  Ships  sail  with- 
out our  engines;  many  of  the  Bombers 
carry  our  Magnetos;  many  of  the  tor- 
pedoes which  are  launched  from  our  Air- 
craft or  Torpedo  Boats  carry  any  parts 
which  we  manufacture  here;  and  many  of 
the  guns  fired  by  our  fighter  planes  carry 
ammunition  which  was  made  in  Whitins- 
ville.  These  are  only  part  of  our  con- 
tribution to  the  war  effort  but  it  gives 
each  one,  who  works  here  at  the  Whitin 
Machine  Works,  a  thrill  to  think  that 
what  we  are  doing  is  helpful  to  those  who 
are  fighting,  and  we  will  continue  to  carry 
on  as  long  as  these  things  are  needed. 

The  postwar  period,  however,  is  ap- 
proaching and  we  are  making  our  plans 
for  it.  As  I  wrote  in  a  recent  letter  to 
each  one  of  you  who  have  left  the  Whitin 
Machine  Works  for  the  armed  forces,  we 
are  looking  forward  to  welcoming  you 
back  home  after  the  war,  and  we  expect 
to  have  a  job  for  everyone  of  you.  This 
answers,  I  believe,  the  thought  in  the 
minds  of  so  many  who  have  left  as  to  what 
they  will  do  after  the  war.  What  you 
will  do  and  what  we  will  do,  I  believe,  is 
to  carry  on  as  we  did  before — at  least,  this 


is  home  and  there  is  a  welcome  awaiting 
you  here. 

The  Whitin  Machine  Works  expects  to 
be  very  busy  and  has  a  great  many  post- 
war orders  on  its  books.  It  is  making 
plans  to  greatly  expand  its  output — to  the 
extent  that  it  will  largely  take  care  of 
those  who  have  served  with  us  during  this 
difficult  period,  and  also  those  who  come 
back  to  us.  Undoubtedly  there  will  be 
some  changes  in  personnel,  as  many  of 
the  delightful  young  ladies  now  working 
in  the  Magneto  Department  will  probably 
not  wish  to  pour  iron  in  the  Foundry,  but 
we  hope  to  fit  in  many,  if  not  all  of  them, 
in  one  way  or  another  as  far  as  possible. 

We  are  in  changing  times  and  in  chang- 
ing conditions,  but  in  all  your  travels  it 
may  be  a  happy  thought  to  you  to  come 
back  to  this  quiet  community  where  you 
will  find  us  more  or  less  just  the  same  as 
when  you  left  us — busy,  industrious  and 
happy  in  our  work  here.  Fathers  and 
Mothers  will  welcome  sons  and  daughters; 
men,  their  friends;  and  the  ladies,  their 
sweethearts,  when  you  return.  We,  at 
the  shop,  will  be  glad  to  get  you  back. 

With  all  good  wishes  and  high  hopes  in

Every  man  who  is  in  uniform  has  one 
thought  uppermost  in  his  mind — to  return 
home,  land  a  decent  job  and  earn  enough 
money  to  get  some  enjoyment  out  of  life. 

Have  you  asked  yourself,  "Is  that 
enough?"  Aren't  there  other  things  just 
as  important?  What  about  a  world-wide 
peace  that  will  last  this  time?  If  we  don't 
make  such  a  peace  after  this  war  what's 
the  good  of  trying  to  make  a  living,  raise 
a  family,  save  some  dough  for  an  easy 
old  age  when  all  your  efforts  may  be 
brushed  aside  overnight  in  another  world 
conflagration?  You  have  all  seen  enough 
of  war  now,  whether  in  action  or  even  if 
you  have  not  completed  basic  training, 
to  know  that  it  is  no  joke  and  that  you 
have  had  to  change  your  whole  pattern 
of  thought  and  living.  A  generation  from 
now  do  you  want  your  children  to  repeat 
your  experiences? 

You  all  want  employment.  What  makes 
employment?  It  is  the  old  law  of  supply 
and  demand.  But  if  a  worker  doesn't 
make  enough  to  more  than  exist  he  is  in 
no  position  to  buy  extra  goods  and  the 
demand  goes  into  a  decline,  the  manu- 
facture of  goods  slides  down  the  produc- 
tion scale,  workers  are  not  needed  and 
then  in  steps  government  aid  which  at 
best  is  artificial  aid.  At  this  moment  there 
is  talk  of  a  twenty-hour  week.  The  idea 
is  to  my  mind,  advanced  as  a  means  of 
warding  off  unemployment  at  the  cessa- 
tion of  hostilities  when  the  production  of 
war  goods  comes  to  a  standstill.  Isn't  it 
looking  through  the  wrong  end  of  the 
field  glasses?  A  twenty  hour  week  would 
cut  salaries,  giving  you  that  much  less 
to  spend,  therefore  that  much  less  to  pro- 
duce, that  much  less  to  buy.  Then  you 
have  a  first  class  depression  on  your 
hands. 

A  great  number  of  you  men  have  been 
all  over  the  globe,  have  seen  people  like 
characters  out  of  a  book,  have  eaten 
strange  foods,  and  heard  still  stranger 
tongues.  No  where  have  you  seen  people 
with  a  standard  of  living  remotely  ap- 
proaching life  as  you  knew  it  in  these 
United  States.  What  are  we  as  a  highly 
civilized  nation  going  to  do  about  them? 
Don't  think  I  am  tub-thumping  for  a 
munificent  Uncle  Sam  to  descend  on  the 
poor  unenlightened  peoples  of  this  earth 
with  all  manner  of  modern  inventions. 
Far  from  it.  But  you  fellows  have 
started  a  longing  for  a  better  life  among 
these  people.  They  have  seen  you  denude 


market  places  of  souvenirs  regardless  of 
price,  they  have  witnessed,  in  many  cases, 
their  first  automobile,  electric  light,  tele- 
phone, and  radio.  You  have  upset  their 
old  values  with  your  apparently  unend- 
ing source  of  money,  the  speed  by  which 
you  jump  from  one  distant  place  to  an- 
other. When  you  leave  do  you  suppose 
that  most  of  these  people  will  be  satisfied 
to  go  back  to  back  breaking  labor  which 
takes  days  when  a  machine  you  now  use 
will  do  it  in  a  matter  of  minutes?  Your 
bulldozers,  road  scrapers,  harbor  dredges 
and  a  hundred  and  one  other  implements 
which  you  have  always  taken  for  granted? 

By  now  you  are  wondering,  "What  have 
I  got  to  do  with  the  peace  conference?  I 
won't  be  at  the  peace  table.  What  if  I 
don't  work  a  full  week  and  can  only  afford 
a  jalopy  and  a  week  off  once  a  year?  What 
can  I  do  about  the  economic  conditions  of 
the  rest  of  the  world?"  I  am  here  to  tell 
you,  Mac,  that  you  can  do  plenty,  starting 
right  now.  Do  you  realize  that  as  an  or- 
ganized body  you  service  men  constitute 
the  largest  such  group  in  the  history  of 
the  country?  Theoretically,  therefore, 
you  are  the  most  powerful  and  which  ever 
way  you  are  influenced  so  will  the  policies 
of  America  be  influenced.  Some  of  you 
have  a  few  ideas  on  what  should  be  done 
to  assure  a  peaceful  world,  and  certainly 
you  have  heard  voiced,  opinions  by  others 
from  various  portions  of  the  globe.

If  worse 
comes  to  worse  and  we  have  a  problem 
confronting  the  country  as  there  was 
twelve  years  ago  what  can  you  or  I  do 
about  it?  Well,  if  I  knew  the  answer 
when  it  was  needed  I  wouldn't  be  here 


and  neither  would  you.  The  point  is  that 
if  an  emergency  arises  numerous  indi- 
viduals in  influential  positions  will  get 
up  and  propound  their  isms  and  knowing 
you,  as  a  group,  will  be  the  ones  to  decide, 
will  try  to  make  you  see  their  way  no 
matter  how  crackpot  it  may  be.  It  may  be 
early  to  think  about  such  things  and  then 
again  it  is  never  too  early.  It  will  never 
harm  your  mental  procession  to  get  the 
other  fellows'  thoughts. 

Once  your  life  was  bounded  by  Whitins- 
ville,  with  scattered  friends  in  Boston, 
Worcester,  and  a  few  other  cities.  Now 
you  are  truly  cosmopolitan  with  friends 
all  over  the  world.  You  know  how  other 
people  live,  what  they  think,  what  they 
want,  and  what  their  feelings  are  toward 
our  country.  You  realize  that  they  want 
to  live  like  we  do  and  have  all  the  modern 
conveniences  of  light  and  power,  the  mir- 
acles of  modern  medicine,  the  speed  of 
transportation  to  name  a  few.  You  know 
they  won't  be  satisfied  until  they  enjoy  all 
these.  How  are  we,  as  the  richest  and 
most  highly  industrialized  nation  of  the 
world  going  to  help  them  attain  all  that? 
Raising  the  economic  level  of  other  coun- 
tries will  mean  a  market  for  consumer 
goods,  will  increase  international  finance 
and  alleviate  unemployment  to  say  noth- 
ing of  helping  to  cement  peaceful  rela- 
tions. How  is  it  going  to  be  done?  Well,

Capt.  Ernie  Caverley  of  R.  L,  hung  up 
a  total  of  534  points  this  year  to  better  the 
former  national  scoring  mark  by  19  points 
made  by  Senesky,  of  St.  Joseph's  College, 
last  year.  Caverley  played  in  only  twenty 
games  while  Senesky  scored  his  total  in 
twenty-eight. 


Track  this  month  was  dominated  by  Gil 
Dodds  who  has  been  trying  desperately  to 
break  the  indoor  mile  record.  He  ran  a 
4 : 09.5  mile  in  the  Boston  A.  A.  meet,  which 
set  a  record  for  the  Boston  meet.  Though 
Dodds  was  off  the  world's  record  by  a 
couple  of  seconds  he  was,  nevertheless, 
voted  the  outstanding  star  at  the  meet  and 
was  awarded  the  Hallahan  Trophy.  A 
week  later  he  competed  in  the  New  York 
A.  C.  meet  and  ran  a  4:07.4.  Dodds  has 
done  4:06.1  behind  Hagg  but  not  indoors. 
Following  the  meet  in  New  York,  Dodds 
was  awarded  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union's  Sullivan  trophy  as  the  amateur 
athlete  who  did  the  most  to  advance  the 
cause  of  sportsmanship  in  1943. 

Did  I  tell  you  before  that  Casey  Stengel 
has  resigned  as  manager  of  the  Braves? 
If  not  you  know  it  now  and  Bob  Coleman, 
a  veteran  minor  league  catcher  and  a 
member  of  the  Braves'  organization  for 
seven  years,  has  signed  a  one  year  con- 
tract. Remember  way  back  when  Boston 
had  a  team  called  the  Bees?  Another 
major  league  team  has  decided  to  change 
its  monicker  and  from  now  on  the  Phils 
will  be  known  as  the  Blue  Jays.  I  wonder 
if  that  will  make  them  a  horse  of  another 
color? 

The  American  League  schedule  is  out 
and  will  open  April  18th  and  close  Sept. 
30th.  A  record  number  of  night  games 
will  be  played  this  season — 106  as  against 
only  77  last  year. 

There  have  been  rumors  in  the  papers 
lately  that  Glenn  Martin,  the  plane 
builder,  has  been  bidding  for  the  Cleve- 
land Indians.  Martin  denied  the  story  but 
you  never  know.  Another  rumor  had  it 
that  Pepper  Martin  was  going  to  handle 
a  radio  announcer's  post  in  St.  Louis  but 
the  "Wild  Horse  of  the  Osage"  says  he  is 
going  to  put  on  a  Card  uniform  after  be- 
ing out  of  the  game  for  three  years. 
Martin  is  forty  years  old  but  will  undoubt- 
edly be  a  valuable  man  this  year  with  so 
many  regulars  in  the  service.  Even 
Durocher  may  be  in  the  game  again  if 
Branch  Rickey  has  his  way.  Jimmy  Foxx 
is  thinking  of  coming  back,  too.  The  na- 
tional sport  is  hit  as  hard  as  any  when  it 
comes  to  manpower  shortages.  Landis 
issued  a  statement  just  the  other  day  say- 
ing that  no  major  league  would  seek 
favors  for  draft  eligible  men.  In  fact, 
the  A.  L.  has  196  players  in  the  armed 
forces.  The  Athletics  and  Detroit  each 
list  33  men  in  service,  Chicago  has  26; 
Washington,  25;  Cleveland,  23;  St.  Louis, 
20;  and  Boston  and  New  York,  18. 

I  wrote  last  time  that  Carpenter,  new 
owner  of  the  Phils  suggested  that  the 
major  leagues  sponsor  pro  football  and 
that  he  met  with  a  very  cold  reception. 
Now  the  American  Association,  one  of 
the  country's  most  prosperous  double-A 
minor  baseball  leagues,  has  almost  com- 
mitted itself  to  use  its  ball  parks  for  pro 
football  this  coming  fall.  If  a  football 
league  is  organized  and  is  successful 
probably  the  major  league  owners  will 
follow  suit  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  hope  this  puts  the  finish  on  last  year's 
sports  achievements.  Sammy  Baugh  has 
been  officially  voted  the  national  '43  pass- 
ing champ.  Baugh  completed  .577  per 
cent  of  his  passes  which  is  a  new  league 
record.  Sid  Luckman,  runner-up,  gained 
2194  yards  through  the  air  and  pitched 
28  touchdowns  to  set  all-time  records.  Ron- 
nie Cahill  gained  fourth  place  by  complet- 
ing 50  out  of  109. 

Old  Two-Ton  Galento  didn't  make  the 
weight  so  he  is  on  limited  service.  He  only 


weighs  261 — he  looked  like  some  of  the 
pigs  Gussie  and  Lawrence  raised  last  year. 
I  guess  at  that  the  pigs  could  do  more  harm 
to  "dem  Axis  bums"  dan  da  "Orange  night- 
stick" claimed  he  could.  Joe  Louis  is  go- 
ing overseas,  according  to  a  recent  Army 
announcement,  to  give  some  of  you  fellows 
a  chance  to  see  how  it  is  done.  Freddie 
Mills,  light  heavyweight  champ  of  the 
British  Empire,  has  been  asking  to  get 
his  block  knocked  off  and  there  is  a  pos- 
sibility that  Mike  Jacobs  can  accommo- 
date him  this  June.

The  Objectives  of  this  War!

Whenever  a  nation  becomes  engaged  in 
war,  it  becomes  necessary  for  that  nation 
to  set  forth  a  statement  of  principle  or 
in  other  words,  a  national  creed. 

This  national  creed  must  protect  itself 
from  external  attack  and  internal  dis- 
sention.  In  order  to  so  fortify  itself  it 
encompasses  the  broad  interests  of  all  to 
prevent  dissention.  It  makes  its  appeal 
on  a  moral  basis  to  the  accusing  presence 
of  mankind  to  prevent  external  attack. 
The  national  creed,  of  course,  must  be 
true  for  deception  would  not  only  fail  to 
secure  the  approval  of  those  neutral 
states  whose  approval  we  seek,  but  it 
could  not  sustain  the  nation  itself  over  a 
a  long  term  of  war. 

Incorporated  in  the  creed  are  the  ob- 
jectives for  which  we  fight.  It  is  easy  to 
lose  sight  of  these  objectives  and  when 
we  do  we  become  critical,  opinionated  and 


generally  dissatisfied  with  the  restrictions 
we  must  suffer.  It  takes  courage  to  keep 
these  objectives  in  mind  and  to  carry  on 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  bring  about  their 
successful  accomplishment.  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  in  the  civilian  field. 

The  objectives  themselves  in  a  broad 
sense  are  expressed  admirably  in  the  At- 
lantic Charter.  It  is  evident  that  these 
objectives  cannot  be  obtained  without 
unanimous  support  of  all  our  peoples.  We 
do  have  the  support  of  those  of  you  in 
the  armed  forces  and  it  is  upon  you  that 
the  responsibility  for  demanding  that 
these  things  be  set  in  motion  with  the 
least  possible  delay  when  this  war  is  over. 

The  final  victory  will  come,  not  when 
we  have  conquered  our  enemies  but  when 
we  have  established  the  principles  for 
which  you  have  so  valiently  fought.

News  from  England 


An  interesting  letter  was  received  by 
News  from  Home  from  Arthur  G.  Clark. 
The  letter  was  sent  to  him  by  Pvt.  A.  F. 
Michalik  from  somewhere  in  England. 
It  seems  Pvt.  Michalik  overheard  an  Eng- 
lishman saying  something  about  Hope- 
dale,  Whitinsville  and  Worcester  County. 
He  of  course  became  very  interested  in 
the  conversation  and  introduced  himself 
and  thus  the  following  story :  Ted  Lippett 
was  the  name  of  the  Englishman. 

To  begin  with  Ted  Lippett  told  of  a  man 
by  the  name  of  Whittall  who  left  England 
with  a  pair  of  scissors  and  went  to 
Worcester,  Mass.  There  he  started  a  Rug 
Factory.  This  was  back  in  1860  and  to 
make  a  long  story  short  he  became  very 
successful.  The  factory  is  now  one  of 
the  largest  of  its  kind  in  America.  After 
his  death  his  son  took  over  the  business 
and  in  1927  young  Mr.  Whitall  got  a 
Soccer  team  together  which  went  to  Eng- 
land to  play  the  Worcestershire  teams 
and  in  return  that  team  came  to  America 
to  play  Norton  Abrasives,  Whittalls, 
Hopedale,  Whitinsville,  etc. 

The  English  team  beat  all  its  opponents 
but  Whitinsville.  This  was  on  Saturday, 
September  27,  1930.  The  Worcestershire 
Sports  Fellowship  team  of  England  ar- 
rived that  Saturday  morning  and  were 
welcomed  by  Mr.  E.  Kent  Swift  and  the 
town  officials  on  the  Gym  grounds.  After 


speechmaking  was  over  the  team  was 
taken  for  an  automobile  tour  of  the  sur- 
rounding countryside,  up  through  Man- 
chaug  and  to  East  Douglas  where  Mr. 
Schuster  took  them  on  a  trip  through  the 
mill  and  served  them  refreshments.  From 
there  the  team  was  taken  to  the  Whitins- 
ville Golf  Club,  through  North  Uxbridge 
to  the  Riverdale  Paper  Mill  where  they 
had  a  chance  to  see  how  paper  was  coated. 
From  there  they  went  to  Rockdale  where 
they  were  met  by  Mr.  Paul  Whitin.  Re- 
freshments were  served  and  the  team  was 
conducted  on  a  tour  of  the  Rockdale  Mills. 
After  a  short  rest  the  team  resumed  its 
journey  where  they  visited  the  residences 
of  Mr.  Swift,  the  Keeler's,  Lasell's  and 
Whitin's,  after  which  a  fine  lunch  was 
served  in  the  "Bowling  Alley"  on  the 
Whitin  Estate  at  noon.  When  game  time 
approached  the  teams  dressed  at  the  Gym 
and  were  taken  to  Linwood  Avenue 
grounds  by  automobile.  There  they  were 
met  by  a  tremendous  crowd  who  had  as- 
sembled to  see  them  play. 

The  game  was  an  exciting  see-saw  bat- 
tle and  it  was  late  in  the  second  half  when 
Whitinsville  kicked  in  the  winning  goal 
and  it  wasn't  until  the  final  whistle  had 
blown  that  you  could  relax  and  be  happy 
about  the  whole  thing.

The  baseball  situation  is  still  in  a  fog 
but  there  will  be  major  league  games 
though  the  playing  will  not  be  anything 
extra.  Everyone  thought  basketball  and 
hockey  would  be  a  box  office  flop  this  win- 
ter because  of  the  poorer  calibre  of  play- 
ers but  in  every  city  people  continued  to 
crowd  the  games.  The  same  will  be  true 
of  baseball.  A  lot  of  people  go  to  a  ball 
game  only  for  the  fun  of  hollering  at  the 
umps  and  eating  dogs  and  tonic  anway. 
'Til  the  leagues  open  up  there  isn't  much 
to  say  regarding  baseball.  The  Yanks 
are  hard  hit  and  lately  have  announced 
that  Crosetti  and  Bonham  have  passed 
their  induction  exams.  Gordon  is  another 
man  due  to  enter  the  service  also.  Dickey 
has  already  been  sworn  in  and  assigned 
to  the  Navy.  Connie  Mack  is  one  manager 
who  is  very  optimistic  and  says  if  he  can 
keep  what  he's  got  he  expects  to  have  a 
pennant  winning  club.  A  week  or  so  ago 
Mack  created  a  furore  when  he  announced 
his  intention  of  using  Hal  Wagner  as  a 
"part-time"  player.  Wagner  is  employed 
in  a  war  plant  and  expects  to  play  when 
he  can.  Ed  Barrow  is  dead  against  such 
action  but  other  managers  feel  it  would 
improve  the  game  if  "week-end"  players 
were  used.  So  much  for  baseball  this  time 
except  to  tell  you  that  there  are  now  400 
big  leaguers  in  the  armed  services  and 
with  all  that  crowd  some  outfits  must  have 
pretty  good  ball  clubs  entered  in  various 
service  leagues. 

Dartmouth  proved  it  was  one  of  the 
best  teams  in  the  country  by  defeating 
Ohio  State,  60-53  in  the  finals  of  the  Na- 
tional Colegiate  A.  A.  Eastern  section 
tournament. 

A  few  days  later  the  Indians  bowed  to 
Utah,  42-40  in  an  overtime  game  for  the 
National  Colegiate  A.  A.  title.  Utah  lost 
the  first  round  of  the  National  Invitation 
tourney  ten  days  before.  St.  John's  of 
Brooklyn  won  this  tournament  by  upset- 
ting DePaul  47-39  before  18,374  fans;  the 
largest  crowd  of  the  season  at  Madison 
Square  Garden. 

This  year  most  every  team  had  at  least 
one  and  sometimes  a  whole  squad  of  six- 
and-a-half  to  seven-foot  players.  A  lot 
of  squawking  resulted  from  these  sky- 
scrapers knocking  almost  certain  baskets 
out  of  the  hoops.  The  rules  committee  at 
their  latest  meeting  made  a  ruling  which 
ought  to  do  away  with  this.  A  defensive 
player  is  forbidden  from  touching  the  ball 
in  its  downward  flight.  The  penalty  is  the 
award  of  a  field  goal.  Another  rule  is 
the  increasing  of  five  personal  fouls  from 
four  before  a  player  is  banished.  Players 
will  also  be  allowed  to  reenter  games  an 
unlimited  number  of  times  and  a  referee 


may  now  suspend  play  at  any  time  for  an 
injured  player. 

March  seemed  to  be  a  swimming  month 
and  Alan  Ford  of  Yale  copped  most  of 
the  headlines,  breaking  records  left  and 
right.  His  most  notable  achievement  was 
the  lowering  of  the  hundred  yard  free- 
style 12  year  record  held  by  Johnny 
Weismuller.  Ford's  time  of  49.7  seconds 
is  comparable  to  a  runner  doing  a  four 
minute  mile.  How  would  you  like  to  take 
Ford  on  for  a  fifty,  Eddie  Leech?  Me 
either.  Ford  also  captured  the  fifty  yard 
free  style  and  150  yard  backstroke  to  be- 
come the  first  A.A.U.  triple  winner  since 
1936  when  Jack  Medica  turned  the  trick. 
Adolph  Kiefer  of  Bainbridge  Naval  Trg. 
Station  smashed  his  own  300  yard  medley 
in  the  National  A.  A.  U.  meet  by  almost 
five  seconds,  time  3 : 23.9.  In  the  same  meet 
Bill  Smith  of  Great  Lakes  Trg.  Station 
shattered  the  AAU  220  yard  freestyle 
with  a  2.08.  Our  friend  Ford  held  the 
record  in  1942  with  a  2:09.3  mark. 

Gil  Dodds  has  finally  done  it — twice  in 
fact.  Dodds  broke  the  mile  record  run- 
ning in  the  K.  of  C.  games  in  New  York 
doing  a  4:07.3.  A  week  later  running  in 
the  Chicago  Relays  he  posted  a  4:06.4  in 
winning  his  seventh  consecutive  race  of 
the  year.  Following  this  performance 
Dodds  tried  for  the  two-mile  record  the 
next  week  in  the  Cleveland  K.  of  C.  games 
but  failed  to  break  8:51  set  by  Rice  last 
year  in  the  same  meet,  turning  in  a  9 : 05.3. 
These  performances  gave  Dodds  the  N.  Y. 
C.  Track  Writers'  Association  vote  as  be- 
ing the  outstanding  athlete  of  the  present 
indoor  season. 

This  is  a  fine  time  of  year  for  football 
news  but  I  have  a  little  dope  gleaned  from 
the  papers.  Paul  Brown,  Ohio  State  coach 
has  been  inducted  into  the  Navy.  Remem- 
ber Brown  was  the  high  school  coach  who 
jumped  from  high  school  coaching  into 
big  time  in  one  hop?  Frankie  Sinkwich, 
former  U.  of  Georgia  AU-American  half- 
back, and  Detroit  Lions  pro  star,  has  en- 
rolled in  the  Maritime  Service.  Sinkwich 
was  given  a  medical  discharge  from  the 
Marine  Corps  last  summer.  This  may  be 
old  stuff  to  some  of  you,  especially  you 
who  are  in  England,  but  anyway,  the 
U.  S.  Army  Infantry  Division  Blues  de- 
feated the  Canadian  Mustangs  in  a 
"Coffee  Bowl"  football  game  in  London, 
18-0.  The  write-up  said  50,000  people  saw 
the  game.  Anyone  from  here  see  it? 

A  movement  is  underway  to  promote  a 
transcontinental  pro  football  league  with 
at  least  ten  cities  participating.  Plans 
call  for  two  games  a  week — one  away  and 
one  at  home,  each  team  playing  the  others 
twice  in  the  season.  A  meeting  was  sup- 
posed to  have  been  held  this  week-end  but 
I  haven't  seen  anything  in  the  papers  of 
the  outcome.  May  have  the  lowdown  in  the 
next  issue. 

Navy  boxers  won  six  of  eight  N.  E.  A. 
A.  U.  titles  last  month  in  a  meet  held  in 
the  Boston  Arena.  "Sparky"  Duquette 
lost  out  in  his  finals  but  will  serve  as  al- 
ternate when  the  Nationals  are  held  in  the 
Boston  Garden  April  10th  and  11th.  Du- 
quette's team.  Quonset  Point,  won  the 
George  V.  Brown  Trophy  previously 
awarded  to  the  best  individual  but  which 
was  given  as  a  team  award  this  year. 

Odds  and  Ends:  Beau  Jack,  former  N. 
Y.  lightweight  champion  and  Al  "Bum- 


my"  Davis  gave  $9,071  to  the  Red  Cross 
following  their  ten  round  fight  the  other 
night.  Bowlers  from  all  over  the  country 
have  donated  $105,000  to  the  services. 
$50,000  of  this  is  earmarked  for  sporting 
equipment  which  some  of  you  athletes  may 
be  using  shortly.  Clayton  Farrar,  U.  S. 
Coast  Guard,  New  London,  beat  Johnny 
Kelly  in  the  13th  annual  road  race  spon- 
sored by  North  Medford.  Kelly  is  the 
present  record  holder  and  former  six 
times  winner  of  the  race.  Herbie  Cain, 
Boston,  holds  the  new  National  Hockey 
League  scoring  record  with  82  points 
garnered  this  season — nine  above  the  for- 
mer record.  Montreal  is  a  cinch  to  win 
the  Stanley  Cup.  Maybe  they  already 
have.  I  don't  follow  the  hockey  news  very 
diligently  and  for  all  I  know  the  play-offs 
may  have  been  held  and  the  sticks  put  up 
in  mothballs  for  the  season.  Have  to  check 
on  that.  "Living  memorials"  in  the  form 
of  community  sports  centers  has  been 
proposed  by  the  National  Committee  on 
Physical  Fitness.  The  chairman  of  the 
committee  to  promote  the  idea  said  "the 
American  people  can  pay  no  higher  trib- 
ute to  the  American  athlete  in  uniform 
than  to  build  shrines  to  his  memory."  The 
memorials  could  be  in  the  form  of  swim- 
ming pools,  stadiums,  tennis  courts,  base- 
ball diamonds,  etc.  A  sports  center  of  the 
type  contemplated  is  being  developed  now 
in  South  Carolina  with  21  acres  being 
given  over  to  a  swimming  pool,  baseball 
diamonds  and  other  facilities. 

I  think  the  idea  has  a  lot  of  merit  and 
hope  the  proposal  will  be  vigorously 

pushed. 

If  Sam  Currie  hasn't  forgotten  men- 
tioning going  down  to  Boston  to  see  the 
"opener"  I'll  give  you  the  outlook  on 
Boston's  chances  of  being  a  participant 
on  the  '44  series.  Fat  chance.

to  help  stabilize  the  world  of  tomorrow 
so  that  such  a  thing  as  war  may  never 
come  to  pass  again. 

Not  only  are  developments  being  made 
for  our  children  here  on  Main  Street  now, 
but  they  will  be  ready  for  your  return. 
We  hope  we  have  not  remembered  too  late 
—  at  least  we  are  attempting  to  justify 
our  efforts  in  the  light  of  a  true  democracy 
and  freedom  for  all  mankind.

Hiyah  Boys: 

Well,  it's  a  beautiful  day  for  a  change 
and  I  would  jump  at  the  chance  to  be  sit- 
ting in  any  old  tier  of  bleachers  and 
watching  a  ball  game.  208,943  people  did 
just  that  yesterday  and  believe  me  58,000 
fans  saw  a  real  dilly  of  a  game.  When  I 
saw  the  headlines  this  a.m.,  I  first  thought 
that  the  pro  football  teams  were  indulg- 
ing in  a  spring  football  game  and  I  won- 
dered how  I  missed  the  pre-game  pub- 
licity. "Giants  Rout  Dodgers,  26-8."  That's 
a  baseball  score  and  that's  Brooklyn  for 
you.

I  picked  wrong 
last  year  so  I'm  keeping  my  trap  shut  'til 
the  middle  of  September. 

Last  week,  Jim  Tobin  came  within  two 
men  of  pitching  a  perfect  game  for  the 
Braves  at  the  expense  of  Brooklyn.  Tobin 
pitched  the  first  no-hit,  no-run  game  for 
the  Braves  since  Tom  Hughes  turned  the 
trick  back  in  1916.  Just  to  make  it  a  big 
day  he  came  through  with  a  homer  in 
the  8th.  This  game  marked  the  third  star 
performance  for  Tobin.  His  first  game 
he  held  the  Giants  to  three  hits  and  his 
second  time  on  the  mound  he  let  the  Phil- 
lies down  with  one  hit. 

Most  of  the  managers  and  a  lot  of  the 
sports  editors  had  the  crying  towel  out 
all  spring  bemoaning  the  future  of  base- 
ball and  the  prospects  of  a  low  brand  of 
ball  this  season  but  so  far  it  seems  they 
were  unduly  pessimistic.  The  games  are 
close  and  usually  marked  by  pitching 
duels.  Durocher  has  been  banished  from  a 
game,  Medwick  has  been  hit  in  the  head 
with  a  pop  bottle  and  the  turnstiles  are 
clicking  merrily.  What  more  do  you  want? 
It  looks  like  a  big  year. 

Football  is  with  us  again.  Looks  like 
an  all  year-round  sport  to  me.  Kate 
Smith's  manager,  Ted  Collins,  has  pur- 
chased the  Boston  franchise  and  will  try 
to  promote  a  pro  team  this  fall.  Being 
the  youngest  team  in  the  league  the  Yanks 
got  first  call  in  the  football  draft  and 
naturally  Collins  took  Bertelli,  whom  you 
remember  was  THE  Notre  Dame  team 
last  year.  Bertelli  won't  be  available  un- 


til after  the  war  as  he  is  in  the  service. 
Herb  Kopf  has  been  named  coach  for  the 
duration  after  which  Jim  Crowley  will 
take  over.  Kopf  was  a  former  coach  at 
Manhattan,  Georgetown  and  Columbia. 
The  pro  league  owners  have  voted  against 
expanding  and  have  turned  down  bids 
for  franchies  to  have  been  in  Frisco,  Los 
Angeles,  Buffalo  and  Baltimore.  For  the 
duration  the  league  will  function  with  11 
teams.  The  league  also  voted  two  major 
rule  changes;  legalizing  the  coaching 
from  the  bench  as  an  experiment  for  a 
year,  and  providing  a  five  yard  penalty 
and  another  kick  if  a  team  fails  to  kick 
the  ball  ten  yards  or  if  the  ball  goes  out 
of  bounds  on  the  kick-off.  There's  been  a 
lot  of  hollering  about  the  kick-off  as  used 
last  year,  particularly  as  it  slowed  the 
game,  took  away  a  lot  of  spectator  inter- 
est and  usually  spoiled  an  otherwse  per- 
fectly fine  football  game.  Lou  Little  is 
very  disturbed  about  the  future  of  col- 
legiate football  because  of  the  changes 
made  in  the  past  few  years  in  the  pro 
game.  Little  fears  that  if  the  colleges 
don't  adopt  some  of  the  pro  rules  and 
make  a  faster  more  open  game  of  foot- 
ball that  the  crowds  will  stay  away  in 
flocks  on  Saturday  afternoons  and  fight 
their  way  in  to  see  the  pros  go  at  it  on 
Sundays. 

Frank  Leahy,  Notre  Dame  coach,  has 
been  commissioned  a  lieutenant  in  the 
Navy  and  will  turn  over  his  duties  to  Ed 
McKeever  who  served  as  his  assistant  at 
B.C.  and  Notre  Dame.  Carroll  Widdoes, 
who  three  years  ago  was  an  assistant 
high  school  coach  will  take  over  Ohio 
State  University,  while  Paul  Brown 
serves  in  the  Navy  also.  B.C.  has  started 
spring  practice  as  has  Holy  Cross.  Spring 
practice  won't  amount  to  much  this  year 
as  most  colleges  don't  know  who  will  be 
around  and  who  will  be  shipped  out  to 
various  arms  of  the  service. 

Odds  and  Ends:  Ted  Williams,  former 
Red  Sox  star,  is  getting  his  Navy  wings 
this  week.  Gunder  Hagg  is  taking  the  big 
step,  if  he  returns  to  this  country  this 
summer,  marrying  a  girl  in  California. 
If  Hagg  can't  come  here  Dodds  will  try 
to  make  a  trip  to  Sweden  for  a  series  of 
races.  Jack  Dempsey  urges  a  compulsory 
physical  fitness  program  in  all  schools 
and  colleges.  He  says  that  90  per  cent  of 
the  youths  can't  climb  a  rope.  We  have  a 
rope  in  the  gym  and  after  seeing  attempts 
at  it  I  think  he  is  being  conservative.  The 
wrestling  promotors  have  come  out  with 
a  round  ring  which  in  experiment  has 
proved  very  popular.  Ought  to  come  in 
handy  for  a  boxer  who  wants  to  hop  on 
his  bicycle.

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Prisoners  of  War

Acknowledging  Letters 
from  the  Boys 


It  is  not  my  intention  to  dwell  upon 
the  futility  of  war,  but  rather  on  the 
facts  concerning  the  men  who  are  cap- 
tured and  interned  by  Germany.  Our  gov- 
ernment is  training  millions  of  men  in 
all  the  branches  of  war  and  it  is  only 
natural  that  some  of  these  men  will  fall 
into  enemy  hands.  Therefore,  provision 
of  some  kind  has  to  be  made  for  the  well- 
being  of  the  prisoner.  It  is  reported  from 
neutral  sources  that  the  prisoners  of  war 
interned  by  Germany,  Hungary,  Rou- 
mania  and  Bulgaria  are  receiving  fair 
treatment,  and  these  governments  are 
complying  substantially  with  the  terms 
of  the  Geneva  Convention. 

This  convention  requires  each  inter- 
ment camp  to  have  a  properly  equipped 
infirmary  with  adequate  medical  person- 
nel in  attendance.  Prisoners  of  war  must 
be  medically  examined  at  least  once  a 
month  and  any  who  are  ill  must  be  given 
treatment.  It  requires  also,  that  notifica- 
tion of  capture,  wounds  or  serious  illness 
be  given.  The  Geneva  Convention  pro- 
vides for  the  inspection  of  Prisoner  of 
War  Camps  by  representatives  of  the  pro- 
tecting power  and  delegates  of  the  Inter- 
national Red  Cross.  If  the  representa- 
tive of  delegate  finds  grounds  for  com- 
plaint that  cannot  be  settled  at  the  time 
of  inspection,  he  submits  such  complaints 
formally  to  the  detaining  power  con- 
cerned. 

Since  the  protecting  power  and  the  In- 
ternational Red  Cross  act  independently, 
there  is  a  double  scrutiny  of  conditions 
in  the  camps.  In  Germany  they  have 
various  names  for  the  prisoner  of  war 
camps.  They  are:  Oflags,  Stalags,  Hags, 
Marlags,  Milags,  Dulags  and  Luftlager. 

Oflags  are  for  army  officers;  Stalags- 
for  non-commissioned  officers  and  other 
ranks,  but  sometimes  with  an  officer's 
section.  Civilian  internees  and  others  are 
confined  in  Hags.  Marlags  and  Milags 
are  for  naval  and  merchant  seamen  re- 
spectively. Luftlagers  are  for  airmen. 
Dulags  are  transient  camps. 

Restrictions  are  of  course,  imposed  on  a 
prisoner  of  war  and  certain  rules  and 
regulations  are  enforced.  The  same  is 
true  of  people  corresponding  with  the 
prisoner.  This  is  done  to  avoid  any  un- 
pleasantness caused  by  some  well  mean- 
ing but  short  sighted  person  who  may 
refer  to  military,  political  or  social  sit- 
uation    The   censor    will    delete  such 


words,  thereby  cutting  valuable  space  to 
a  minimum.  There  is  no  limitation  on  the 
number  of  letters  which  may  be  written 
to  a  prisoner  of  war,  although  the  Ger- 
mans do  restrict  the  number  that  a  pris- 
oner may  write.  The  government  has  just 
issued  a  new  type  of  letter  form  for  this 
use  and  it  can  be  obtained  at  the  various 
Post  Offices.  All  writing  must  be  done  by 
typewriter  or  in  block  capitals  printed  by 
hand  on  thin  light  paper  so  as  to  save 
weight  and  space.  Revised  mailing  in- 
structions are  sent  from  the  Office  of  the 
Provost  Marshal  General  at  Washington, 
D.  C,  to  the  nearest  relative  or  next  of 
kin  whenever  they  officially  notify  them 
of  the  fact  that  a  boy  is  a  prisoner,  and 
his  camp  location. 

The  postal  censor  passes  mail  only  to 
those  who  have  been  officially  listed  as 
prisoners  of  war.  The  International  Red 
Cross,  under  arrangements  made  by  the 
American  Red  Cross,  is  now  delivering 
weekly  parcels  to  American  prisoners  of 
war.  These  parcels  contain  eleven  pounds 
of  well  balanced  foods.  Local  Red  Cross 
chapters  can  furnish  details  of  itemized 
contents  of  these  parcels.  Additional  par- 
cels may  be  sent  by  a  relative  or  next  of 
kin  at  the  rate  of  one  every  sixty  days 
and  can  only  weigh  eleven  pounds.  The 
government  supplies  one  package  label 
and  two  tobacco  labels  each  sixty  days  so 
that  what  ever  a  prisoner  desires  will  be 
sure  to  be  received  by  him  where  he  is 
interned. 

The  detaining  power  is  required  by  the 
Geneva  Convention  to  furnish  clothing 
and  our  War  and  Navy  Departments  are 
making  available  to  the  Red  Cross  articles 
of  clothing  to  supplement  that  furnished 
by  the  detaining  power. 

Thus  it  can  be  seen  that  the  lot  of  a 
prisoner  is  a  restricted  one.  For  them  the 
actual  fighting  is  over  and  only  days  of 
incessant  waiting  is  left  for  them.  Yes, 
waiting  for  the  war  to  come  to  an  end  so 
they  can  return  home.  It  would  be  a 
dreary  outlook  on  life  if  it  were  not  for 
some  far-thinking  people  who  realize  that 
the  boredom  of  confinement  can  be  pois- 
onous if  not  relieved  by  a  kind  word  or 
deed.  We  little  realize  the  tremendous  job 
of  the  Red  Cross.  It  is  no  wonder  mis- 
takes are  made.  Tell  me  of  any  organi- 
zation that  is  worth  its  salt  that  doesn't 
make  mistakes.  However,  I  still  believe 
mistakes  or  no  mistakes  the  Red  Cross  is 
the  best  friend  the  prisoners  of  war  have.

Another  peace- 
ful moment  is  at  12 :00  noon  when  18  con- 
tented children  are  being  fed. 

The  West  Nursery  School  offers  two 
programs: 

1.  For  children  ages  2-6  years.  Full 
time  care  from  6 :45  a.  m.  to  5 :00  p.  m. 

2.  For  children  now  in  West  School, 
grades  1-4,  ages  6-11  years,  care  before 
school.  7:00-9:00  a.  m.,  noon  lunch  at 
school  and  care  after  school  3:00-5:00 
p.  m. 

This  age  group  may  come  to  school  full 
time  when  the  public  schools  close  June 
23rd.  The  cost  for  full  time  care  is  only 
$3.00  a  week,  which  included  mid-morning 
fruit  juice  and  crackers,  a  full  noon  din- 
ner. Cheap  enough!  And  the  charge  for 
part  time  can  be  even  less. 

The  staff  includes :  Mrs.  Robert  Clark, 
nurse;  Mrs.  Wilfred  Stockwell,  dietitian;

Wood,  teachers.  An  invitation  is  extended 
to  one  and  all  to  visit  the  school,  and  to 
mothers  to  leave  their  children  under 
this  care  while  working  for  Uncle  Sam.

We're  not  stationed  in  London 
any  more — it's  pretty  quiet  here — We  can 
go  to  London  if  we  want  but  I'm  going  to 
keep  away  from  that  place  although  we 
still  have  air  raids  where  we  are.  I  was 
given  the  Purple  Heart  when  I  was  in  the 
hospital.   That's  a  big  deal  you  know." 

I  guess  it  is  a  big  deal  Herbie  and  I 
am  glad  Cpl.  Cecchi  is  doing  so  well. 

Kurt  Harder  wrote  to  us  asking  the 
boys  to  drop  him  a  line  so  L.  Atteridge 
wants  Kurt  to  write  him  and  tell  him  if 
he  is  hunting  without  a  license  yet. 

Last  but  not  least  word  comes  from 
our  only  SeaBee,  Chet  McQuilken  and  he 
writes  from  New  Guinea.  "I  have  seen  a 
lot  of  this  ocean — a  lot  more  than  I  ex- 
pected to  see  a  couple  of  years  ago.  It  is 
very  hot  here  most  of  the  time — never 
need  a  blanket  on  at  night.  We  are  very 
busy  all  the  time.  There  is  nothing  here 
but  Jungle  and  a  few  natives.  That  is  all 
I  have  seen  since  being  over  here  eight 
months.  We  have  movies,  boxing  and 
some  sort  of  entertainment  each  evening. 
They  try  to  make  it  interesting  as  possible 
for  us. 

"New  Guinea  has  a  few  interesting 
things  I  think  you  might  be  interested  in 
knowing  about.  There  are  Flying  Foxes 
bigger  than  any  U.  S.  Bat.  There  is  a 
huge  Fruit  Eating  Bat  and  Wild  Boars 
in  the  jungle  which  I  think  some  of  the 
fellows  go  hunting  for.  The  mouth  of  the 
Bay  had  a  peacetime  reputation  as  a  fine 
game  fishing  area.  Yes,  folks  paid  money 
to  come  up  here  on  vacations.  Fine  woods 
growing  in  these  hills  include  Teak,  Red 
Ebony,  Mahogany  and  Black  Palm.  The 
Cocoanut  Palms  are  man  planted  and  are 
paid  out  in  neat  rows  along  the  shore. 
Sago  Palms  grow  wild — the  natives  use 
them  as  staple  food. 

"The  nights  here  are  few  when  a  man 
can't  sleep  because  of  the  heat.  The  nights 
at  home  are  hotter  right  now  but  damn  it 
all  I  will  take  my  own  home  any  time  to 
all  this.  There  is  also  plenty  of  mud  but 
to  sum  it  up  we  are  pretty  well  off — the 
food  is  good  and  plenty  of  it.  We  natural- 
ly all  want  to  be  home  but  are  making  the 
best  of  it." 

I  guess  that  fits  in  with  your  thoughts 
Herbie.  Well  so  long  for  now.

30,000 
fans  turned  out  in  Shibe  Park  and 
watched  the  presentation  of  a  $5000  check 
to  the  man  who  got  into  baseball  as  man- 
ager of  Pittsburgh  back  on  Aug.  4,  1894. 
Since  that  time  he  has  won  nine  A.  L. 
pennants  and  five  world  titles.

Football  made  the  headlines  with  a 
minor  revolt  of  the  Eastern  Intercol- 
legiate Football  Association  against  exist- 
ing rules  which  the  National  Rules  Com- 
mittee has  by-passed  for  the  duration. 
Editorials  were  even  written  favoring 
the  changes,  taking  the  attitude  that  if 
football  was  important  enough  to  play  in 
wartime  the  rules  were  worthy  of  being 
acted  upon.  Briefly,  the  revisions  of  the 
rules  are,  prohibition  of  the  out-of-bounds 
kickoffs  with  a  five  yard  penalty  until  a 
legal  kick  is  made;  permit  forward  pass- 
ing from  any  point  behind  the  scrimmage 
line,  allow  any  player  to  grab  a  fumble 
and  run  with  it  (that  one  will  create  some 
fun)  ;  permit  the  use  of  an  artificial  one- 
inch  tee  for  kickoffs;  lessen  the  severity 
of  penalties  for  illegal  forward  passes 
from  15  yards  to  five;  and  clarification  of 
the  offside  rule  by  omitting  the  supple- 
mental note  adopted  in  '42  which  says 
that  there  can  be  no  "both  teams  offside" 
ruling.  Some  of  these  rules  will  not  hold 
in  every  game  as  it  is  understood  between 
the  coaches  that  they  will  get  together 
before  game  time  and  decide  by  what 
rules  they  will  conduct  the  game.  These 
changes  will  probably  mess  up  a  play  once 
in  a  while  but  on  the  whole  they  will  make 
the  intercollegiate  game  a  much  better 
one  to  watch  from  the  stands  but  it  also 
means  a  lot  more  headaches  for  the 
coaches. 

The  Boston  Yanks  pro  football  team 
has  about  24  men  working  out  and  Collins, 
the  owner,  announced  last  week  the  pur- 
chasing of  Cafego  and  Smukler,  both 
former  All-American  players  a  few  years 
back.  Sam  Currie  is  on  the  ball  trying  to 
get  tickets  for  their  first  home  game 
around  the  middle  of  September.  If  I 
know  Sam  he  will  get  the  ducats  and  I 
will  be  right  along  side  of  him  when  the 
kickoff  whistle  blows. 

I  don't  wait  for  the  baseball  season  to 
end  and  the  pigskin  season  to  begin  before 
I  start  on  basketball.  But  all  I  know  is 
what  I  read  in  the  papers,  to  quote  Will 
Rogers.  It  looks  like  Boston  will  be  a 
hotbed  for  basketball  this  winter.  The 
20th  New  England  Interscholastic  Tourn- 
ament will  be  conducted  in  the  Garden, 
March  14-16, 1945.  Like  the  N.  Y.  Garden, 
the  Boston  version  will  have  big  time 
games  this  season.  A  former  R.  I.  State 
player  has  contacted  over  a  hundred  col- 
leges and  will  run  games  weekly  or 
oftener,  and  already  has  seven  double- 
headers  scheduled.  Games  will  start  in 
December  and  will  continue  until  the 
schoolboy  tournament.  Apparently  the 
University  of  Tennessee  means  business 
on  the  basketball  court  this  year  as  Coach 
Johnny  Mauer  has  already  begun  prac- 
tice. The  weather  was  too  hot  to  work 
out  at  a  decent  hour  so  he  now  meets  his 
squad  daily  at  6:15  a.  m.  I  suppose  that 
is  a  late  hour  for  some  people  but  I  think 
it  is  a  heck  of  a  time  to  practice  basket- 
ball. What  am  I  talking  about,  some  of 
the  guys  in  the  shop  think  nothing  of 
playing  softball  either  before  7  a.  m. 

I  had  a  lot  of  odds  and  ends  but  I've 
written  too  much  now.  One  bit  of  news 
you  might  be  interested  in  is  the  House 
of  Representatives  writing  into  the  sur- 
plus war  property  disposal  bill  an  amend- 
ment which  will  permit  service  men  and 
women  to  buy  any  surplus  item  after  the 
war  at  the  same  price  as  big  lot  buyers.

You  are  such  a  long  way  from  home  I 
thought  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  bring 
you  up  to  date  with  some  of  your  very 
scattered  pals  but  first  of  all  I  would  like 
you  to  know  that  everything  seems  to  be 
under  control  with  your  buddies  who  are 
here  at  home. 

Charlie  Reilly,  the  milkman,  is  doing 
0.  K.  and  Rickey  Malmgrem  says  horses 
don't  pay.  Joe's  in  the  crib  keeping  tabs 
on  poor  little  me  and  Bill  Feddema  is  as 
plump  as  can  be.  Reggie  Bratt  has  lost 
his  teeth — uppers  I  mean.  Cliff  Goyette 
is  in  the  same  boat  only  his  mouth  is  clean. 
Dave  Gray  has  sold  his  chickens  and  stay- 
ing home  now  and  Fred  Crockett  is  on 
the  farm  and  milking  his  cow.  Pat  and 
Jake  are  still  on  nights  and  Ernie  Ballard 
is  up  in  Canada  taking  in  the  sights.  The 
rest  of  the  gang  are  all  on  the  ball,  wait- 
ing patiently  for  the  day  on  which  peace 
may  fall.  Well,  Herbie,  I  think  that  about 
takes  in  a  lot  of  your  friends  and  if  I 
have  missed  any  I  apologize  right  here 
and  now. 

Mathew  Quigley,  known  as  Sarg  to 
many  of  his  friends,  received  a  letter  from 
Pvt.  F.  A.  Mikulis  who  writes:  "Look 
where  I  am  way  down  here  in  Mississippi. 
It  is  quite  a  ways  from  home  and  I  don't 
expect  to  be  at  home  for  quite  awhile.  It 
took  us  about  sixty  hours  by  train  to  get 
here.  We  got  pretty  dirty,  but  the  trip 
was  interesting.  The  nicest  scene  I  saw 
was  going  through  New  York.  It  really 
is  beautiful."  I  don't  have  to  remark  on 
that  one  Herbie,  I  know  what  you  are 
thinking. 

Cpl.  D.  Cecchi  writes  from  England, 
"They  are  lifting  practically  all  the 
blackout  in  England  the  17th  of  Septem- 
ber; then  we  will  be  able  to  see  what  Eng- 
land looks  like  at  night.  It's  pretty  tough 
here,  everything  is  hard  to  get  and  they 
bleed  the  —  out  of  you  in  what  you  can 
buy.  Peaches  here  in  town  are  about  one 
dollar  and  sixty  cents  each  and  a  pound 
of  grapes  would  cost  about  two  dollars 
and  forty  cents.  We  hardly  ever  get  eggs, 
— I  met  up  with  a  farmer  and  bought  a 
dozen,  those  were  the  first  eggs  I  had  seen 
in  a  long  while.  I'm  going  to  look  for  that 
farmer  soon  for  more  eggs."  How  is  the 
egg  and  fruit  situation  out  your  way 
Herbie?  You  don't  say  much  about  it  and 
I  am  wondering  if  you  get  'em. 

Sgt.  Clifford  Goyette  writes  from  India 
—  'I'm  stationed  in  Assam,  India.  I'm  a 
Chief  Switchboard  operator.  I've  worked 
on  both  types  of  switchboards,  Army  and 
commercial,  have  done  some  repairs  on 
switchboards  and  telephones.  It  has 
rained  off  and  on  now  for  about  three 
weeks  and  I  do  mean  rain — it  can  rain  for 
four  hours  and  after  the  sun  comes  out  all 
the  roads  will  be  dusty  again  in  less  than 
an  hour.  About  all  there  is  here  is  rain, 
dust  and  mud."  He  also  says,  Herbie, 
that  he  is  getting  the  copy  of  the  N.F.H. 
and  I  hope  you  are  even  if  it  is  a  little 
tardy  in  reaching  you  where  you  are. 

Alex.  R.  Gray,  S  1/c,  writes  from  Great 
Lakes :  "I've  completed  my  sixteen  weeks 


of  schooling  and  am  now  laying  idle  in 
"Transfer  Unit".  While  still  in  school  I 
volunteered  for  submarine  duty — took  the 
test  and  passed  0.  K.  Now  all  I've  got  to 
do  is  to  sit  here  and  hope  I  get  chosen  for 
it  and  boy  I'm  sure  hoping  for  it  as  it 
will  most  likely  mean  a  place  nearer  home 
and  possibly  a  seven  days  delayed  orders" 
— Well,  Herbie,  I  guess  Alex  wasn't  dis- 
appointed for  he  came  in  to  visit  with 
us  at  the  shop.  The  boy  is  looking  fine  and 
his  uniform  fitted  him  to  perfection,  even 
if  Jack  Kennel ly  does  want  to  know  if 
he  has  been  picked  as  an  "Admiral's 
Cabin  Boy"  yet. 

Emmet  Martin  also  came  in  to  see  us 
while  he  was  in  town  on  a  short  furlough. 
He  told  me  his  brother  Joe  is  having  his 
ups  and  downs  out  on  the  "Bounding 
Main".  I  guess  Joe  is  a  very  much  trav- 
elled young  man  and  will  have  much  to 
tell  when  this  is  all  over. 

Cpl.  Edward  F.  Kane  of  the  9th  Air 
Force  is  in  France  at  the  present  time  and 
says  "He  likes  it  very  much — the  build- 
ings where  he  is,  are  all  rubble.  His 
health  is  quite  good."  He  also  says  "I'm 
sitting  under  a  tree  trying  to  write  a  letter 
and  a  lot  of  children  are  playing  close 
by  and  talking  in  French."  The  only  thing 
he  is  sorry  for  now  is  that  he  never 
learned  to  talk  French. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  Herbie,  this  is 
one  of  the  parallel  cases  of  a  son  and  a 
father.  Eddie,  Sr.,  was  also  attached  to 
the  Air  Force,  to  be  exact,  it  was  the  805th 
Aeriel  Sqdn.  that  flew  the  first  Liberty 
Bombers  over  Germany  in  1917.  So  you 
see,  Herbie,  young  Eddie  is  travelling  the 
same  route — seeing  the  same  sights — 
probably  not  doing  quite  the  same  things 
as  his  Dad  did  in  1917. 

Now,  Herbie,  I've  tried  to  bring  you  up 
on  the  news  from  your  friends  but  there 
is  one  more  who  is  in  the  heart  of  Ger- 
many at  the  present  time  and  his  folks 
have  kindly  allowed  me  to  have  his  letter. 
It  is  so  interesting  that  I  think  you  will 
agree  it  is  seldom  we  get  such  news  as 
this.  I  am  speaking  of  Staff  Sgt.  Armand 
Cournoyer ;  he  writes : 

"Dear  Folks, 

My  Day — I  get  up  at  7:30  and  stand 
roll  call  at  8:00.  The  next  event  is  Un 
Petit  Dejeuner,  namely,  coffee,  bread, 
jam.  From  breakfast  till  lunch  I  have  a 
pick  of  playing  different  sports,  reading, 
washing  clothes,  barracks  orderly,  study- 
ing French  or  what  have  you.  Lunch 
comes  along — maybe  stew,  Spam  and  po- 
tatoes— corned  beef  hash  and  sauerkraut 
or  whatever  the  Mess  Hall  decides  on.  The 
afternoon  is  much  the  same.  We  get  Red 
Cross  parcels  each  week  which  consist  of 
one  pound  of  butter,  one  can  of  jam,  one 
box  of  crackers,  half  pound  of  cheese,  one 
pound  of  powdered  milk,  a  few  ounces 
of  coffee,  five  ounces  of  chocolate  and  an 
average  of  fifty  to  sixty  cigarettes.  With 
these  items  we  manage  to  get  along  pretty 
well.  There  is  some  fancy  pastry  being 
made  by  pooling  ingredients,  such  as 
would  please  a  'Chef.  Of  course  you  can't 
be  extravagant  so  this  sort  of  thing  more 
or  less  comes  off  as  a  treat.  Dinner  at  5 
p.  m.  is  the  same  as  lunch.  The  evening 
is  for  chewing  the  rag,  listening  to  the 
camp  musicians  and  Sinatras.  Then  to 
bed — innersprings,  feathers. 

Love,  Armand." 

When  I  read  this  letter,  Herbie,  the  first 
thought  that  came  to  me  was,  "I  hope  all 


the  prisoners  are  getting  the  same  treat- 
ment." Then  it  dawned  on  me  and  I  came 
to  the  conclusion  that,  "If  all  the  days 
were  like  that — how  monotonus  it  must 
be  when  you  have  been  a  prisoner  for 
months  and  months  and  months  and  it 
sure  is  lucky  for  us  that  we  have  such  an 
organization  as  the  "Red  Cross"  to  be 
able  to  reach  the  boys  in  their  solitude. 
Well,  friend  Sgt.  Herbert  Baker  here  is 
the  point  where  friends  must  part  and  I 
hope  it  will  not  be  for  long  and  while  you 
are  away  may  "Goodwill  and  peace  be 
with  you."

We  had  a  chance  to  greet  this  past  week 
our  department's  REAL  WAR  HERO, 
Sgt.  John  L.  McTiernan  of  the  15th  Air 
Force,  recently  stationed  in  Italy,  is  home 
on  a  rest  furlough. 

After  twelve  missions  Sgt.  McTiernan 
and  his  crew,  flying  a  B-17,  were  shot 
down  over  Roumania  and  were  held  as 
"prisoners  of  war",  until  after  the  capitu- 
lation of  Roumania  when  100  flyers  were 
freed  and  returned  to  Italy. 


After  listening  to  the  Sgt.'s  story  of 
his  imprisonment,  we  felt  it  was  like  meet- 
ing a  fellow  who  had  come  back  from  the 
dead.  Hearing  it  just  about  made  one's 
hair  stand  on  end.  He  wasn't  boasting 
about  his  adventures  but  told  his  story  as 
if  it  were  just  another  thing  in  his  life. 
Our  American  boys  who  have  been 
through  these  terrors  of  war  seem  to  tell 
it  all  as  just  the  performance  of  a  duty 
for  our  country.  I  wouldn't  attempt  to 
relate  the  whole  story — it  is  material  for 
a  best-seller. 

He  says  one  of  the  worst  ordeals  they 
suffered  was  the  fact  that  after  they  were 
taken  as  prisoners  they  could  hear  our 
own  planes  coming  over  with  bombs  for 
Roumania — also  for  them. 

He  said  there  was  also  a  chance  for 
many  laughs  during  the  whole  tragedy. 
When  the  Roumanians  gave  up  he  said 
the  guards  came  running  into  their  bar- 
racks and  started  to  kiss  them.  The 
Americans  thought  they  had  gone  sud- 
denly crazy  and  tried  to  kick  them  out. 
Finally  they  became  aware  of  the  fact 
that  the  guards  were  trying  to  announce 
the  surrender. 

Their  escape  from  the  plane  was  little 
short  of  miraculous.  One  member  of  the 
crew  was  pinned  down  in  the  bottom  by 
some  boxes.  Sgt.  McTiernan  remained 
trying  to  free  him  until  they  were  but  600 
feet  off  the  ground.  From  that  point  they 
were  finally  able  to  make  the  jump. 

When  he  hit  the  ground  he  said  a  Rou- 
manian farmer  appeared  and  placed  a 
pitch  fork  over  his  head — pinning  him 
down  with  a  prong  on  either  side. 

Some  of  you  people  who  may  have  boys 
reported  missing  in  action  as  Sgt.  Mc- 
Tiernan was  might  take  courage  in  the 
fact  that  others  too  may  be  captured  for 
the  time  being  as  he  was. 

We  are  certainly  extremely  proud  of 
him  and  hope  before  long  he'll  be  back 
with  us  to  stay.  Aside  from  losing  some 
weight  he  seems  none  the  worse  for  all  his 
experiences.  Probably  some  day  you'll  be 
interested  in  hearing  him  tell  the  whole 
story.

I  received  a  letter  from  Ray  with- 
in the  last  month  informing  me  that  he 
was  now  in  the  Southwest  Pacific  and  a 
couple  of  days  after  that  received  a  letter 
from  Sgt.  Robert  Jacques  telling  me  that 
he  was  also  in  the  Southwest  Pacific  and ! 
you  guessed  it!  they're  both  in  the  same 
bombardier  group.  Needless  to  say  I  am 
glad  for  Ray  and  also  PeeWee  but  it 
seems  a  shame  that  they've  got  to  go  99 
umpty  thousand  miles  away  to  meet. 

Received  word  from  Sgt.  Edward  La- 
francois'  mother  that  Eddie  is  now  some- 
where, apparently  in  the  Pacific  area,  and 
she  also  asks  me  to  pass  on  the  informa- 
tion that  Eddie's  wife  and  baby  are  fine. 

From  Mike  Minor  who  is  somewhere  in 
France  interesting  news  about  the  pos- 
sibility of  forming  a  colony  of  Rock- 
dalians.  Mike  has  seen  Archie  Demers 
and  also  John  Rej  since  he  has  been  over 
there  and  when  a  guy  runs  into  another 
guy  from  home  that's  news  but  when  he 
runs  into  two,  that's  sensational.  Mike 
did  say  that  he  thinks  the  French  have 
got  the  English  beat  so  far  as  the  tea 
habit  is  concerned  as  it  was  no  effort  for 
him  to  give  up  the  tea  and  take  on  the 
good  French  wine. 

Pvt.  Ross  Rajotte  wrote  me  from  a  hos- 
pital somewhere  in  France  where  he  is 
recovering  from  his  third  wound.  Ross  is 
piling  up  quite  a  record  and  apparently 
has  seen  some  tough  going.  With  all  the 
hardship  Ross  has  gone  through  he  says 
he  would  not  give  up  the  Infantry  for  any 
other  branch  of  service.

Emile  has  been  overseas  just  two  years 
on  the  day  of  his  writing  and  has  rarely 
failed  to  write  me  a  cheerful  letter  after 
receiving  each  issue  of  NFH  and  I  was 
particularly  glad  to  receive  this  letter  be- 
cause he  had  slipped  up  on  the  last  issue 
and  I  was  worried  for  fear  he  had  been 
hurt.  Keep  up  the  good  work  Emile  and 
keep  the  letters  rolling. 

J.  A.  Moussette,  General  Chairman  of 
World  War  II  Memorial  Fund,  wishes  to 
thank  everyone  that  helped  to  make  the 
Minstrel  Show  in  Northbridge  such  a 
great  success.

"Shavings"  from  the 
Pattern  Shop

November  1942 — First  issue  News  from 
Home. 

November  1943 — Every  one  wishing  for 
no  more  anniversaries. 

November  1944 — Here  we  are  still  at  it. 

Here's  hoping  it's  the  last  year. 

Last  month  I  wrote  about  Staff  Sgt. 
John  L.  McTiernan's  heroic  work  in  help- 
ing other  crew  members  when  his  bomber 
went  down  over  Roumania.  He  has  since 
then  been  decorated  by  command  of  Maj. 
Gen.  Twining  who  ordered  his  citation 
issued.  It  read  in  part:  "By  his  conspicu- 
ous gallantry  and  courage  under  severest 
conditions  and  his  selfless  devotion  to 
duty,  Sgt.  McTiernan  has  reflected  great 
credit  upon  himself  and  the  armed  forces 
of  the  United  States."  He  was  given  the 
silver  star,  air  medal,  oak  leaf  cluster, 
conduct  ribbon  and  two  battle  stars.  Well 
he  deserves  them  for  he  stuck  with  his 
craft  in  order  to  release  the  photographer 
and  engineer  who  became  pinned  down 
after  it  was  hit,  barely  escaping  himself 
afterwards.  Gallantry  in  action!  The 
wood-pattern  department  is  plenty  proud 
of  him!

Walker  wrote  from  the  far  off  Pacific  that 
he  got  a  great  kick  out  of  reading  in  an 
issue  of  News  from  Home  that  his  brother 
Bob  was  bicycling  down  Church  Street 
with  his  full  dress  suit  on.  He  said  he 
wondered  if  it  were  really  true.  It  cer- 
tainly did  happen,  Lieut — I  had  an  or- 
chestra seat  in  John  Saropian's  barber 
shop  from  which  I  viewed  the  affair. 
Mighty  funny  things  have  happened  since 
you  boys  left  town.

Hello  Ray: 

Yes,  it  has  been  a  long  time  since  you 
wrote  and  I  can  well  understand  it — being 
in  New  Guinea  isn't  like  being  in  the 
States — and  having  a  pretty  big  job  to  do 
doesn't  give  you  much  time  for  writing. 
Imagine  three  and  a  half  years  in  the  serv- 
ice already,  that  seems  like  a  long  time 
and  changes  do  occur.  There  are  a  lot  of 
fellows  still  here  that  you  know,  and  I 
hope  they  will  be  here  to  greet  you  when 
you  come  home.  I  only  wish  it  were  pos- 
sible for  you  to  be  home  for  Christmas  as 
you  say  in  your  letter  "You  would  like  to 
be".  But  if  you  can't  get  home  for  Christ- 
mas I  hope  you  are  home  by  Spring.  Yes — 
I  have  remembered  you  to  the  gang  and 
they  send  their  best  wishes  for  your  con- 
tinued safety  and  good  health. 

Well,  Ray,  this  is  where  I  start  to  give 
you  a  series  of  short  sketches  concerning 
the  other  "Boys"  who  are  across  the  world 
from  you  so  starting  out  at  Norfolk,  Va. — 
I  present  to  you  Douglas  Farley  S  3/c — 
Douglas  writes  that  he  is  0.  K.  and  wants 
to  know  how  everything  and  everybody  is, 
he  seems  quite  interested  in  a  young  lady 
by  the  name  of  "Valia"  (I  hope  I  have 
spelled  it  right)  but  Douglas  is  not  con- 
sistent for  he  writes,  "After  we  leave  here 
we  may  come  to  Massachusetts  and  if  we 
stay  long  enough  in  'Port'  I  might  get  a 
chance  to  come  home  and  if  you  want  to 
see  some  pretty  girls  you  ought  to  come  to 
Norfolk — They're  really  super."  There 
you  are  Ray.  While  Douglas  makes  up  his 
mind  I'll  take  you  across  the  Atlantic  and 
introduce  you  to  one  of  the  gang — PFC 
David  Buma  —  You  knew  "Dave"  and  I 
can  almost  see  you  now  wondering  what 
Dave  has  been  up  to — Well — he  has  done 
nothing  worse  than  write  a  very  interest- 
ing letter  which  I  am  going  to  let  you  read 
for  yourself.  "Dave"  writes,  "Just  a  few 
lines  to  let  you  fellows  know  I  received 
your  fine  letters.  Boy  was  it  good  to  hear 
from  you.  Well  just  now  I  am  in  the  land 
of  the  tulip  but  I  hope  to  be  in  the  land 
of  the  rats  soon.  Everything  is  0.  K.  with 
me  and  I  sure  hope  that  everyone  on  the 
job  is  O.  K.  too.  The  weather  over  here 
is  not  so  good  especially  when  you  have 
a  foxhole  for  a  home  but  after  spending 
three  months  in  them,  you  get  used  to 
them.  Like  —  you  do.  I  sure  would  like 
to  see  some  of  the  gang — I  did  see  Dick 
Marshall  the  first  day  but  Dick  is  in  the 
hospital  just  now.  The  folks  over  here 
sure  are  swell — they  can't  seem  to  do 
enough  for  us.  The  folks  in  France  and 
Belgium  were  swell  too  but  Boy  what  I 
could  do  with  about  twenty  good  glasses 
of  beer.  They  have  something  over  here 
what  they  call  whiskey  but  it  takes  the 
hair  right  out  of  your  head." 

Well,  Ray,  are  you  thinking  what  I  am 
"That  Dave  won't  be  baldheaded  when  he 

comes  home." 

Now  Ray  we  will  visit  with  Radio  Offi- 
cer Sammy  Shaw,  3rd.  Aboard  the  S.S. 
Anthony  Wayne  (and  as  Sammy's  clever 
sketch  at  the  corner  of  the  letter  states 
"The  Mad  Anthony"),  Sammy  tells  his 
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story.  It  seems  that  a  little  mixup  occurred 
when  Sammy  went  aboard.  He  reported 
to  the  Third  Mate  and  the  Third  Mate 
forgot  to  tell  the  Captain,  the  Captain 
telegraphed  the  Union  and  ten  minutes 
later  the  Captain  found  out  he  was 
aboard.  They  sailed  immediately  to  "Dear 
Old  Ireland".  Now  he  is  kidding  his 
"Grampy"  by  saying  he  beat  him  back  to 
the  "Old  Country"  and  wanting  to  know 
if  Grampy  is  still  waiting  for  that  bridge 
to  be  built.  One  thing  that  is  hard  to  get 
used  to  Sammy  says  is  the  changing  of 
the  clock.  It  change  about  every  two  days.

Now, 
Ray,  I'm  going  to  let  Sammy  tell  you  in 
his  own  words  how  to  get  in  a  bunk — 
quote,  "We  had  a  Cadet  come  on  board  so 
the  "Old  Man"  asked  me  if  it  would  be 
all  right  if  they  put  another  bunk  in  the 
Chief  Operators  room  and  if  I'd  sleep 
there.  (The  first  thing  Radio  Operators 
learn  on  board  ship  is  always  to  agree 
with  the  Captain.)  So  I  said  O.  K.  Now 
I'm  sleeping  in  the  top  bunk.  It's  quite  a 
trick  to  get  into  that  top  bunk  when  the 
ship  is  rolling  to  any  great  extent.  If 
you  don't  time  yourself  just  right  and 
you  don't  leap  for  the  bunk  at  just  the 
right  moment,  you're  apt  to  find  yourself 
sprawled  in  the  middle  of  the  deck  or  if 
you  jump  too  late  you  land  up  against 
the  bulkhead — It  takes  a  little  practice." 
(Simple  isn't  it  Ray  when  you  know  how.) 

The  work  isn't  hard  Sammy  says,  "We 
probably  work  (or  actually  work)  about 
one  hour  out  of  every  eight  that  we  stand 
watch,  the  other  seven  hours  we  just  sit 
there  and  listen.  It's  a  good  chance  to  get 
in  a  lot  of  studying.  It  passes  the  time 
away  and  we  get  paid  for  .it  at  the  same 
time.  This  is  lots  better  than  the  State 
Police  in  some  respects.  One  thing  is  I 
don't  have  to  make  my  own  bunk  any- 
more; we  have  a  steward  that  does  that 
and  cleans  the  room  too." 

Well,  Ray,  I  guess  Sammy  deserves  his 
good  job — he  studied  hard  for  Radio  and 
is  well  on  his  way  to  higher  things  so  I 
will  bid  you  "Au  Revoir"  and  may  the 
time  be  short  so  I  can  take  you  by  the 
hand  and  say  "Welcome  Home".

The  following  is  something  that  I  think 
everyone  will  be  very  interested  in  I'm 
sure.  As  many  of  us  know  Christmas  is 
only  a  month  away,  naturally  we  all  start 
thinking  of  our  young  ones  and  what  we 
would  like  to  get  them  for  Xmas  this  year. 
We  all  realize  of  course,  that  there  is  a 
world  wide  war  on,  and  that  we  must  be 
satisfied  with  whatever  little  things  we 
can  get.  I'm  sure  all  true  Americans  feel 
that  way  and  accept  it  as  such.  We  have, 
at  least  most  of  us,  sent  packages  abroad 
for  our  loved  ones  so  that  Xmas  will  be 
something  warm  and  cozy  in  a  drab  worn, 
torn  battlefront.  Of  this  we  all  feel  that 
we've  tried  to  bring  some  happiness 
among  all  the  unhappiness.  All  of  the 
aforementioned  leads  up  to  this.  The  chil- 
dren of  war  torn  nations  haven't  had  a 
real  Christmas  for  years.  I'm  sure  youll 
agree  that  Christmas  to  most  of  them  was 
as  much  as  it  has  always  been  for  us. 
Now  the  children  of  France  for  instance 
are  going  to  have  a  Santa  Claus  and  in 
no  other  form  than  our  own  Lieut.  P. 
Oscar  Picard  of  Linwood.  Let  me  quote 
the  article  on  this  fine  job  as  it  was  given 
to  me  this  past  week.  Quote:  "Because 
First  Lieut.  Oscar  Picard  of  Linwood, 
Mass.,  had  thoughts  of  something  other 
than  war,  thousands  of  French  young- 
sters will  have  a  joyous  New  Year's  day. 

"With  the  dawn  of  1945,  a  B-17 
Fortress  will  take  off  from  an  English 
base  and  head  across  the  Channel  for  a 
city  in  France.  The  Fortress  won't  be 
loaded  with  bombs,  but  with  toys,  candy, 
clothing,  and  other  gifts  for  French 
orphans  and  bombed-out  children, — pres- 
ents from  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
the  384th  Bombardment  Group  and  their 
families  back  home.  The  gifts  will  be  de- 
livered on  New  Year's  Day  in  keeping 
with  the  French  custom  of  opening  their 
presents  on  that  day  rather  than  on 
Christmas.  The  thought  of  bringing  hap- 
piness to  the  youngsters  who  have  suf- 
fered from  four  years  of  Nazi  occupation 
was  conceived  by  Lt.  Picard,  prisoner  of 
war  officer  in  the  Bomb  groups'  intelli- 
gence section.  It  was  heartily  endorsed 
by  the  Unit's  commanding  officer.  Col. 
Dale  O.  Smith  of  Reno,  Nev. 

"Mimeographed  form  letters  have  been 
distributed  among  the  base  personnel  for 
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mailing  to  their  families.  The  letters  con- 
tain a  request  for  parcels  of  playthings, 
sweets,  wearing  apparel  and  other  things 
dear  to  a  child's  heart.  When  the  pack- 
ages arrive  they  will  be  opened  and  con- 
tents classified  and  made  ready  for  St. 
Nick's  special  Flying  Fortress  delivery 
run.  In  addition  many  of  the  men  have 
pledged  their  candy  rations  for  the  next 
11  weeks,  with  the  sweets  to  be  collected 
in  large  receptacles  at  the  base's  post  ex- 
change." 

Lt.  Picard  by  the  way  is  the  son  of  Mr. 
Phydine  Picard  of  School  Street,  Linwood. 
His  mother  recently  passed  away  while 
he  was  overseas.  Can  you  think  of  any- 
thing more  appropriate  for  Lt.  Picard  to 
suggest  that  this !  He  looked  back  on  his 
own  childhood  and  realized  what  it  all 
meant  to  him  and  what  it  must  mean  to 
the  children  of  a  war  torn  Europe.  I  think 
everyone  will  agree  with  me  that  Lt. 
Picard  should  be  highly  praised  for  this 
fine  thought,  and  also  that  we  should  be 
very  proud  of  the  fact  that  he  comes  from 
our  Town  of  Northbridge,  in  the  section 
called  Linwood.  I've  been  requested  to 
appeal  to  all  the  folks  back  here  at  home. 
We  can  all  share  in  this  fine  work.  If  any 
of  us  have  anything  that  we  think  we  can 
spare  for  these  children,  they  will  be  very 
pleased  to  get  them.  All  we  have  to  do  is 
make  up  a  package  not  weighing  more 
than  5  lbs.  and  address  it  in  the  following 
manner :

and  they  will  be  very  glad  to  help  in  any 
way  they  can.  His  sister  Rita  works  on 
the  Packing  job  of  the  Whitin  Machine 
Works,  or  if  there  is  any  doubt  in  regard 
to  this,  please  get  in  touch  with  me,  and 
I  will  be  very  glad  to  cooperate  in  any 
way  that  I  can.  Let  us  all  who  possibly 
can,  bring  tears  to  the  children's  eyes,  not 
of  fear  such  as  they  had  with  Nazism,  but 
happiness  that  only  love  can  bring.  And 
to  Lt.  Picard — A  salute  to  you  sir,  for  a 
splendid  job  we  know  that  will  be  done. 
I'm  sure  that  this  undertaking  will  have 
the  blessing  of  all  of  America's  millions 
of  people,  and  that  those  children  will 
never  forget  it  and  will  always  remember 
you  in  their  prayers. 

It  comes  to  the  close  of  the  column  for 
another  month.  I  hope  that  this  month  of 
our  anniversary,  you  all  enjoy  our  little 
paper.  We  hope  that  in  the  future  we  can 
all  make  it  bigger  and  if  possible  better. 
Don't  forget  to  write  in  fellows,  for  you 
know  I'm  very  eager  to  hear  from  all  of 
you,  and  write  some  little  thing  about  it. 
So  until  next  month  then,  Adios  and 
Au  Revoir — or  God  be  with  you  and  I'll 
be  seeing  you.

Rockdale  News

I  can  remember  very  vividly  that  when 
I  wrote  my  column  for  the  NFH  a  year 
ago  which  was  our  first  anniversary  issue, 
I  expressed  the  hope  that  it  would  not  be 
necessary  to  ever  write  for  the  second 
anniversary  issue.  I  guess  my,  and  sev- 
eral other  million  people's,  greatest  wish 
and  fervent  prayer  will  have  to  be  post- 
poned until  some  time  in  the  future,  as 
we  go  to  press  for  the  25th  issue,  our  sec- 
ond anniversary. 

As  a  participant  in  the  activity  of  writ- 
ing, editing,  and  distributing  of  this  paper 
over  the  past  two  years  there  has  been 
many  experiences  that  I  will  cherish  the 
remainder  of  my  life. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  have  re- 
ceived approximately  500  letters  from  all 
over  the  world,  with  the  exception  of  Ber- 
lin and  Tokyo,  and  boys,  I  sure  hope  it 
will  not  be  too  long  before  they  will  start 
coming  from  those  places.  There  has  been 
a  good  many  times  when  the  committee 
has  not  found  it  convenient  to  give  their 
time  and  energy  in  the  publishing  of 
NFH  and  there  have  been  times  when  I 
have  felt  that  I  wished  I  had  never  heard 
of  the  damned  paper.  But  then  to  read 
anyone  of  the  letters  I  have  received  it 
would  make  me  realize  that  any  sacrifices 
that  we  here  at  home  had  to  make  were 
well  worth  it  to  keep  this  paper  rolling. 

Let's  all  make  one  big  wish,  let's  all 
wish  that  the  News  from  Home  will  be 
printed  as  long  as  it  is  needed,  but  that 
it  will  never  see  its  third  anniversary. 

We  woke  up  this  morning  to  become 
aware  that  we  were  having  our  first  snow. 
Some  of  you  lads  are  staying  where  they 
have  never  seen  snow  and  some  of  you 
where  that  is  all  they  see  but  here  in  good 
old  New  England  we  get  our  four  seasons 
with  startling  irregularity.  A  couple  of 
weeks  ago  it  got  pretty  cold,  was  down  be- 
low freezing  every  morning  for  about  a 
week  and  then  last  week  you  would  have 
thought  the  month  was  May,  only,  of 
course  May  is  sometimes  like  November 
so  I  suppose  it  works  vice  versa. 

It  was  really  swell.  It  made  one  think 
of  hunting  and  tramping  through  the 
woods.  Not  many  did  though,  there  are 
really  not  many  here  at  home  that  have 
the  extra  time  we  all  used  to  know  and 
enjoy.  I  have  talked  with  a  few  who  have 
been  gunning  and  they  tell  me  that  the 
birds  are  quite  plentiful  which  is  a  sure 
sign  that  there  hasn't  been  too  much  hunt- 
ing in  the  past  few  years. 

It  certainly  isn't  like  it  was  four  or  five 
years  ago.  I  remember  very  vividly  an 
experience  I  had  when  deer  hunting  up  in 
the  Berkshires  one  winter  about  five  years 
ago.  I  was  hunting  with  another  fellow 
and  had  become  separated  from  him  and 
I  came  upon  a  large  clearing  where  at  one 
time  a  sawmill  had  been  located.  This 
clearing  was  probably  150  yards  in 
diameter  and  on  the  edge  the  underbrush 


had  grown  quite  thick.  It  looked  like  a 
perfect  place  to  take  a  stand  which  I  did. 
In  the  middle  of  the  clearing  was  a  large 
sawdust  pile,  it  must  have  been  fifteen 
feet  high  and  probably  thirty  feet  in 
diameter.  I  had  been  there  about  a  half 
an  hour  when  I  heard  a  couple  of  shots, 
probably  a  quarter  of  a  mile  up  wind 
from  where  I  was.  About  ten  minutes 
after  the  shots  a  good  size  buck  deer  broke 
into  the  clearing  almost  opposite  to  where 
I  was.  He  came  in  on  the  run  and  I  should 
say  probably  got  30  or  40  feet  inside  the 
clearing  when  all  hell  apparently  broke 
loose.  I  guess  there  must  have  been  thirty 
other  fellows,  at  least,  that  had  taken 
stands  around  this  clearing  and  also  two 
had  dug  in  on  top  of  the  sawdust  pile. 
When  the  shooting  started  there  must 
have  been  about  50  shots  fired  with  the 
Automatics,  Double-barrels,  and  Repeat- 
ers going  over  time.  You  could  hear  the 
slugs  as  they  went  through  the  trees.  I 
fired  one  shot  and  promptly  started  to 
dig  a  foxhole.  As  quiet  descended  I 
peaked  out  and  the  poor  deer  wasn't  even 
twitching  and  there  were  six  fellows  run- 
ning from  the  edge  of  the  woods  with  a 
gun  in  one  hand  and  a  knife  in  the  other 
trying  to  see  who  could  be  the  first  one  to 
stick  the  deer.  A  young  chap  not  much 
more  than  17  or  18  got  there  first,  shoved 
his  knife  into  the  deer's  throat  and  then 
turned  on  the  crowd  with  an  old  rusty 
Double-barreled  Shotgun  and  threatened 
to  shoot  anyone  who  disputed  his  claim. 
There  was  much  arguing  but  finally  the 
majority  of  the  crowd  backed  up  the  kid 
and  he  and  his  pal  proceeded  to  carry  the 
deer  off.  I  counted  14  bullet  holes  in  the 
animal  so  I'm  not  sure  how  much  meat  if 
any  they  got  from  it.  Those  were  the  good 
old  days  when  you  kept  half  an  eye  looking 
for  game  and  one  eye  and  a  half  looking 
to  make  sure  that  some  other  friendly 
hunter  didn't  blow  your  head  off. 

I  imagine  most  of  you  read  the  editorial 
last  month  by  our  dear  Editor-in-Chief 
whom  I  have  nicknamed  Hitler  and  will 
explain  why  a  little  later,  about  the  NFH 
planning  to  have  printed  and  distributed 
an  album  containing  the  pictures  of  all 
service  men  and  women  from  the  entire 
town  of  Northbridge.  This  album  will  be 
given  free  to  each  person  having  served 
as  quickly  as  is  possible  after  the  war.  I 
think  myself  that  this  is  truly  a  worth- 
while endeavor  and  urge  you  to  send  a 
picture  of  yourself  to  Lawrence  as  quickly 
as  convenient. 

Of  course,  unfortunately,  this  is  going 
to  cost  a  lot  of  money  and  we  are  now  in 
the  process  of  devising  ways  and  means 
of  allowing  the  town's  people  to  help  and 
yet  give  them  something  for  their  money. 
We  are  now  in  the  process  of  putting  on 
a  show  which  is  going  to  be  run  in 
Whitinsville  at  the  Gymnasium  on  the 
17th  and  here  at  Rockdale  in  the  Hall  on 
the  18th  of  this  month.  It  is  made  up  of 
local  talent  and  the  rehearsals  have  been 
going  on  for  about  a  month  and  "Oh 
Brother",  after  the  first  couple  of  re- 
hearsals I  figured  that  if  we  ever  did  make 
something  out  of  it  and  put  it  on  the 
public  would  run  us  out  of  town.  But  now 
(Continued  on  Next  Page) 
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that  we  have  had  several  rehearsals,  we 
have  really  got  what  I  think  is  going  to 
be  a  very  entertaining  show.  It  is  a  Gay 
Nineties  Revue  and  between  the  costumes 
and  the  songs  and  jokes  it  looks  as  if  it's 
going  to  be  0.  K. 

We  had  a  meeting  before  we  started 
rehearsals  to  agree  upon  the  price  of 
the  tickets,  etc.,  and  I  proposed  that  the 
tickets  be  62  cents  plus  tax,  a  total  of  75 
cents,  arguing  that  being  for  a.good  cause, 
etc.,  the  people  would  pay  that  price. 
Larry  said  no,  too  much  money  so 
we  took  a  vote  and  the  majority  voted 
that  75  cents  it  would  be.  After  a  couple 
of  rehearsals  Larry  ordered  the  tickets 
and  when  they  were  printed  the  price  was 
50  cents  plus  tax  or  a  60  cents  total.  Hence 
he  is  now  "Mr.  Hitler."  I  really  think  the 
guy  had  courage  because  if  I  had  ordered 
the  tickets  after  the  two  rehearsals  I 
think  I  would  have  put  as  a  price  a  quar- 
ter and  held  my  breath  on  that.

The  other  tragedy  occurred  when

Although  I  did  not  know  Mr.  Peloquin 
personally  many  people  from  town  and 
undoubtedly  many  of  you  knew  him  as 
he  has  worked  at  the  shop  for  several 
years. 

It  seems  kind  of  too  bad  to  fill  up  this 
column  with  bad  news  when  a  good  many 
of  you  are  going  through  a  period  of  hell 
on  earth  but  I  did  think  that  you  would 
want  to  know  of  these  things.

Dan  Noble  to  Captain.  Dan  is  flying  in 
France  and  as  I  had  not  heard  from  him 
for  several  weeks,  was  beginning  to  really 
worry.  Was  extremely  pleased  to  learn 
he  was  in  good  health  and  also  to  learn 
of  his  promotion.

Gay  Nineties  Revue 

Is  Smash  Hit 

(By  Scoop  Kennedy) 

The  News  From  Home  presentation  of 
the  "Gay  Nineties  Revue"  was  hailed  by 
the  people  of  Whitinsville  and  Rockdale 
as  a  tremendous  hit.  The  show  was  pre- 
sented first  in  the  Whitin  Memorial  Gym 
on  Friday,  November  17th  and  in  Rock- 
day's  Village  Hall  the  next  evening.  More 
than  twelve  hundred  people  witnessed  the 
two  performances  and  upwards  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars  was  added  to  the  fast 
growing  Servicemen's  Album  Fund. 

The  stage  was  set  to  represent  an  East 
Side  New  York  tavern  in  the  middle 
1890's.  It  included  a  very  spacious  bar, 
appropriate  pictures,  signs  and  one  slight- 
ly used  bar  tender.  The  entire  cast  of 
the  show  was  seated  on  stage  all  during 
the  show  and  served  as  a  voice  chorus. 
During  the  evening  the  four  singing 
waiters  served  rootbeer  and  potato  chips 
to  the  "customers"  on  the  stage.  The 
antics  of  the  waiters  were  worth  the  price 
of  admission  according  to  some  of  the 
audience. 

The  show  was  scheduled  to  start  at 
eight  o'clock,  but  about  two  minutes  be- 
fore eight  the  Master  of  Ceremonies, 
"Scoop",  stepped  on  stage  and  announced 
that  the  beginning  of  the  show  would  have 
to  be  delayed  because  of  a  very  special 
radio  broadcast  which  had  just  been  an- 
nounced. He  also  said  the  broadcast  would 
be  brought  to  the  audience  over  the  public 
address  system.  The  audience  was  very 
quiet  as  Hans  Thielier  played  with  the 
dials  on  the  loud  speaker  control  box.  It 
was  a  tense  moment.  In  a  few  seconds 
music  started  to  come  over  the  system  and 
then  an  announcer  made  the  station 
identification  and  announced  the  special 
broadcast  about  to  begin  from  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  The  next  voice  was  that  of  Bob 
Trout,  Columbia's  ace  news  announcer 
who  told  the  radio  audience  that  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  U.  S.  was  about  to  speak  to  the 
nation  in  a  very  special  broadcast.  He 
told  of  the  various  people  who  were  pres- 
ent in  the  East  Room  of  the  White  House 
waiting  for  the  president  to  begin.  Finally 
the  president  did  start  and  the  audience 
was  deathly  silent.  They  listened  to  every 
word  very  intently  until  the  president 
mentioned  the  fact  that  the  people  of 
Northbridge  were  "at  this  very  moment 
gathered  together  in  the  name  of  their 
common  effort."  Then  it  dawned  on  them 
that  the  whole  "broadcast"  was  part  of 
the  show.  They  gave  the  whole  thing  a 
big  hand  and  were  in  a  swell  mood  for  the 
show  to  start. 

As  everyone  was  set  for  the  cast  to  file 
out  on  the  stage  in  the  usual  manner  there 
came  a  blood  curtling  yell  from  the  back 
of  the  hall  which  made  everyone  turn,  but 
quick.  There,  in  back  of  the  audience,  was 
the  entire  cast  of  the  show  running  up 
and  down  the  isles  climbing  over  cus- 
tomers and  kissing  bald  spots.  Many 
knees  were  sat  on  for  fleeting  moments, 
much  to  the  delight  of  those  who  had  paid 
their  sixty  cents.  There  was  pandomonium 
in  general  for  about  five  minutes  until  the 
whole  group  passed  through  the  audience 
and  up  on  the  stage.  There  was  even  more 
noise  than  when  certain  members  of  the 
cast  found  themselves  without  seats  in 
the  "tavern".  After  much  running  about 


on  the  stage  getting  more  tables  and 
chairs,  (all  part  of  the  act)  the  show  got 
under  way. 

From  one  act  to  the  next  the  audience's 
reaction  was  like  a  producer's  fondest 
dream.  They  laughed  long  and  hard  and 
applauded  often.  The  loudest  shriek  of 
the  evening  came  when  Gussie  and  Har- 
old Kelliher  did  a  little  number  called  "By 
the  Sea".  This  gentle  bit  of  wrestling  en- 
volved  a  large  metal  tub  of  water  which 
represented  the  "sea".  Needless  to  tell 
you,  both  of  the  dancers  ended  up  in  the 
tub  much  to  the  amusement  of  everyone 
in  the  place.  The  other  high  point  in  the 
applause  came  in  the  second  act  when  the 
Can  Can  girls  came  back  on  stage  for 
their  encore.  It  seems  that  they  acquired 
a  fifth  member  of  their  quartet  for  the 
encore  in  the  person  of  the  one  and  only 
"Gussie".  Dressed  in  her  black  and  red 
this  little  addition  "kicked"  when  she 
should  have  "stepped"  and  "backed  up" 
when  she  should  have  "approached".  It 
is  hard  to  say  which  of  these  scenes  got 
the  biggest  laugh;  they  were  both  per- 
fect. 

Other  than  the  above  mentioned  scenes 
it  is  impossible  to  say  which  was  the  best 
act  of  the  show.  It  can  only  be  said  that 
they  were  all  swell,  right  from  the  open- 
ing to  the  closing  chorus.  The  dance  num- 
bers went  off  as  if  they  were  being  done 
by  professionals  and  the  musical  numbers 
were  just  as  good. 

The  News  From  Home  committee  re- 
ceived hundreds  of  congratulatory  mes- 
sages from  townspeople  who  were  very 
pleased  with  the  show.  Many  people  were 
quick  to  say  that  it  was  among  the  best 
performances  ever  staged  in  Whitinsville 
or  in  Rockdale. 

The  excellent  stage  settings,  under  the 
direction  of  Jimmy  Jones,  were  greatly 
appreciated  by  everyone.  The  costumes 
were  well  planned  and  very  appropriate. 
In  general  the  "Gay  Nineties  Revue"  was 
a  great  success  because  it  was  for  a  great 
cause.

Pvt.  Paul  Andonian  writes  from 
France,  "My  twenty-first  birthday  was 
spent  somewhere  in  France.  I  hope  Pete 


(that  is  his  twin  brother)  had  a  better 
birthday  than  I  did.  We  are  living  in  one 
of  the  old  French  Castles  and  it  is  not  too 
bad.  It  is  pretty  cold  here  and  I  guess  it 
is  the  same  way  back  home."  Yes,  Bob, 
Pete  may  be  living  in  a  castle  but  his 
thoughts  are  back  here  in  Whitinsville. 
Well,  here's  wishing  him  luck  and  may 
he  and  all  of  you  be  home  soon. 

Now,  Bob  if  you  have  not  become  bored 
by  this  time  I  would  like  to  tell  you  of 
one  more  letter  I  have  received  and  that 
is  from  our  one  and  only  Sgt.  Herbert 
Baker,  who  is  away  out  in  the  Pacific.  Be- 
fore I  quote  Herbie  I  must  say  Bob  that 
in  one  of  the  issues  of  the  N.F.H.  I  wrote 
of  Cpl.  Cecchi  getting  a  dozen  of  eggs 
from  a  farmer  in  England  and  this  is 
Herbie's  reply  from  the  other  side  of  the 
world.  Hi  Jim!  If  you  write  to  Cpl.  D. 
Cecchi,  tell  him  I  hope  he  enjoys  England 
when  they  put  the  lights  on  again  and 
please  tell  him  if  he  meets  that  fanner 
again  see  if  he  would  get  me  a  dozen  eggs 
for  I  can't  remember  ever  seeing  one  and 
I'm  just  dying  to  taste  one  and  by  the  way 
Jim,  if  you  should  have  an  extra  quart  of 
milk  in  the  ice  box  don't  throw  it  away — 
just  name  a  price  and  I  will  see  that  you 
get  it.  Please  don't  think  we  are  starving, 
it's  just  that  we  don't  get  those  special 
things  such  as  eggs,  mail,  steak  or  any- 
thing else  that  is  good  (almost  forgot — 
no  beer) .  As  for  plain  food  there's  plenty. 
Well,  there  isn't  a  bit  more  to  write  about 
except  to  tell  you  of  an  attack  that  was 
made  on  "B"  Company  a  few  nights  ago 
(at  2000  hours,  on  the  night  of  Oct.  30, 
1944).  There  came  suddenly  and  without 
warning  a  swift  and  well  executed  attack 
on  Co.  "B"  Area.  The  attack  was  spear- 
headed by  three  panzer  columns,  and  im- 
mediately followed  by  Battalions  of 
ground  forces.

They  literally  swarmed  over  this 
bit  of  Tropical  Heaven,  we  laughingly 
call  an  area.  However,  high  honors 
should  be  given  to  the  officers  and  men 
of  Co.  "B".  Rallying  from  the  chaos  and 
confusion  they  climbed  down  from  their 
tent  poles,  jumped  off  their  bunks  and 
valoriously  joined  the  foe  in  battle.  The 
last  seen  of  the  First  Sergeant  was  on 
the  back  of  a  speeding  truck  urging  the 
men  into  the  play.  His  exhortions  were 
met  by  thunderous  cheers.  The  amphibian 
type  cheer  being  used  exclusively — some 
of  the  first  three  graders  could  be  heard 
shouting  "Shoot  the  bums — they're  Japs 
in  disguise!"

He 
wrote  a  verse  for  me  that  was  used  in  a 
song  in  the  Gay  Nineties  Revue  and  I 
sure  appreciated  it  very  much.  The  verses 
and  poems  that  he  has  written  on  various 
occasions  are  truly  remarkable.  So  I  will 
close  with  best  wishes  to  you.

Rams  on  Parade

With  only  two  lettermen  returning,  the 
prospects  of  a  good  1944  football  season 
were  very  doubtful.  Capt.  Bill  Belanger 
reported  for  the  Navy  late  in  August,  to 
make  things  worse.  So  with  two  coach- 
picked  captains  and  forty-two  boys  as 
candidates,  the  practice  started.  Around 
Sept.  16  Northbridge  played  Hopkinton. 
Although  Hopkinton  is  a  small  place,  it 
had  a  large  team,  but  Northbridge 
squeezed  through  by  12-7,  mostly  on  the 
efforts  of  Donald  White  and  Dano  Ma- 
honey  with  White  scoring  from  the  one- 
yard  strip  early  in  the  fourth  quarter  for 
the  first  touchdown,  but  Northbridge  was 
still  behind  7-6.  With  three  minutes  left 
in  the  game  Mahoney  scored  from  the  34 
yard  line  on  a  reverse.  Hopkinton  got  its 
touchdown  on  a  fumble  in  the  North- 
bridge  backfield. 

On  Sept.  23  Northbridge  pulled  one  of 
the  biggest  upsets  in  years  by  defeating 
Fitchburg  7-0.  White  was  again  the 
sparkplug,  scoring  from  the  five  yard  line. 
Another  Northbridge  upset  followed  when 
Northbridge  defeated  Wellesley  13-0 
with  White  taking  scoring  honors  again, 
this  time  with  two  T.  D.'s,  the  first  one 
from  two  yards  out,  and  the  second  from 
five  yards  out. 

Following  the  Wellesley  game,  North- 
bridge  traveled  to  North  Attleboro  where 
they  took  their  first  and  only  defeat,  20-0. 
This  was  one  of  Northbridge's  bad  days. 
Considerable  trouble  started  when  fans 
started  to  shoot  b-b's  at  the  players  on 
both  teams.  Northbridge  then  played  un- 
defeated Westboro,  who  lost  their  first 
game  in  17  starts  that  Saturday  by  a  score 
of  13-0.  Mahoney  ran  wild,  with  Steve 
Ovian  and  Damase  Couture  to  show  up 
the  famous  Westboro  backfield. 

After  being  rained  out  of  the  Franklin 
game  Saturday,  October  7,  we  played  them 
the  following  Monday  and  defeated  them 
by  a  score  of  18-7.  During  half-time  a  riot 
started,  but  was  quickly  put  down.  The 
Bartlett  game  was  the  biggest  scare  of 
the  season  for  Bartlett  scored  once  and 
almost  twice  in  the  last  few  minutes  of 
play,  but  Northbridge  slipped  by  with  a 
12-6  score.  The  following  week  saw 
Northbridge  piling  up  one  of  the  largest 
scores  ever  to  be  scored  on  a  Southbridge 
team.  Scoring  honors  of  the  day  went  to 
Mahoney,  who  scored  three  times,  Picard, 
who  scored  twice.  White  and  Steve  Ovian 
both  scored  once.  Uxbridge  almost  upset 
Northbridge  before  a  crowd  of  about  2000 
fans.  The  score  at  half-time  was  North- 
bridge  19,  Uxbridge  0,  but  as  the  second 
half  started  Uxbridge  came  to  life,  scor- 
ing once  in  each  of  the  remaining  periods 
to  scare  Northbridge  into  getting  another 
T.  D.  on  the  last  play  of  the  game,  to 
bring  the  score  up  to  25-13.  Each  of  the 
Northbridge  backfielders  scored  once.  On 
Thanksgiving  Day,  Northbridge  played 
Milbury  on  one  of  the  sloppiest  and  wet- 
test fields  ever  played  on  by  a  Northbridge 
team.  When  Northbridge  took  the  field, 
ice  covered  most  of  it  and  by  the  time  the 
game  ended,  there  was  nothing  but  mi,  1 
The  score  of  this  game  was  20-7.  Orn 
decent  field  the  score  would  be  60-0. 


With  seven  seniors  playing  their  last 
game,  no  reserves  were  used.  After  nam- 
ing the  lettermen,  the  coach  had  a  vote 
taken  to  see  who  would  be  captain  the 
coming  year.  This  pleasure  went  to  Sarkis 
Kachigian,  Varsity  center  for  the  past 
two  seasons.

27th  with  many  talented  looking  pro- 
spects, many  of  which  have  the  thing  that 
most  coaches  like  to  have,  and  that  is  a 
great  deal  of  height.  Practice  hasn't  been 
in  progress  for  any  great  length  of  time, 
but  it  looks  as  though  our  Co-Captain 
"Pete"  Mesakian  has  the  center  spot 
sewed  up,  for  "Pete"  is  a  good  jumper  and 
is  equally  as  good  in  shooting.  Harry 
Brown,  our  other  Co-Captain,  is  quite  sure 
of  one  of  the  guard  positions  as  he  handles 
and  shoots  the  ball  very  well  also.  Our 
other  guard  position  will  have  in  its 
place  a  very  good  arid  reliable  player,  in 
Donald  White.  The  forward  spots  will  be 
taken  up  by  the  speedy  Steven  Ovian  and 
his  tall  side-kick  Johnny  Leonard,  both 
of  whom  are  expected  to  worry  their  op- 
ponents.

Bolduc  was 
taken  to  the  hospital  and  was  dis- 
charged after  X-rays  had  been 
taken  and  it  was  found  that  he  had 
only  minor  cuts  and  bruises.  Dwyer 
was  discharged  also,  but  recalled 
later  for  more  X-rays.

This 
new  league  will  operate  an  eight  team  loop 
starting  in  '45.  Akron,  Baltimore,  Boston, 
Philly,  Washington,  Chicago,  New  York 
and  Honolulu  were  the  cities  granted 
franchises.  Looks  like  football  is  here  to 
stay.  Which  reminds  me — last  Nov.  6th 
college  football  was  75  years  old,  for  on 
Nov.  6,  1869  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J., 
Rutgers  and  Princeton  with  25  men  on  a 
side  played  the  first  game  with  Rutgers 
winning  six  goals  to  four.  History  dis- 
closes that  the  ball  was  "of  miniature 
size,  made  of  rubber,  and  subject  to  fre- 
quent repairs.  It  was  a  game  of  kicking 


the  ball  and  batting  it  with  the  hand. 
Carrying  the  ball  was  forbidden.  A  point 
was  made  when  the  ball  was  sent  between 
the  goal  posts.  In  1873  Cornell  was  sched- 
uled to  play  Michigan  at  Cleveland  with 
30  men  on  a  side  but  President  White  of 
Cornell  put  the  bite  on  that  saying,  'I  will 
not  permit  30  men  to  travel  400  miles 
merely  to  agitate  a  bag  of  wind'."  Now, 
do  you  fellows  still  long  for  the  good  old 
days  ? 

Still  on  football — there  are  plans  afoot 
to  send  players  and  coaches  on  a  world 
tour  to  the  fronts  to  entertain  service  peo- 
ple in  the  same  manner  as  the  baseball 
leagues  are  doing  right  now.  Fritz  Cris- 
ler  and  Steve  Owens  of  the  pro  New  York 
Giants  are  two  persons  who  will  probably 
go  along.  The  Sugar  Bowl  game  between 
Alabama  and  Duke  will  be  shortwaved 
overseas  for  the  first  time  come  New 
Year's  Day.  And  speaking  of  Bowl 
games  reminds  me  that  I  have  not  seen 
the  list  of  teams  which  will  be  playing  in 
the  various  Bowl  games.  I  will  have  to 
get  that  before  the  NFH  goes  to  press. 

Bainbridge  Naval  which  has  enjoyed  a 
very  successful  season  will  not  play  any 
post-season  game.  They  have  received 
numerous  offers  but  the  Navy  Department 
has  vetoed  such  games. 

Baseball  is  still  in  the  news  and  of  par- 
ticular interest  to  fans  from  Mass.  is  that 
the  Braves  may  have  a  pretty  good  club 
next  year.  The  owners  have  plenty  of  the 
folding  stuff,  more  so  than  usual,  because 
they  couldn't  purchase  a  player  last  sea- 
son. Prize  package  of  President  Quinn's 
shopping  tour  of  the  minor  leagues  may 
be  the  second  base  combination  of  Tom 
Nelson  and  Dick  Culler.  Culler,  a  short- 
stop for  the  Milwaukee  Brewers,  hit  .308 
and  stole  19  bases.  His  194  hits  included 
30  doubles,  4  triples  and  5  homers.  Nelson 
hit  .303  and  20  homers.  That's  what  the 
Braves  need — hitters.  Twelve  new  players 
were  bought,  more  than  any  other  major 
league  so  hang  onto  your  hats.  Just  may- 
be the  series  will  move  to  Boston  in  the 
not  too  dim  future. 

Of  course  you  all  know  that  Baseball 
Commissioner,  Judge  Kenesaw  Mountain 
Landis  died  this  month  thus  bringing  to 
a  close  24  years  of  service  to  baseball.  It 
was  right  after  the  Black  Sox  scandal 
that  baseball  elected  Landis  as  commis- 
sioner and  due  almost  solely  to  him  is 
baseball  still  the  national  sport.  Leslie 
O'Connor,  Landis'  secretary,  has  been 
rumored  as  taking  over  the  post  but  it 
rather  seems  that  the  heads  of  the  leagues 
will  act  as  a  commission  along  with 
O'Connor. 

Next  month  47  national  records  will  be 
presented  to  the  56th  annual  meeting  of 
the  National  A.A.U.  Ann  Curtis,  swim- 
mer, has  filed  15  records  from  2000  to 
1000  yards  for  approval.  Alan  Ford  and 
Adolph  Kiefer  each  are  filing  five  for  ap- 
proval. Gil  Dodds,  Bill  Hulse  and  Ed 
Conway  are  all  filing  track  records. 

Officials  of  the  Goodyear  Tire  and  Dow 
Chemical  Company  have  outlined  a  pro- 


posed organization  which  would  setup  uni- 
form rules  to  cover  athletic  competition 
between  member  companies  and  provide 
adequate  competition  for  employees  pri- 
marily interested  in  inter-company  ath- 
letics. That  sounds  like  a  very  good  plan. 
About  the  same  time  Elmer  Layden  pre- 
sented a  plea  for  a  national  physical  fit- 
ness program  based  on  competitive  sports 
instead  of  the  proposed  compulsory  mili- 
tary training  program.  Along  the  same 
line  Harry  Stuhldreher,  coach  at  Wis- 
consin, proposed  that  a  full  program  of 
American  athletics  be  installed  in  Europe 
as  a  means  of  securing  a  lasting  peace. 
On  paper  that  sounds  all  right  but  it 
would  seem  that  the  Olympics  didn't  do 
much  to  promote  brotherhood  and  certain- 
ly baseball,  the  sport  which  developed 
like  wildfire  in  Japan,  didn't  instill  in  the 
hearts  of  the  Jap  players  any  sense  of 
fair  play  and  sportsmanship.

Everything  is 
rationed  here  and  what  isn't  rationed  has 
a  fifty  per  cent  luxury  tax.  I  have  mas- 
tered the  Pounds,  Shillings  and  Pence. 
I  would  like  to  go  to  Scotland  or  London 
but  doubt  if  I  will  get  a  chance  to  do  so." 

There  you  are  Henry,  would  you  like  to 
go  with  them? 

Next  is  Pvt.  Aime  H.  Dion.  Aime 
writes,  "Hi  Jimmy,  just  a  few  lines  to  say 
I  haven't  forgotten  my  old  friends  from 
the  Screw  Job.  I've  been  quite  busy  ever 
since  I  landed  over  here,  but  right  now 
I  have  all  kinds  of  spare  time.  I  got 
wounded  in  the  left  thigh  by  a  piece  of 
shrapnel  from  a  German  88  shell.  I  am 
in  a  hospital  somewhere  in  England  get- 
ting very  good  care,  so  I  guess  everything 
will  turn  out  O.  K.  I  haven't  received  my 
News  from  Home  lately  because  I've 
moved  too  often  but  will  you  use  this  ad- 
dress from  now  on  . . ." 

You  bet  we  will  Aime  and  I  am  sure  our 
Editor-in-Chief  will  see  to  it  that  you  get 
your  copy.  I  am  really  sorry  Aime  is 
wounded  and  as  he  says  I  hope  "Every- 
thing will  turn  out  0.  K." 

Now  for  the  chuckle  of  1944  and  that  is 
Henry,  a  story  concerning  a  hat.  Jimmy 
Graham,  the  guardian  of  the  screws,  de- 
cided one  windy  night  that  he  would  go 
down  to  the  store  and  make  acquaintance 
with  a  couple  of  fellows  by  the  name  of 
"Haig  and  Haig"  so  he  puts  on  his  soft 
felt  hat  and  marches  out  of  the  house  to 
the  strains  of  the  bagpipes  that  was 
weirdly  playing  in  the  apartment  nearby.

Leslie  Hovarth,  Ohio  State  grid- 
iron star,  was  awarded  the  Heisman 
Trophy  as  the  outstanding  player  in  the 
country.

Big  Ten  coaches  have  come  up  with  the 
old  idea  of  dividing  a  game  into  four 
periods  of  forty  plays  each  period.  A  lot 
of  coaches  have  asked  to  have  the  fore 
arm  block  removed  from  the  game  as 
there  have  been  too  many  loose  teeth, 
flattened  noses  and  lacerated  lips  lately. 
Army's  Glenn  Davis'  total  of  120  points 
was  tops  for  the  nation's  scoring  title.

The  National  Football 
League  has  stated  that  any  player  who 
plays  with  a  new  pro  team  while  under 
contract  or  on  the  reserve  list  of  any 
National  League  team  will  be  suspended 
for  5  years.  . 

Carl  Snavely,  coach  at  Cornell  since 
'36,  has  resigned  to  take  over  at  North 
Carolina  for  the  next  five  years.  Holy 
Cross  has  changed  coaches  with  John 
"Ox"  Da  Grosa  taking  over  when  "Ank" 
Scanlon  resigned  for  business  reasons. 
Da  Grosa  has  done  most  of  the  actual 
coaching  for  the  past  three  years  anyway. 

Unlimited  night  baseball  was  approved 
for  '45  and  the  renting  of  parks  to  pro 
football  teams  was  banned  until  the  end 
of  the  baseball  season,  as  baseball  owners 
moved  to  curb  pro  football.  Landis  was 
named  to  baseball's  Hall  of  Fame  and 
Frick,  Harridge,  and  O'Connor  were 
named  to  be  the  board,  which  will  rule 
baseball.  Fenway  Park  was  selected  as 
the  site  for  the  annual  All-Star  game  to 
be  played  July  10th.  No  lights  in  Boston 
so  it  will  be  the  first  All-Star  daytime 
game  since  '41.  Have  to  get  in  and  see 
that  one.  Wonder  what  Sam  Currie  will 
be  doing  about  that  time?  The  Cards 
have  announced  plans  for  a  million  dollar 
park  to  be  built  after  the  war.  It  will 
hold  not  less  than  40,000,  have  the  latest 
in  lighting,  and  I  suppose  the  best  thing, 
in  the  way  of  hot  dogs,  pop,  peanuts,  and 
cigars.  The  St.  Louis  Browns  were  desig- 
nated as  1944's  No.  1  comeback  and  win- 
ning the  A.  L.  title  gained  them  the  No.  1 
surprise  of  the  year.  Army's  rout  of 
Notre  Dame,  59-0,  was  No.  2  surprise. 
Baseball  is  being  hit  hard  with  twice  as 
many  leaving  for  service  as  are  return- 


ing. However,  Connie  Mack  on  his  82nd 
birthday  says  he  expects  the  Athletics  to 
have  a  pretty  good  team.

Narcus  Bros.,  Stationers,  will  resume 
their  basketball  interests  with  the  first 
game  early  in  January.  Ziggy  Strzelecki 
has  been  signed  and  will  probably  have 
Earl  Brown,  former  football  and  basket- 
ball star  at  Notre  Dame  and  football 
coach  at  Dartmouth  as  a  teammate. 
Games  will  be  played  Sunday  afternoons 
in  Mechanics  Hall.  Northbridge  won 
their  first  game  at  the  expense  of  Oxford, 
48-22.  The  second  game  was  dropped  to 
St.  Mary's  of  Worcester,  36-31.  Tonight 
the  team  is  playing  Uxbridge  and  I  will 
try  to  remember  to  tack  in  the  score  be- 
fore I  turn  this  column  in  for  editing. 
Ned  Irish,  president  of  Madison  Square 
Garden,  says  professional  gamblers  will 
be  barred  from  the  Garden  basketball 
games  to  prevent  any  harm  coming  to 
collegiate  basketball. 

Tommy  Bridges  said  the  other  day,  that 
most  of  the  youths  in  service  who  were 
on  their  way  up  in  sports,  could  come 
back,  but  that  it  will  be  a  tough  process.

Heard  that  Wilfred  Sabourin  was 
wounded  while  serving  in  France  but 
again  we  do  not  know  how  severely.

A  few 
weeks  ago  at  Madison  Square  bookies 
were  working  a  game  giving  6-8  points. 
The  winning  team  was  in  front  by  six  and 
had  a  foul  shot  coming  up  in  the  last  few 
seconds.  The  coach,  Nat  Holman,  knowing 
of  the  odds,  wouldn't  let  his  team  shoot 
and  ordered  them  to  take  the  ball  out  of 
bounds.  It  was  in  the  November  issue  of 
the  NFH  that  I  wrote  Phog  Allen  was 
very  much  concerned  about  gambling  in 
collegiate  basketball  and  I  guess  he  could 
see  which  way  the  wind  was  blowing. 

The  big  news  in  baseball  is  the  sale  of 
the  Yankees  to  Larry  MacPhail,  presi- 
dent of  the  Dodges,  Dan  Topping  and  Del 
Webb,  both  wealthy  sportsmen,  for  $2,- 
800,000.  The  first  time  the  Yanks  were 
sold  after  being  organized  they  brought 
only  $25,000.  They've  come  a  long  way. 
The  sale  won't  affect  the  playing  calibre 
of  the  team  but  some  fans  see  a  tie-in  with 
pro  football  as  Topping  is  the  owner  of 
the  Brooklyn  Tigers  in  the  National  Pro 
league.  The  baseball  owners  are  very 
much  against  pro  football  competing  with 
baseball  early  in  the  fall  and  have  banned 
them  from  using  the  ball  parks  for  games 
'til  after  the  baseball  season.  Up  until 
1921  the  Yanks  were  a  second-rate  ball 
club  and  it  wasn't  until  the  purchase  of 
Babe  Ruth  and  his  subsequent  hitting  that 
the  Yanks  amounted  to  anything.  From 
then  on  they  became  the  strongest  team  in 
either  league,  capturing  14  pennants  and 
10  series,  both  records  for  the  majors. 
Four  of  the  championships  were  won  from 
1936-39.  The  only  team  to  win  four  in 
a  row. 

Although  baseball  will  be  hard  hit  by 
the  man-power  situation  the  chances  are 
there  will  be  a  '45  season.  Major  and 
minor  leagues  may  contract  players  from 
the  American  Legion  junior  leagues  and 
thus  may  have  enough  players  to  keep  the 
game  going  even  though  the  playing  abil- 
ity will  be  far  below  par.  Hertofore  it 
has  been  against  the  rules  of  organized 
baseball  to  make  any  offers  to  players  in 
the  American  Legion  league. 

Members  of  the  Conn.  Sports  Writers 
Alliance  have  voted  Babe  Ruth  the  out- 
standing athlete  in  the  past  quarter  cen- 
tury and  awarded  him  a  plaque.  At  the 
same  ceremony,  Dan  Parker,  New  York 
sports  writer,  Ken  Strong,  former  All- 
American  football  star,  and  Pete  Foley, 
veteran  Conn,  school  boy  coach  were 
awarded  gold  keys.  No  one  was  elected 
to  baseball's  Hall  of  Fame  after  votes  in 
the  recent  balloting  were  tabulated. 

Two  months  ago  saw  the  birth  of  an- 
other football  league  with  Red  Grange 
as  president.  Now  there  is  another  pro 
league  organized — the  Trans-America. 
Chick  Meehan,  former  coach  at  Syracuse, 
Manhattan,  and  N.  Y.  U.  is  the  new  head, 
and  Dallas,  N.  Y.,  Baltimore,  Philly. 
Brooklyn  and  Los  Angeles  will  be  the 
sponsoring  cities.  I'd  like  to  know  where 
all  the  players  are  going  to  be  recruited 
with  three  pro  leagues  in  action.  The 
annual  meeting  of  the  National  Pro 
League  ended  in  a  surprise  adjournment 
with  nothing  accomplished.  The  clubs  ex- 
pect to  hold  the  next  meeting  in  April 
when  player  drafting,  rule  changes  and 
schedules  will  be  discussed.  Eastern  col- 
legiate coaches  liked  the  rule  changes 
which  were  tried  on  an  experimental  basis 


the  past  year  and  now  propose  two  other 
changes  —  revision  of  the  use  of  the  hands 
and  forearms  and  lessening  the  penalty 
for  roughing  a  kicker.  Limiting  the  game 
to  so  many  plays  per  period  as  advocated 
by  western  coaches  was  frowned  upon. 

Alvin  "Doggie"  Julian,  football,  bas- 
ketball and  baseball  coach  at  Muhlenberg 
has  been  appointed  assistant  to  Holy 
Cross'  new  coach,  "Ox"  DaGrosa.  Julian 
has  a  fine  record  as  a  basketball  coach 
and  next  year  may  find  the  Crusaders 
with  a  first  class  net  team.  Tonight  the 
Cross  is  playing  its  only  home  game  of 
the  season  against  Worcester  Tech.  It 
will  be  an  S.  R.  O.  crowd  as  Tech  set 
Holy  Cross  down  last  year  and  on  paper 
this  year  the  Purple  team  is  rated  about 
two  points  better  than  Tech.  Will  give 
you  the  final  score  later.  A  former  Holy 
Cross  star,  Henry  "Hank"  Oulette,  has 
recently  been  appointed  coach  at  Chicopee 
High  school.  Major  "Tuss"  McLaughry 
will  return  to  Dartmouth  to  take  over 
the  coaching  duties  from  which  he  re- 
ceived a  leave  of  absence  to  accept  a 
commission  in  the  Marine  Corps.

But  it  was  possible, 
and  men,  women  and  youngsters  all 
over  the  Blackstone  Valley  stopped 
to  mourn  their  friend. 

It  is  not  for  us  to  explain  why 
"Austie's"  death  was  a  crushing 
blow.  "Austie"  did  that  far  better 
than  any  of  us.  The  memory  of  his 
friendly  handshake,  his  broad  smile 
and  h's  kind  heart  tell  the  story  of 
"Austie's"  life.

He  was  wonderful  because  he  was 
just  "Austie,"  with  a  big  smile  and 
a  bigger  heart,  and  a  kind  word  for 
everyone. 

Servicemen  everywhere  will  suf- 
fer the  same  blow  that  we  at  home 
have  already  felt  when  they  receive 
word  of  "Austie's"  death.  We  have 
lost  a  true  friend  and  a  fine  gentle- 
man. "Austie"  is  gone;  we  have 
only  his  memory.  Nothing  will  ever 
take  that  away.

On  Monday,  the  twelfth  day  of  Febru- 
ary, the  voters  of  Northbridge  went  to 
the  polls  and  elected  the  following  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

George  L.  Searles  and  Herman  Youngs- 
ma  were  elected  to  the  honorable  Board 
of  Selectmen,  defeating  James  J.  Sughrue 
and  Paul  P.  Rutana.  This  was  the  only  con- 
test that  appeared  on  the  ballot.  The  fol- 
lowing town  officers  were  re-elected  with- 
out opposition :  James  R.  Ferry,  Dept.  of 
Public  Welfare;  Dr.  Francis  Cassidy  and 
Mrs.  John  W.  Lasell,  School  Committee; 
William  A.  Spratt,  Sewer  Commission; 
Ernest  A.  Parker,  Riverdale  Cemetery 
Commission;  Walter  Graham  and  Robert 
G.  McKaig,  Athletic  Field  Commission; 
Paul  Whitin,  5th,  Board  of  Road  Com- 
missioners; Walter  M.  Buffum,  Planning 
Board;  Earl  J.  Liberty,  Moderator;  Mrs. 
Robert  Keeler,  Town  Clerk;  Stanley 
Gray,  Town  Treasurer;  Frank  Wood, 
Tax  Collector,  and  William  Scanlon,  Tree 
Warden. 

On  Tuesday  night,  February  13th,  the 
Finance  Committee  recommended  to  the 
voters,  the  sum  of  $423,111.23  to  take  care 
of  the  expenditures  of  the  several  depart- 
ments for  the  year  of  1945.  The  Finance 
Committee  expects  the  same  tax  rate  of 
$35  per  thousand  to  be  safeguarded  dur- 
ing the  coming  year,  providing  no  new 
State  legislation  is  put  into  effect. 

During  the  year  new  commissions  were 
formed,  and  several  major  improvements 
are  planned  in  the  town,  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  Northbridge  Rehabilitation  Com- 
mittee, and  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  Board  of  Selectmen,  a 
central  office  for  Veteran's  Service  was 
opened  this  month  in  the  town  hall,  where 
veterans  and  their  dependents,  may  ob- 
tain information  and  assistance,  also  a 
playground  recreation  commission  of  five 
members,  were  appointed  to  supervise  the 
playgrounds  in  Northbridge. 

To  the  members  of  the  Highway  De- 
partment who  are  in  the  service,  you  will 
be  interested  to  learn  that  we  had  approxi- 
mately 70  inches  of  snow  this  year,  and 
the  department  will  be  happy  to  have  you 
fellows  back  with  us  very  soon,  to  assist 
in  handling  this  situation  another  year.

(Swell  guy  and  a  swell 
soldier  Henry.) 

Pfc.  Hector  Gauthier  has  been  wounded 
for  the  third  time  and  is  in  a  Hospital 
somewhere  in  France.  In  a  letter  received 
from  him  recently  he  states,  "He  is  being 
hospitalized  for  a  perforated  ear  and  con- 
cussion but  that  he  is  as  well  as  can  be 
expected.  He  is  eating  hot  foods  again 
instead  of  frozen  rations.  He  finds  a  hos- 
pital cot  more  comfortable  than  the  frozen 
ground.  He  also  states  that  fighting  in 
the  writer  is  especially  wicked.  You  not 
only  have  the  enemy  to  face  but  also  the 
weather.  He  has  been  going  continuously 
— sometimes  around  the  clock.  You  may 
have  heard  of  people  going  to  sleep  while 
standing — Well — that  happened  to  me 
only  to  find  myself  lying  in  the  snow. 
While  in  the  hospital  he  answered  a  call 
for  a  blood  donor  of  his  type  and  gave  a 
pint  of  blood  so  that  some  soldier  who 
needed  it  might  live. 

Hector  has  been  overseas  14  months — 
he  was  wounded  in  Italy — then  again  in 
France  and  now  for  the  third  time.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  Henry,  that  Hector  gets  over 
this  0.  K.  He  certainly  has  had  his  share 
of  tough  luck. 

Well,  so  long  for  now  Henry  and  as  the 
Welsh  have  a  saying — "Never  look  for  a 
cloud  on  a  bright  sunny  day."  So  keep  up 
your  chin  and  congratulations  on  your 
engagement.

The  news  that  we  get 
from  both  sides  of  the  world  is  all  good 
and  it  is  not  impossible  that  the  end  of 
organized  resistance  in  Germany  may 
come  in  a  matter  of  weeks.  It  does  not 
seem  that,  even  with  the  fear  of  the  Ges- 
tapo and  Secret  Police,  the  German  people 
can  stand  the  terrific  punishment  which 
they  have  taken  for  much  longer.

This  makes 
the  total  from  this  little  village  of  15  boys 
killed  in  action  and  we  are  only  one  small 
community.  When  the  day  comes  that  the 
Powers  that  be  sit  down  to  decide  on  the 
fate  of  the  world  and  the  methods  by 
which  such  wanton  slaughter  and  waste- 
ful effort  such  as  this  war  has  wrought 
can  be  prevented  for  at  least  several  gen- 
erations, may  the  spirits  of  everyone  who 
has  been  called  to  make  his  surpreme  sac- 
rifice rise  up  to  haunt  them  if  they  fail. 

Here  at  home  it  has  been  snow,  snow, 
and  more  snow.  The  old-timers  say  that 
they  haven't  seen  anything  like  it  for  a 
long  time  and  although  the  weather  has 
been  pretty  good  the  last  few  days  there  is 
still  several  inches  of  snow  and  the  sides 
of  the  roads  are  quite  high.  We  had  a  real 
old-fashioned  snow  storm  the  early  part 
of  February  where  there  was  claimed  to 
have  been  something  like  15  inches,  but 
that  must  have  been  in  the  next  county 
because  it  seems  that  we  got  all  the  drifts 
and  there  were  a  good  many  of  them  four 
feet  and  some  higher.

It  seemed 
funny  to  see  horses  and  sleighs  in  use  but 
now  the  roads  are  all  clear  and  today  was 
very  reminiscent  of  Spring. 

Had  a  pleasant  visit  the  other  day  with 
Dick  Allain  who  is  now  at  Drew  Univer- 
sity, Madison,  N.  J.,  enrolled  in  the  V-12 
training.  Dick's  rating  is  ARM  1/c  and 
he  has  spent  over  a  year  in  the  Pacific  area 
as  radio  gunner  assigned  to  Torpedo 
Squadron  8.  Dick  told  me  about  a  recent 
morning  at  Drew  when  the  Commanding 
Officer  ordered  an  assembly  and  then 


called  for  Dick  to  step  front  and  center. 
He  said  he  began  to  think  wildly  of  what 
he  could  have  done  to  have  brought  upon 
himself  a  court  martial  and  almost 
fainted  when  the  CO  read  a  citation  re- 
ceived from  Admiral  Mitscher  awarding 
him  the  Air  Medal  and  commending  him 
for  meritorious  service  while  participat- 
ing in  aerial  activity  at  Palau,  Waleae, 
Truk,  Bonin,  and  Volcano  Islands.

Ed  Mc- 
Keever,  who  took  over  the  Notre  Dame 
coaching  duties  when  Frank  Leahy  en- 
tered the  service,  has  resigned  and  will 
take  over  the  head  coaching  position  at 
Cornell,  vacated  by  Carl  Snavely  at  the 
end  of  the  M  l  season.

A  few  years  ago  the  hand  of  the  law  reached  down  into  our  various 
communities  and  proportionately  selected  better  than  ten  million  men 
and  women.

Do  I  wish  to  return  to  my  old  job,  or  has 
my  enlistment  made  me  suited  for  a  different  field? 

6 :  How  much  money  can  I  expect  to  earn  ? 

7:  Do  I  know  how  to  take  and  give  orders  with  the  expectancy  of  a 
pleasing  performance? 

8 :  Have  I  the  correct  slant  on  fellowship  and  cooperation  ? 

9 :  Do  I  realize  that  in  this  complicated  age  I  must  fit  nicely  or  else  be 
worn  out  soon? 

10 :  Am  I  made  of  the  right  stuff  to  rise  to  bigger  jobs  and  by  more  train- 
ing or  education  reach  those  better  jobs? 

11 :  Am  I  prepared  to  stand  the  jealousies  of  those  over  whom  I  rise? 

12 :  Am  I  preparing  myself  mentally  to  be  properly  rehabilitated  if  that 
should  become  necessary? 

13 :  Am  I  ready  to  establish  a  home  of  my  own  ? 

There  are  many  other  questions  that  I  can  ask  myself,  but  they  will  be 
especially  individual. 

I  will  be  much  better  prepared  for  my  next  big  change  if  I  think  along 
these  lines  between  now  and  the  time  it  comes  upon  me.

Honor  goes  this  month  to  Staff  Sgt.  Ed- 
ward Fournier,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Archie  Fournier  who  has  received  the 
Bronze  Star.  His  citation  sent  to  his  par- 
ents reads  as  follows : 

"For  heroic  achievement  in  connection 
with  military  operation  against  the  en- 
emy on  February  1st,  1945  in  France. 
Sgt.  Fournier  was  serving  as  squad  leader 
when  his  unit  met  stiff  enemy  resistance 
which  impeded  their  advance.  Heavy  en- 
emy artillery,  mortar,  and  machine  gun 
fire  began  to  fall  inflicting  several  cas- 
ualties among  our  troops.  Within  this 
wooded  area,  despite  the  great  risk  of  his 
own  life,  Sgt.  Fournier  exposed  himself 
to  direct  observation  and  enemy  fire  to 
remove  a  wounded  comrade  from  the  open 
ground  and  administer  first  aid.  This 
brave  soldier,  through  his  courageous  ef- 
forts, without  question  saved  the  life  of 
his  comrade." 

Lt.  Harry  F.  Drinkwater,  at  present 
home  on  furlough,  has  been  given  the 
Silver  Star  for  tank  support  of  infantry. 

Lt.  Drinkwater  drove  his  tank  over  ex- 
posed ground  to  knock  out  a  German 
88mm.  gun,  two  machine  guns,  and  two 
mortars  under  constant  enemy  fire.  His 
tank  destroyer  was  hit  and  disabled  and 
finally  blew  up,  throwing  Lt.  Drinkwater 
out  through  the  turret,  wounded  in  both 
legs  and  severely  burned.  He  then  raised 
himself  on  his  hands  and  knees  and 
stopped  another  destroyer  coming  to  his 
rescue  until  it  could  do  so  with  greater 
safety  to  itself. 

Lt.  Drinkwater  was  a  platoon  leader  in 
a  tank  destroyer  battalion. 

We  had  a  letter  recently  from  one  of 
our  department  members — Pvt.  Julian 
(Frenchy)  Masson.  He  also  worked  on 
the  magneto  job  and  sent  his  best  to  all 
his  friends  who  worked  there  with  him. 
It  didn't  take  him  long  after  entering  the 
service  to  get  into  most  of  the  big  drives. 
At  present  he's  in  Luxembourg.  After 
being  able  to  avoid  battle  scars  it  was 
pneumonia  which  sent  him  to  the  hospital. 


From  another  former  shopmate,  Sgt. 
A.  R.  Allen,  comes  word  that  he's  in  Italy 
in  the  15th  Air  Force  as  a  crew  member 
of  a  B-17.  He  has  completed  many  mis- 
sions. In  between  times  he  managed  to 
get  to  the  beautiful  Isle  of  Capri — to 
Naples — and  to  Mt.  Vesuvius.

Okla- 
homa has  a  seven  foot  center  who  is  no 
slouch  and  the  fans  will  see  perhaps  the 
best  game  of  the  year. 

Army  won  the  mythical  Eastern  title 
with  a  seasonal  record  of  fourteen  wins 
and  one  loss.  Ft.  Wayne  Zollners  retained 
their  World  Pro  Title  with  an  easy  victory 
over  the  Dayton,  Ohio  Acmes.  Phillips  66 
from  Oklahoma  held  on  to  their  National 
A.A.U.  title  for  the  third  straight  year 
with  a  47-54  decision  over  Denver.

If  through  the 
united  efforts  of  the  delegates  present  from  all  the  countries,  a  workable 
arrangement  can  be  made  whereby  this  world  will  not  be  torn  by  war  25 
years  or  50  or  ever  again,  "Soldier"  "War  Worker"  and  "Civilian"  can 
feel  after  the  last  shot  is  fired,  that  we  all  have  contributed  to  a  job  "Well 
Done".

However,  I'll  still  say  that  in 
my  opinion  J uly  15th  will  see  all  but  very  sporadic  fighting  over  in  Europe, 
and  to  go  all  the  way  out  on  the  limb,  Jan.  1st  will  see  the  same  in  the 
Pacific  area.  Should  Hitler  and  Tojo  read  this  they  better  give  up  right 
now ! 

Therefore  I  feel  that  it  is  not  too  many  months  hence  before  a  good 
many  of  you  will  be  returning  home.

Today  we  here  at  home  held  our  Memorial  Day  exercises  in  Memorial 
Square.  We  couldn't  help  but  look  at  the  Honor  Roll  of  World  War  II. 

Memorial  Day  is  a  beautiful  and  consoling  custom  and  it  deserves  to 
be  perpetuated.  The  day  has  a  lesson  for  each  and  every  one  of  us.  It  is 
that  we  should  do  everything  in  our  power  that  is  decent  and  honorable 
to  bring  about  conditions  which  will  make  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
to  resort  to  arms  in  settling  future  disputes  between  ourselves  or  with 
the  other  nations  of  the  earth. 

The  war  that  recently  ended  in  Europe  but  continues  in  the  Pacific  is 
the  cruelest  and  costliest  of  all  our  wars.  The  saddest  of  all  our  wars  was 
the  one  between  the  sections,  when  brother  faced  brother  in  a  bloody 
contest  that  should  never  have  occurred.  Many  of  the  victims  of  that  war 
are  buried  at  Arlington.  They  rest  under  the  shadow  of  the  Capitol  which 
was  saved  by  their  valor. 

We  can  say  no  less  of  those  brave  men  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice 
in  subsequent  wars.  It  is  not  too  much  to  believe  that  these  men  will  echo 
our  own  cry  for  national  and  international  peace.  They  are  dead  and  yet 
speak.  It  is  most  fitting  that  we  dedicate  our  own  lives  to  the  task  of 
brotherhood  among  men  everywhere. 

Differences  and  difficulties  are  bound  to  occur.  They  demand  adjust- 
ment, but  they  should  be  settled  by  arbitration  and  mutual  agreement. 
Wars  are  a  reproach  to  our  boasted  civilization.  Today  at  San  Francisco 
we  are  trying  to  minimize  them.  We  shall  keep  on  trying  until  wars  cease 
and  the  causes  of  war  have  been  eliminated. 

No  heroic  sacrifice  is  ever  lost.  These  dead  will  not  have  died  in  vain 
if  they  lead  us  to  the  paths  of  peace  among  men.  That  is  the  thought  we 
pondered  on  this  Memorial  Day.

Hello  Jackie! 

It  was  certainly  good  to  see  you  again 
after  all  these  months  and  months.  The 
boys  were  all  remarking  how  well  you 
looked  after  going  through  all  you  did. 
We  are  certainly  proud  of  you.  Did  you 
know  that  Capt.  Angelo  Pilla  has  been 
wounded  again?  It  seems  that  he  was 
seriously  wounded  in  Germany  and  is  now 
hospitalized.  The  location  of  the  hospital 
is  not  stated  in  the  telegram  that  his 
mother  received.  I  hope  he  pulls  through 
all  right.  Well,  Jackie  here  are  some  ex- 
cerpts of  letters  from  boys  of  411  or  from 
their  sons.  I  think  you  know  them  all.  .  .  . 
David  Gray,  Jr.,  S  1/C,  writes,  "We 
crossed  the  180th  meridian  or  the  Inter- 
national date  line,  whichever  you  prefer. 
We  had  eight  days  that  week  instead  of 
seven.  The  Navy  told  us  we  could  write 
and  tell  you  folks  back  home  some  of 
the  places  we  have  been.  Well,  you  must 
have  read  about  the  invasion  of  Iwo  Jima 
— I  was  there — and  we  all  came  out  of  it 
O.  K.  We  were  also  at  Eniwetak.  That 


is  all  they  will  let  us  say.  Right  now  I  am 
in  the  Boatswain's  locker  where  I  work 
and  spend  most  of  my  time  when  not  on 
watch.  I  did  not  get  the  N.F.H.  for  March, 
but  will  be  looking  for  it.  In  fact  I  look 
for  it  every  month.  It  is  a  swell  paper 
and  it  makes  home  seem  as  though  it  is 
not  so  far  away."  ( Thank  you  David,  Jr. ) . 
.  . .  PFC.  Paul  Andonian  writes  from  Ger- 
many, "How  is  the  weather  back  home? 
The  sun  is  just  starting  to  come  out,  which 
makes  it  the  third  day  in  a  row  that  we 
have  seen  it  after  all  that  rain.  Hang 
on  will  you  I'm  going  up  to  chow.  Here 
I  am  again  after  having  a  good  chow  as 
we  most  always  have.  The  food  we  get 
here  is  just  like  the  food  we  got  back  in 
the  states,  so  don't  think  we  are  not  being 
fed  0.  K.  It  is  just  once  in  awhile  that 
we  have  to  eat  K  rations."  Paul  is  a  swell 
boy  Jackie  and  I  am  curious  to  know 
where  he  got  that  typewriter  that  he  used. 
.  .  .  Cpl.  Harold  L.  Aldrich  wants  to  know 
how  all  the  boys  are  on  the  job.  Well, 
Harold,  Frank  Blakely  is  wating  for  you 
to  come  back.  He  also  says  that  he  doesn't 
think  you  can  get  him  mad  anymore. 
Wanna  try  Harold?  .  .  .  Bill  Gauthier  is 
still  in  the  office  and  has  the  same  old 
problems  plus  a  few  more.  He  is  still  the 
same  Bill,  always  accommodating  and 
willing  to  help.  Dave  Gray  is  doing  busi- 
ness at  the  same  stand  although  he  is  not 
in  the  chicken  business  anymore.  .  .  . 
Rickey  Malmgren,  Charlie  Reilly,  Buck

Here  is  a 
pal  of  our  with  all  that  dough  and  no  place 
to  spend  it.  .  .  .  S/Sgt.  Irving  (Whitey) 
Belanger  writes  from  France,  "You  prob- 
ably know  that  for  the  last  three  months 
I  had  the  good  fortune  of  being  stationed 
in  Paris.  What  a  swell  town  that  is!  I 
made  some  wonderful  friends  over  there. 
This  language  of  French  is  a  big  ad- 
vantage believe  me.  Unfortunately  we 
are  no  longer  stationed  in  the  "Gay  City." 
This  place  is  a  hole,  but  it  is  a  hell  of  a

Russ  was  a  prisoner 
for  10  months  and  has  the  following  rib- 
bons and  medals,  good  conduct  medal,  air 
medal,  distinguish  flying  cross,  European 
ribbon  with  5  battle  stars,  3  oak  leaf 
clusters,  and  his  squadron  has  received 
the  presidential  citation  3  times,  a  won- 
derful record.  He  wishes  to  say  hello  to 
his  cousins,  Earl  Blair,  Steward  Gibson, 
Phil  Dundas,  and  Chet  McQuilkin.  Fol- 
lowing his  furlough  he  will  go  to  Atlantic 
City  for  a  three  weeks'  rest,  then  his  new 

orders.  Best  of  luck  Russ  Capt.  Frank

Roll  by  two  medically  discharged  World 
War  II  veterans,  Pfc.  Owen  Tatro,  USMC, 
escorted  Mrs.  McEndy,  and  S  1/c  Severne 
Laliberte,  U.  S.  Navy,  escorted  Mrs. 
Nolet.  At  the  close  of  the  ceremony  Taps 
was  sounded  and  I  believe  you  could  have 
heard  a  pin  drop  in  the  silence  of  those 
few  moments.  All  in  all  it  was  a  very  suc- 
cessful day  and  I  think  one  we'll  always 
remember.  We  hope  that  you  will  be  as 
proud  of  the  Honor  Roll  and  its  location 
as  we  are.  There  is  one  more  thing  to  add 
to  it  all,  and  it  is  this:  When  Mr.  Liberty 
comes  in  full  possession  of  this  square, 
he  is  turning  it  over  to  the  Town,  to  make 
a  park  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  Lin- 
wood. This  is  a  most  generous  gift  and 
I'm  sure  all  of  you  fellows  will  say  with 
me — Thank  you  Sir! 

The  credit  for  this  Honor  Roll  goes  to 
all  the  people  of  Linwood,  who  donated  so 
generously  for  its  erection.  But  we  can't 
help  but  mention  Mr.  William  Guertin, 
who  designed  and  built  it.  He  worked 
hard  and  gave  his  time  and  I'm  sure  many 
more  things  that  we'll  never  know  about. 
Also  to  Severne  Laliberte,  for  it  was  he 
who  started  the  whole  thing,  and  personal- 
ly collected  the  donations.  James  Jones 
did  all  the  printing  of  the  names  and  the 
lettering  on  the  Honor  Roll,  and  for  the 
boys  I  say,  Thanks  Jim.  Of  course,  I  think 
that  without  good  leadership  the  best  of 
ideas  fall  through,  but  we  were  most 
fortunate  in  having  a  Chairman  in  Ed- 
ward Ballard,  who  thought  very  clearly 
and  led  the  committee  with  splendid  or- 
ganized ability.

Hank 
Greenberg  is  the  most  recent  and  his  big 
bat  has  put  Detroit  out  in  front  at  the 
moment,  very  definitely  in  the  best  posi- 
tion to  get  the  pennant.  Red  Ruffing,  after 
a  short  vacation,  will  join  the  Yanks  and 
attempt  to  add  a  few  more  games  to  his 
258  major  league  victories.  Dolph  Camilli, 
former  Dodger  infielder  and  later  man- 
ager of  the  Oakland  Club  in  the  Pacific 
League,  joined  the  Red  Sox  this  week. 
Cronin  believes  Camilli's  hitting  will 
greatly  strengthen  the  Sox.  .  .  .  U.  S. 
Army  athletic  officials  are  seeking  major 
league  all-star  baseball  teams  and  Na- 
tional League  football  teams  for  exhibi- 
tions in  Europe.  It  is  hoped  that  the  base- 
ball stars  could  be  flown  to  Europe  before 
the  current  season  ends  Sept.  30  and  that 
the  teams  would  be  on  hand  to  participate 
in  the  "Victory  Games"  Carnival  being 
planned  for  late  August  in  Nuermberg 
stadium.  Commissioner  Chandler,  pend- 
ing a  formal  request,  has  no  comment  yet 
but  Layden  says  the  National  Football 
League  is  "ready  and  willing"  to  comply 
with  Army's  wishes.  .  .  .  Looking  over  the 
Telegram  this  morning  I  read  that  the 
war  has  been  responsible  for  a  complete 
transformation  in  the  type  of  play  in  the 
National  and  American  Leagues.  Long 
recognized  as  the  pitching  league  the  Na- 
tional League  has  done  an  about  face  and 
is  now  the  heavy  hitting  circuit  and  the 
American  League  teams  are  switching  to 
strong  pitching.  The  National  League 
has  for  the  first  time  since  1929,  a  distinct 
batting  edge  over  the  American,  .261  to 
.246  and  has  more  .300  batters,  17  to  8. 
Last  year  was  the  only  one  in  the  past 


15  that  the  Nationals  outbatted  the  Amer- 
icans and  then  by  only  one  point.  The 
A.  L.  has  lost  such  well-known  sluggers  as 
DiMaggio,  Williams,  Henrick,  Keller, 
Gordon  and  Dickey  to  name  a  few.  The 
N.  L.  heavy  sluggers  remain  but  the  pitch- 
ing staffs  have  lost  Vandermeer,  Beazley, 
Lanier,  Schumaker,  and  Higbe  among 
others.  ...  I  will  bet  a  bent  nickel  that 
none  of  you  fellows  know  that  Gen.  Eisen- 
hower played  Pro  Ball  in  1911  on  a  team 
in  the  Kansas  State  League  and  that  he 
hit  a  neat  .335.  Gen.  "Ike"  revealed  that 
he  played  under  the  name  of  Wilson,  while 
witnessing  a  game  at  the  Polo  Grounds, 
last  week.  Some  sleuth  checked  back  and 
dug  up  the  figures.  Another  interesting 
item — a  batter  got  a  homer  off  Ferriss 
last  Sunday  making  the  first  round-trip- 
per hit  made  off  Ferriss  in  118  innings. 
Baseball  is  here  to  stay,  I  guess.  Pres. 
Ford  Frick  of  the  National  League  is 
pleasantly  surprised  at  the  45  attendance 
figures.  By  the  end  of  this  week  the 
league's  teams  will  have  drawn  over  2,000,- 
000  fans,  a  figure  way  above  last  year, 
and  this  despite  the  bad  weather  prevalent 
the  first  six  weeks.  .  .  .  Mel  Harder  who 
served  17  seasons  with  the  Cleveland 
Indians,  is  rejoining  the  team  in  hopes 
of  adding  to  his  string  of  209  victories. 
How  many  of  you  recall  Tony  Cuccinelli? 
You  all  should  remember  him  because  he 
has  been  kicking  around  in  baseball  since 
'26.  Tony  has  been  the  surprise  of  every 
fan  to  say  nothing  of  the  A.  L.  pitchers. 
The  White  Sox  third  sacker  is  hitting  a 
nice  .342  this  year,  27  points  ahead  of 
his  nearest  rivals,  George  Case  (no  rela- 
tion as  I  said  last  year)  and  Nick  Etten.

Many  of  them  have  taken  part  in  the  Victory  Marches  which  are  lead- 
ing to  peace  for  all  —  some  I'm  sure  were  in  Africa  —  others  in  Italy  — 
and  some  in  Berlin  recently  when  that  flag  which  originally  flew  over  our 
American  symbol  of  peace  —  the  capitol  at  Washington  —  was  raised 
by  our  President. 

All  of  these  boys  who  played  such  a  gallant  part  in  this  March  of  Peace 
harbor  the  thoughts  of  the  President  —  they  sought  no  spoils  or  valor 
save  the  RIGHT  to  live  in  PEACE. 

With  the  plans  for  PEACE  already  formulated  by  the  ALLIED 
NATIONS  and  with  but  one  more  score  to  settle  in  the  Pacific  may  the 
March  of  Peace  be  complete  and  continuous  soon.

About  7 :00  P.  M.  Tuesday,  August  14,  we  received  the  good  news  that 
the  Japs  had  decided  to  quit,  and  accept  the  terms  set  forth  in  the  Potsdam 
ultimatum.  A  few  minutes  later  the  town  really  cut  loose,  Whistles  blew, 
bells  rang,  radio's  blared,  kids  screamed,  automobiles  with  tin  cans  attached 
went  by  at  a  mad  pace.  Mothers  forgot  to  nurse  their  babies  and  joy  was 
unrestrained. 

After  the  first  wild  surge  of  emotion,  most  of  the  town  gathered  in 
Memorial  Park  where  a  simple  yet  dignified  and  reverent  service  was  held 
by  the  churches  of  the  community.  George  Searles  acted  as  chairman  of 
the  affair  and  the  American  Legion  served  as  a  color  guard. 

All  bars  were  closed  for  twenty-four  hours,  but  there  seemed  to  be 
plenty  of  0.  B.  Joyful  around  and  as  one  fellow  put  it,  it  was  no  time  to 
keep  your  spirits  bottled  up. 

After  the  service  in  the  park  every  one  expressed  their  joy  in  their  own 
particular  way.    There  were  many  contrasts  in  the  way  folks  celebrated. 

The  following  morning  a  good  old-fashioned  parade  was  held  under  the 
leadership  of  Harry  Lees.  Civic  and  fraternal  organizations  were  repre- 
sented. Ken  Liberty  was  dressed  as  Uncle  Sam  and  was  mounted  upon  a 
magnificent  steed.  The  News  from  Home  was  represented  in  a  baby  Austin 
piloted  by  Gussie  and  accompanied  by  Nora  Carr,  Tillie  and  Mike  Marker 
and  Lawrence  Keeler.  By  the  way  your  editor  got  a  plug  in  for  more  photo- 
graphs for  the  Album  as  there  was  a  large  sign  on  the  car  pleading  for 
your  pictures. 

After  completing  the  line  of  march  in  Whitinsville  the  participants  piled 
into  trucks  and  were  transported  to  Linwood  and  Rockdale  where  they  re- 
peated their  performance.  Music  for  the  parade  was  provided  by  the  Rock- 
dale Bugle  and  Drum  Corps. 

At  7:30  in  the  evening  union  services  were  held  in  the  Congregational 
Church.  Later  three  free  dances  were  held  in  the  Town  of  Northbridge,  one 
at  the  Memorial  Hall,  Whitinsville,  one  at  the  Village  Hall  in  Rockdale  and 
one  in  Linwood.  While  the  dance  in  Whitinsville  was  in  progress  Joe  Topp's 
musicians  arrived  on  the  scene  in  a  mellow  holiday  spirit,  and  did  a  snake 
dance  around  the  dance  floor  before  leaving  for  more  fields  to  conquer. 

Thursday  morning  was  spent  by  most  people  in  bed  with  ice  packs  on 
their  heads  vainly  attempting  to  recover  from  the  affects  of  the  previous  72 
hectic  hours. 

Four  ball  games  were  held  Thursday  afternoon  at  Linwood  Avenue. 
Whitins  defeated  Rockdale  11  to  5.  Plummers  defeated  Vail  Field  10  to  0. 
In  the  softball  games  the  Office  defeated  Joe  Topp's  12  to  7.  The  Gym  de- 
feated the  Tool  Job  5  to  2.  The  games  were  under  the  direction  of  Mike 
Marker.  Umpires  were  Sally  Jones,  Buster  Allard,  Vreg  Marsoopian  and 
Mike  Marker.

There  is 
"Pete"  Belisle  M.  M.  1/c  who  writes  a 
breezy  letter  to  "Joe"  Guyette  here  in  the 
Tool  Crib  and  peeking  over  "Joe's" 
shoulder  I  read  "I  had  a  nice  trip  coming 
over  except  for  the  first  night.  We  hit 
some  ground  swells  right  off  the  coast  and 
everybody  and  his  brother  was  sea  sick. 
We  had  quite  a  few  "Waves"  aboard  and 
most  of  them  were  real  sick.  It  sure  was 
a  mess.  I  was  assigned  to  a  P.  T.  Tender 
the  other  day  and  I'm  at  a  Rec.  Base  wait- 
ing transportation.  Just  to  keep  us  out 
of  trouble  they  have  us  doing  everything. 
I'm  driving  a  "Ten  Wheel"  cargo  truck,  it 
has  no  roof  or  windshield.  On  the  aver- 
age of  once  a  day  I  get  soaked,  and  the 
way  I  got  these  lines  so  darned  crooked 
you  might  think  I've  been  drinking,  but 
I  haven't  had  a  drink  in  a  long  time  now 
(four  days)  when  I  was  in  the  States  I 
really  made  up  for  all  I  missed". . . .  There 
you  are  Henry,  if  I  could  only  show  you 
just  how  it  was  written  you  would  know 
that  "Pete"  was  really  on  the  ball.  (That 
right  "Pete").  .  .  .  Then  there  is  another 
boy  out  your  way  who  is  really  in  the 
thick  of  it  and  that  is  "Dave"  Gray's  boy, 
David  Gray,  Jr.  S  1/C  he  writes,  "Well, 
when  we  were  at  Okinawa  we  were  lucky 
and  got  us  a  Jap  plane  —  a  suicide  plane 
at  that  and  the  same  day  we  picked  up 
some  Japs  in  a  life  raft.  There  were 
three  of  them  to  start  with.  When  we  got 
close  to  them  we  could  see  one  of  them  was 
dead  but  the  other  two  were  still  alive. 
When  we  tried  to  take  them  on  the  ship 
one  of  them  took  off  his  life  belt  and 
drowned  himself,  the  other  we  took  on  the 
ship  and  we  brought  him  to  the  authori- 
ties. A  few  days  later  we  had  an  air  raid 
and  one  of  our  ships  was  hit  and  we  had 
the  job  of  picking  up  the  men  out  of  the 
water,  some  of  them  were  hit  pretty  bad. 
They  were  all  cut  up  and  burnt.  I  sure 
hope  we  never  have  that  to  do  anymore". 
That  certainly  is  a  grim  picture  that 
David,  Jr.  has  painted  for  us  Henry,  one 
that  he  and  his  comrades  will  never  for- 
get and  it  reminds  us  very  forcibly  here 
»  at  home  that  we  have  also  a  duty  to  per- 
\  form  as  well  as  keeping  the  faith.  God 
(  speed  the  day  when  you  will  all  be  home 
again  amongst  your  friends  and  relatives 
enjoying  the  peace  which  you  so  richly 
deserve.  Now  to  go  to  the  other  side  of 
the  world  we  find  Cpl.  D.  Cecchi  writing 
from  Reims,  France,  "Was  I  shocked  to 
read  about  Leonard  Howard  in  the  N.  F. 
I  H.  I  read  it  over  and  over  again  and  still 
think  about  it,  he  was  a  swell  person.  I 
really  enjoy  the  N.  F.  H.  and  look  for- 


ward to  it  every  month.  I  was  almost  on 
my  way  to  the  Pacific  when  a  "physical" 
threw  me  down  so  now  I'll  have  to  stay 
here  till  they  decide  it's  time  for  me  to 
come  home."  (and  I  hope  its  soon  Cpl.  D. 
Cecchi)  and  last  but  not  least  comes  Cpl. 
Harry  E.  Remillard  who  corrects  a  state- 
ment that  I  made  in  the  last  issue  of  the 
N.  F.  H.  the  correction  is:  "It  was  the 
3rd  Air  Division  and  not  the  3rd  A.  A.  F. 
Flying  those  P.  W.'s.  The  3rd  A.  D.  is 
part  of  the  8th  A.  A.  F."  (Thanks  Harry 
and  my  apologies  to  all  for  this  error).

Hello  Jimmy  — 

I  received  your  letter  and  everything 
is  being  taken  care  of.  Congratulations 
to  you  and  your  wife  on  the  birth  of  your 
new  daughter.  I  haven't  seen  her  yet  but 
I  hope  to  before  long.  Cpl.  Bernard 
Koerten  wrote  to  me  and  says,  "I  am  at 
present  in  a  small  town  named  Tepe  in 
Czechoslovakia.  It  is  quite  close  to  the 
German  border  and  it  has  all  German 
people  in  it  except  for  the  Czechs  who 
moved  in  since  V.  E.  Day.  Most  of  the 
men  in  our  company  have  shipped  out  and 
the  remainder  are  pulling  guard  out  at 
the  P.  W.  Camp.  This  camp  will  be 
broken  up  this  week — and  we  are  sup- 
posed to  move.  Our  Division  is  supposed 
to  be  deactivated  and  we  will  be  sent  to 
replacement  centers.  I  may  get  home  for 
thirty  days  sometime  this  fall  unless  we 
get  shipped  direct  to  the  Pacific.  I  get 
my  N.  F.  H.  very  regular  and  I  am  sure 
glad  to  receive  it.  The  pictures  sure  are 
interesting  and  what  surprises  me  is,  that 
the  "kids"  are  now  young  men  and  women. 
I  have  only  been  over  for  six  months.  We 
managed  to  see  a  little  action  towards  the 
end  of  the  war.  We  are  credited  with 
taking  "Pilsen"  Czech.  I  have  only  one 
"Battle  Star"  so  my  points  don't  total 
very  high."  —  Well  Jimmy  I  was  glad  to 
hear  from  "Bernie"  and  now  that  the 
war  is  over  he  probably  will  be  able  to 
see  more  of  the  scenery  around  him  than 
he  could  from  the  inside  of  a  tank.  I 
certainly  hope  so.  .  .  .  Philias  Remellard 
of  411  has  been  receiving  some  interesting 
souvenirs  from  his  sons  in  Germany.  I 
remember  one  noontime  he  came  to  the 
crib  with  quite  a  lot  of  German  currency. 
He  had  quite  a  "Roll",  but  the  most  inter- 
esting of  these  souvenirs  was  a  Miniature 
Hand  Painted  Center  piece  of  a  "Lady's 
Pin".  In  its  original  setting  it  must  have 
been  a  wonderful  piece  of  jewelry.  Phil 
ought  to  feel  proud  of  the  nice  collection 
he  has.  Dave  Buma  dropped  in  to  see  us, 
now  that  he  is  back  from  Germany.  Dave 
certainly  has  done  his  share  and  we  are 
proud  to  have  him  back  with  us  looking  so 
good.  I  hope  to  have  a  chat  with  him 
before  long.  I'll  bet  he  has  had  a  lot  of 
interesting  experiences.  I  was  down  on 
Church  Street  the  other  night  and  I  ran 
into  Sgt.  Richard  Garabedian  in  front  of 
the  Pythian  Building.  He  was  surrounded 
by  a  number  of  his  friends  so  I  did  not 
have  a  chance  to  talk  with  him  much  out- 
side of  greeting  him  with  a  Welcome 


Back  Home  —  he  was  relating  some  of  the 
beautiful  spots  that  he  has  seen,  and 
you  can  bet  your  bottom  dollar  that  he 
has  seen  a  lot.  I  gathered  from  his  con- 
versation he  has  travelled  considerably. 
.  .  .  Francis  Scott  writes — "The  last  let- 
ter I  got  from  you  was  at  Okinawa  and 
that  was  over  a  month  ago — I've  got  a 
surprise  for  you,  the  first  of  this  month 
(Aug.)  I  made  Coxswain,  you  know  that's 
the  same  rating  "Joe"  Burns  has.  I'm 
doing  a  lot  of  travelling  now  and  I've  got 
a  new  "Album" — I  haven't  got  many 
pictures  in  it  yet  but  by  the  time  I  get 
home  I  imagine  I'll  have  quite  a  few.  .  .  . 
Harry  Newton  RM  3/c  writes,  "I  ar- 
rived at  our  new  station  a  few  days  ago, 
it  is  really  "out  in  the  sticks". — There  is 
a  stream  of  water  near  here  and  I  bet 
there  are  a  hundred  thousand  salmon 
going  upstream  to  lay  their  eggs.  I  had 
some  fresh  salmon  just  out  of  the  water, 
fried  in  deep  fat,  and  I  never  tasted  fish 
in  my  entire  life  that  was  so  good.  We 
are  stationed  on  the  edge  of  the  ocean  and 
we  have  a  nice  fresh  water  lake,  too.  Seals 
are  plentiful,  one  of  the  boys  killed  one 
and  is  tanning  the  skin.  Yesterday  my 
friend  and  I  were  walking  alongside  a 
brook  and  we  came  upon  a  bear  track  and 
I  bet  it  was  near  a  foot  in  diameter.  My 
friend  and  I  also  rowed  out  to  a  small 
island  off  the  coast  and  I  didn't  realize 
how  far  it  was  until  we  got  started.  There 
is  a  sea  weed  that  grows  up  here  that  is 
about  fifty  times  as  big  as  it  is  at  the 
beaches  back  home.  Just  before  we  got 
to  the  island  we  got  stuck  in  the  darn  sea 
weed.  I  was  scared  for  a  minute  because 
the  waves  were  getting  higher  and  higher, 
we  could  hardly  move  for  the  weed,  the 
waves  were  hitting  us  broadside  but  we 
made  it  0.  K.  After  trying  to  climb  the 
cliffs  we  decided  it  was  about  time  to 
start  for  shore.  We  made  it  just  in  time 
as  there  was  a  fog  coming  in  from  the 
sea.  I  bet  there  were  a  few  thousand  birds 
flying  all  around  the  island.  I  never  heard 
as  loud  a  racket  as  those  birds  made — 
they  must  have  been  what  they  call  a 
"Sea  Parrot"  up  here.

It  is  of  tre- 
mendous relief  to  know  that  the  shooting 
has  stopped,  but  to  really  feel  that  the 
affair  has  ended  will  come  only  when  the 
boys  have  come  home.  Let  me  add  that 
for  those  who  will  never  return  let  us 
all  unite  in  prayer  the  glory  of  their 
deeds  and  supreme  sacrifice  which  they 
made,  shall  live  with  us  long  after  we 
are  no  more.  .  .  .  Coming  back  to  the 
weather  report,  at  the  moment  it  is  warm, 
in  fact  it  is  very  warm,  as  a  matter  of 
tact  it  is  just  plain  outright  hot.  Good  old 
New  England  weather,  it  runs  the  garnet 
up  and  down  the  thermometer  like  no- 
body's business.  I  guess  though  from 
some  of  the  letters  I  have  received  describ- 
ing the  temperature  out  in  some  of  those 
Pacific  bases  that  95-100  degrees  is  when 
it  starts  to  cool  off.  But  be  that  as  it  may 
when  it  gets  up  to  95  I  call  it  hot.  .  .  ! 
There  isn't  a  great  deal  to  report  on 
activity  around  here  except  the  celebra- 
tion V-J  Day,  which  gave  a  lot  of  people 
a  chance  to  blow  off  some  steam  and  did  a 
lot  of  good,  and  so  far  as  I  have  heard 
no  harm.  They  had  a  dance  in  the  street, 
parades,  and  the  good  old  Rockdale  Drum 
and  Bugle  got  right  there  and  did  th  ir 
stuff.  .  .  .  Saw  Ernest  Girouard  the  other 
day  who  has  been  home  on  leave  after 
many  months  in  Europe.  He  looks  fine 
and  says  it  is  just  as  good  to  be  home  as 
he  thought  it  was  going  to  be.  .  .  .  Also 
heard  that  Bill  Spratt  has  been  promoted 
to  First  Lieutenant  which  was  good  news 
to  hear.  Bill  is  out  in  India  still  flying 
the  Hump  with  the  other  fellows.  Bill's 
brother,  Archie,  has  been  in  the  Navy  a 
couple  of  months,  and  according  to  his 
mother  has  given  Uncle  Sam  twenty 
pounds  of  his  excess  weight,  and  is  now 
right  down  in  fighting  trim.  Lot  of  you 
boys  who  have  been  awav  for  two  or  three 
years  or  longer,  will  remember  Archie  as 
the  little  Spratt  boy,  but  believe  me  he  is 
no  longer  little,  over  6  ft.  and  almost  200 
lbs.,  and  that  is  what  I  call  a  pretty  big 
boy.  .  .  .

And 
now  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  you  boys 
overseas,  are  waiting  anxiously  for  you 
to  return.  We  pray  that  it  won't  be  long 
before  you  will  all  be  home  once  again. 
We  are  thankful  that  the  fighting  is  over, 
but  in  our  prayers  we  will  never  forget 
all  those  who  made  it  possible  for  us  to 
have  Victory.  Our  families  are  safe,  our 
homes  standing,  and  our  children  looking 
forward  to  a  new  Era  of  Peace  and  Se- 
curity. All  this  was  possible  only  through 
each  and  everyone  of  you.  We  have  this 
to  say  in  all  sincerity — "Thank  you  fel- 
lows each  and  every  one,  from  the  bottom 
of  our  hearts."

September  25,  1945 
Now  that  the  storm  of  battle  has 
passed  and  the  shouting  of  victory 
has  quieted,  the  speculation  which 
always  follows  a  war  will  begim 
Hundreds  of  questions  will  be 
raised,  discussed,  argued  and  never 
settled.  The  greatest  general,  the 
most  important  battle,  the  most  im- 
portant theater  of  operations; 
they'll  all  be  mulled  over  by  many 
writers  and  observers  all  qualified 
experts  on  war.  Their  discussion 
will  be  interesting  and  profitable 
but  few  of  the  questions  will  ever 
be  settled,  really.  There  is  one 
phase  of  this  expected  discussion 
which  we  would  like  to  nominate  as 
the  only  one  that  should  leave  its 
lasting  impression  on  the  hearts  of 
all  our  people.  That  is,  who  was  the 
greatest  soldier  of  this  war?  Who 
was  it  greatest  hero? 

The  greatest  hero  of  the  war 
never  crawled  through  the  mud 
amid  the  thunder  of  enemy  guns. 
He  never  rushed  a  beach  in  the  face 
of  murderous  machine  gun  fire.  He 
never  fell  through  space,  wingless, 
into  the  cold  sea.  He  never  did  any 
of  these  things.  This  hero  was  a 
girl.  She  never  left  home. 

No,  she  never  left  home,  but  her 
heart  did.  Her  heart  went  with  him 
as  he  sweated  out  his  basic.  Her 
heart  went  overseas  into  the  black- 
ness of  this  earth's  hell.  She  stayed 
home;  warm,  comfortable,  safe. 
But  she  wasn't  safe  from  the  thou- 
sand aches  that  come  from  constant 
longing.  She  was  never  without 
those  plans  that  kept  her  alive  and 
hopeful  during  long  nights  of  wait- 
ing. She  never  stopped  praying 
that  her  heart  would  come  back  to 


her,  and  home.  She  only  waited  and 
prayed. 

Now  her  eyes  are  dry;  the 
anxious  weeks  of  "missing"  and 
then,  "regrets  to  inform",  had 
numbed  her  senses.  Now  only  her 
anxious  prayers  will  help  her  to 
struggle  through  automatic  living 
from  day  to  day.  She  is  alone  now 
to  face  a  world  that  will  sympathize 
and  then  forget.  She  is  alone  to  tell 
the  bedtime  story  to  a  wondering 
little  heart.  She  is  alone  to  look  into 
the  night  and  wonder  WHY? 

The  thousand  memorials,  the 
millions  of  empty  words  of  thanks 
will  never  fill  that  part  of  her  where 
her  heart  once  beat.  For  her,  the 
greatest  wound  of  all  is  yet  to  come. 
When  shouting  crowds  are  greet- 
ing those  who  come  home  from  war, 
her  tears  will  start  again.  Her  little 
boy  won't  wave  a  tiny  flag  to  greet 
her  heart.  This  little  boy  will  never 
know  the  loving  touch  of  one  who 
lived  through  mud  and  fire  dream- 
ing of  the  day  when  he  and  his 
would  walk  through  familiar  woods 
laughing  away  the  memories  of 
blacker  days. 

Now  you  know  our  greatest 
soldier.  What  do  you  think?  Will 
she  get  your  sympathy  and  will  you 
forget?  Will  she  be  alone ?  Or  will 
you,  in  the  joy  of  your  own  particu- 
lar happiness,  stop  and  think  of  her 
and  why  he  died?  Those  of  us  who 
will  come  home  must  carry  forever 
the  gratitude  we  now  feel  for  those 
who  died.  It  is  for  us  to  guarantee 
that  his  children  will  live  in  peace 
and  that  his  widow  will  not  want. 

What  do  you  think?  Is  she  the 
greatest  soldier  of  all.  WILL  WE

A  Letter  from 
"The  Night  Owl"

Pvt.  James  Thurber: 

Received  your  most  interesting  letter 
and  when  you  come  home  again  I  guess 
there  will  be  plenty  more  to  tell.  You 
know  "Jimmy"  when  you  are  in  the  serv- 
ice you  are  in  something  that  is  awfully 
big  in  fact  it  is  so  big  a  fellow  has  to  be 
in  it  quite  a  while  before  he  really  under- 
stands what  it  is  all  about  and  I  have  my 
doubts  as  to  anyone  ever  really  under- 
standing all  about  it.  I  guess  it  is  made 
up  of  one  word,  Discipline,  and  to  show 
what  I  mean  I  will  relate  a  story  my  Dad 
used  to  tell  of  an  Officer  in  the  British 
Army  and  of  the  length  he  went  in  order 
to  maintain  discipline.  An  officer  in  the 
British  army  who  had  the  misfortune  to 
have  only  one  eye  was  detailed  to  go  to 
India  with  his  regiment.  When  he  arrived 
in  India  he  thought  he  would  like  to  hire 
a  couple  of  natives  to  act  as  personal  at- 
tendants to  his  wants.  Being  quite  a 
martinet  and  a  crank  on  discipline  he 
undertook  to  train  these  natives  to  the 
manner  in  which  he  was  accustomed.

"It's  terribly  hot  and  sticky  here  right 
now — certainly  wish  I  was  back  in  New 
England  with  all  its  beauty  at  this  time 
of  year.  Louisville  is  very  pretty  how- 
ever. I  know  Armand  is  looking  forward 
to  coming  home  for  good  and  I  for  one 
hope  it  will  not  be  long.  .  .  .  David  Gray, 
S  1/c,  sends  an  interesting  letter.  Some 
time  ago  we  read  in  the  papers  and  saw 
in  the  movies  the  news  of  the  Japanese 
Hospital  Ship  that  was  caught  with  con- 
traband— well,  "Davy's  ship,  the  U.S.S. 
Connolly,  was  ordered  to  have  charge  of 
her  and  deliver  her  to  an  assigned  des- 
tination. This  was  carried  out.  The  fat 
of  the  ship  and  the  "Japs"  will  be  de- 
cided upon  by  a  prize  court.  It  seems 
when  V-J  came  Davy  knew  nothing  about 
it.  He  says,  "I  was  on  duty  in  a  small 
boat  away  from  my  ship  for  two  days. 
We  were  in  the  Philippines  at  the  time 
and  when  we  left  our  ship  we  were 
ordered  to  be  gone  for  a  few  hours  but  a 
storm  came  up  and  we  were  blown  out  to 
sea.  Later  we  were  picked  up  by  a  sea- 
plane tender.  Boy,  what  a  time  we  had. 
Now  that  it  is  all  over  I  think  it  was  a  lot 
of  fun."  Another  boy  who  is  out  there  in 
the  Pacific  is  "Herbie"  Blakely.  He 
writes,  "Well,  I'm  here  where  I  said  I 
would  be  when  I  left  the  old  homestead  to 
join  the  USN.

We  had  a  rough  trip  in  and  no 
sooner  got  out  of  Manila  Bay  when  we  got 
typhoon  warnings  and  we  had  to  lash 
everything  down.  We  bobbed  around  like 
a  cork  but  outside  of  a  bunch  of  seasick 
soldiers  we  had  no  casualties.  You  would 
really  laugh  your  eyes  out  if  you  could 
see  the  sign  that  hangs  from  the  main 
building*  in  Yokahama.  It  was  put  up  by 
the  "Japs"  and  it  reads  "Welcome  U.  S. 
Navy."  How  do  you  like  that?  There  is 
a  bunch  of  small  fishing  boats  around 
here  and  if  they  come  too  close  we  have 
orders  to  shoot.  It  would  be  a  hell  of  a 
time  to  be  caught  by  one  of  those  rats 
now." 

P.  S.  Have  just  received  a  beautiful 
piece  of  prose  from  Matt  Quigley  which 
I  will  quote  to  you — 

"WAR'S  AFTERMATH" 
"Since  peace  has  once  more  settled  on 
a  world  defaced  by  war,  and  the  van- 
quished have  been  truly  shown  what 
democracy  stands  for,  we  settle  back  for 
a  needed  rest,  'cause  there's  plenty  we've 
been  through,  and  we  have  to  have  this 
'breather',  our  gigantic  tasks  to  do;  the 
world  t'would  seem,  now  looks  to  us,  its 
destinies  to  shape,  how,  where,  and  when, 
must  be  defined  with  a  cutting  of  the  tape, 
that  binds,  these  men  of  races  far  re- 
moved from  the  one  we're  proud  to  own, 
and  it  must  be  by  example,  otherwise  they 
can't  be  shown.  Defeat  has  come  to  those 
who  swore  t'would  not  be  met  at  all,  and 
now  their  reign  of  terror  o'er  their  backs 
against  the  wall,  we  shudder  at  their 
brutal  deeds,  the  means  that  they  em- 
ployed, at  the  savagery  they  practised, 
hoping  we  might  be  destroyed.

A  year  ago  Chet  Kosiba  EM  1/c  sent 
me  an  invitation  to  see  his  ship,  the  U.S.S. 
Henry  A.  Wiley  (DM-29),  a  destroyer- 
minelayer,  be  commissioned  at  the  Brook- 
lyn Navy  Yard.  I  shall  never  forget  the 
thrill  of  that  ceremony  nor  the  excitement 
of  meeting  the  crew  and  having  chow  with 
the  boys.  Therefore  it's  little  wonder 
that  I  love  that  tub,  her  crew  (including 
you  Chet)  and  her  fascinating  record.  In 
a  year's  time  she  has  won  recognition 
throughout  the  Pacific.  One  of  the  first  to 
arrive  at  Iwo  Jima,  3  days  before  inva- 
sion, her  continuous  gun  fire  support  for 
troops  ashore  and  her  anti-aircraft  fire 
protection  earned  her  the  affectionate 
name  of  "Hammering  Hank"  from  the 
Marines.  At  Okinawa  she  again  was 
among  the  first  to  arrive  on  the  invasion 
scene,  aiding  minesweepers  clear  the  way 
for  our  landing  craft.  She  was  the  object 
of  every  manner  of  attack.  When  the 
sweeping  up  was  completed  she  took  over 
the  now  famous  radar  picket  stations  to 
warn  American  ships  of  approaching 
enemy  air  and  surface  units.  Of  the  DM 
sqd.  at  Okinawa  70%  were  damaged  but 
"Hammering  Hank"  came  through  un- 
scathed and  she  came  through  everything. 
She  was  the  object  of  63  aerial  attacks, 
"Hank"  hammered  17  of  the  Jap  planes 
out  of  the  air  and  was  the  first  ship  to 
shoot  a  Baka  bomb  out  of  the  air 
and  the  only  ship  in  the  Navy  with  2  Baka 
bombs  to  her  credit.  Do  you  blame  me  for 
loving  her?  Why  that  steel  contraption 
is  personally  guided  by  the  hand  of  God. 
Chet's  battle  station  is  the  engine  room, 
he  takes  care  of  one  main  generation  and 
the  power  on  the  forward  part  of  the  ship. 
Although  he  has  over  80  points,  being  an 
enlisted  man  he  has  to  serve  his  hitch, 
one  more  year.  Well  deer  there'll  be  no 
more  excuses  now  for  not  washing  your 
face.  .  .  .  Pvt.  Roy  Marshall  returned 
from  Italy  for  a  45  day  leave.  He  spent 
8  months  there  with  a  transportation 
corps.  Roy  reports  to  Fort  Bragg  for  re- 
processing and  probable  replacement  to 
Japan  with  an  infantry  unit.  .  .  .  Henry 
Rej  BM  2/c  is  up  for  discharge  with  48 
points.  He  has  3  years  service  in  ETO, 
participating  in  invasions,  and  amphibi- 
ous landings  in  Africa,  Salerno,  Italy, 
France  and  Germany.  He  was  in  Patton's 
"secret  army"  where  all  navy  personnel 
were  obliged  to  don  army  fatigues  to 
assist  and  carry  out  the  crossing  of  the 
Rhine  River.  They  traveled  from  Le 
Havre,  France  into  Metz  carrying  with 
them  via  trucks  and  trailers  their  land- 
ing craft,  only  to  retreat.  They  were 
forced  to  burn  2-1  landing  craft,  then  they 


patiently  waited  4  months  for  new  craft 
which  was  badly  needed  for  the  crossing. 
At  the  Rhine  the  navy  worked  72  hours 
without  a  break  to  transport  15,000 
troops.  550  jeeps  and  ambulances  to  the 
other  side.  Patton  sent  each  navy  man  a 
personal  letter  of  appreciation  for  his 
participation  in  the  drive.  Henry  has  5 
battle  stars  and  a  Unit  Citation  for  the 
Navy.  Until  his  discharge  he  is  based  at 
the  Fargo  Bldg.  in  Boston.  .  .  .  Frank  Ka- 
polka  received  his  discharged  from  the 
Navy.  Frank  was  stationed  on  the  U.S.S. 
Massachusetts  in  the  Pacific  Theater  of 
war.  .  .  .  T/Cpl.  Stanley  Konvent  has  4 
years  of  service  to  his  credit,  he  spent  sev- 
eral years  in  Italy.  Expecting  a  dis- 
charge soon  he  is  on  an  11  day  furlough 
at  home.  He  wears  the  Purple  Heart, 
Good  Conduct  Ribbon,  a  star  for  5  battles 
and  a  bronze  star.  .  .  .

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CONSTRUCTION 
WILL  FOLLOW  DESTRUCTION

The  war  which  you  have  been  in  was  the  most  destructive  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  world  but  it  has  its  constructive  side. 

From  every  city,  town  and  village  in  the  country  the  nation's  youth 
have  been  serving  their  country  and,  in  the  process,  gained  an  outlook, 
perspective  and  philosophy  that  is  entirely  new.  What  new  trend  this 
newly  acquired  knowledge  and  thought  will  give  birth  to  no  one  really 
knows  but  a  reasonable  prophecy  can  be  forecast. 

For  every  one  the  overnight  leap  from  civilian  to  service  life  meant  a 
profound  change  in  daily  living.  To  some  it  meant  better  food,  others  a 
more  decent  place  to  sleep,  better  clothing,  and  to  all  it  meant  regular 
hours,  accepting  discipline  and  associating  with  people  of  greatly  varied 
backgrounds. 

Living  three,  four  or  more  years  in  such  an  environment  it  seems 
likely  that  habits  and  standards  will  be  acquired  and  in  many  cases  re- 
tained back  into  civilian  life.  Desiring  a  more  attractive  and  richer  life 
is  most  certainly  constructive. 

Even  more  constructive  than  this  service  environment  is  the  educa- 
tion and  skill  acquired  from  colleges,  technical  schools  and  government 
training  courses.  Many  will  be  immeasurably  better  fitted  for  higher 
jobs  than  they  previously  held.  Some  who  entered  as  privates  have  been, 
and  will  be,  mustered  out  as  captains  and  majors  or  even  as  higher  of- 
ficers, accustomed  to  handling  responsible  duties  and  large  groups  of 
men.  These  men  will  make  top-flight  executives  and  they  will  be  seeking 
positions  which  will  enable  them  to  make  use  of  their  new-found  talents. 

The  war  necessitated  new  inventions  and  radical  applications  of  some 
old  ones.  Radar,  new  developments  in  the  radio  and  photographic  fields, 
the  use  of  plastics,  more  accurate  methods  of  weather  forecasting,  more 
efficient  uses  of  transportation  facilities  are  a  few  innovations.  Hun- 
dreds of  servicemen  have  built,  repaired  and  worked  with  these  new 
things  which  to  the  general  public  are  for  the  most  part  unknown.  Who 
has  a  better  chance  of  getting  in  on  the  ground  floor  of  new  industries 
and  make  rapid  advancements  than  the  former  busboy,  soda  jerker  or 
the  just-out-of  high  school  graduate  who  learned  a  new  skill  or  trade 
while  in  service? 

I  know  whereof  I  write,  believe  me.  I  can  name  several  returned  serv- 
ice people  right  here  in  your  own  home  town  who  are  seeking  to  rise 
above  their  pre-war  status  by  turning  their  service  experience  to  bet- 
ter ends. 

It  seems  certain  therefore,  that  great  changes  are  following  in  the 
wake  of  peace.  It  also  seems  equally  certain  that  many  of  these  changes 
will  be  for  the  better.

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within  the  past  month.  They  are,  Wilfred

As  most  of  you  boys  can  realize,  here 
at  home  as  we  approach  this  Christmas 
of  1945  it  is  winter.  The  weather  hasn't 
been  too  severely  cold,  but  a  week  or  so 
ago  we  had  our  first  snow  storm  and  it 
was  a  pip.  Averaging  eight  to  ten  inches 
in  this  locality,  and  with  high  winds  did 
some  fancy  drifting.  It  was  a  couple  of 
days  before  we  could  get  dug  out,  and  al- 
though we  had  rain  all  day  yesterday 
there  is  still  considerable  snow  left.  The 
morning  after  the  storm  we  had  rather  a 
freak  accident  down  home,  when  two  serv- 
icemen from  Providence  driving  to  Fort 
Devens,  one  of  them  to  get  his  discharge 
papers,  skidded  and  failed  to  make  the 
turn  into  the  bridge  down  near  the  "Bun- 
galow Rest",  and  their  car  went  into  the 
river.  Both  of  the  servicemen  by  using 
good  judgment  and  remaining  calm  were 
able  to  get  out  of  the  machine,  but  they 
also  had  with  them  a  G.I.  dog  which  served 
in  the  Army,  and  had  made  four  para- 
chute jumps  with  one  of  the  boys  who  was 
a  paratrooper,  and  unfortunately  the  dog 
drowned.  The  soldiers  were  quite  upset, 
and  the  irony  of  the  situation  made  it  more 
noticeable,  wherein  the  dog  had  gone 
through  so  many  dangerous  situations  and 
then  died  in  that  manner.  Apparently  one 
of  the  boys  had  been  cautious  while  in  the 
Army  and  accumulated  a  small  fortune 
which  he  carried  in  a  money  belt.  They 
say  it  was  quite  a  sight  up  to  Lavallee's 
Restaurant  while  the  boys  were  getting 
dried  out  and  drying  out  many  hundreds 
of  dollars.  They  both  stated  that  it  was 
their  training  they  had  received  in  the 
Army  that  gave  them  the  presence  of  mind 
to  get  out  of  what  was  an  extremely  dan- 
gerous situation,  but  by  cool  thinking  they 
managed,  for  which  we  are  all  very  glad. 

I  guess  it  has  reached  close  to  the  time 
where  it  is  necessary  to  end  this  column  by 
not  saying  "so  long  till  next  month",  but 
rather  to  say  "so  long  till  I  see  you 
personally." 

One  word  before  I  close  in  regard  to  the 
album,  and  again  would  like  to  remind  you 
servicemen  that  we  must  have  your  pic- 
ture to  make  this  last  gesture  of  the  News 
From  Home  a  successful  one,  so  please 
see  that  it  is  sent  to  Larry  Keeler. 

So  long  till  I  see  you.

Eisenhower  yesterday  urging  him  to  ap- 
prove a  game  between  Army  and  Indiana 
at  Chicago  for  the  promotion  of  Victory 
Bend  sales.  The  Hoosiers  won  the  Big  Ten 
title  this  season  but  I  think  the  pro 
leagues  should  pick  an  all-star  team  from 
their  leagues  and  play  Army.  It  would 
certainly  be  a  much  better  game. 

If  you  think  that  football  is  played 
under  very  adverse  weather  conditions  in 
this  country  sometimes,  how  would  you 
like  to  have  purchased  a  ticket  to  a  soccer 
game  which  you  couldn't  even  see?  It 
happened  in  London  during  a  game  be- 
tween a  British  team  and  a  touring  Rus- 
sian team.  The  fog  became  so  thick  that 
some  of  the  54,000  fans  left  to  listen  to  the 
broadcast  in  nearby  restaurants.  Even 
these  people  were  in  the  dark  off  and  on  as 
the  announcer  frequently  declared,  "And 
where  the  ball  has  gone  now  I'm  hanged 
if  I  know."  To  add  to  the  confusion  one 
of  the  refs  was  a  Russian  who  was  unable 
to  speak  English.  A  postponement  of  the 
match  was  expected  but  officials  said  local 
rules  required  only  that  the  referee  be 
able  to  see  the  play. 

The  Olympics  are  going  to  be  held  again 
but  too  late  for  you  fellows  in  Europe. 
The  Winter  Sports  will  be  held  in  St. 
Moritz,  Switzerland,  and  the  remaining 
events  will  be  in  London.  I  don't  know 
why  I  tell  you  this.  I'm  sure  none  of  you 
are  interested  in  seeing  them — unless  of 
course  the  track  events  were  held  in  Fen- 
way Park  and  the  ski  jumping  in  the 
White  Mountains.
